vernment, but by policte, he overcame them, ande ſtabliched 
goed Lawes : where de founded the fir fonndation of 
new Troy, and named it Troynovant, but fnce by pꝛoceſſe 
of time called London. Thus beganne the Ile of Britaine to 
flourich, not enely with ſum ptuous buildings, bat alſs with 
valtant aud -conragtons Knights , whofe adventures and 
bold attempts in Chivatry, Fame (ſhall deſcribe what 
oblibion kurted in obſcuritie.

Ladyof the wods, Do paciag to the middle of the thicket , 
they came to a Cave, whoſe Gate and Entry wes of Jron, 
whereon hung a Bzazen Pozu foz them to wind that would 
ſpeak with the Sozcereſſe. Firff, offering their Lamb with 
great humility befoze the poſtern of the Cave, then exemp-

wiſhed ioy was turned into an unlankt fox ſezrobz, tom he found 
not only his Lady diſmembzed of her womb , but his poung 
ſonne wanting, gut aup newes of his abode , which wo- 
full ſpettacle bereaved him of his wits, that foz.a time he tad 
ſenſlefle, like weping Niobe, but at laſt bzake tnto theſe bit-

either to ſped in his tournep , oz to leave his bones in ſame 
fozraign Region. Thus leaving his .native Countrep, wan- 
dzed from place to place, till thehatrs of his head grown 
as white as ſilver , and his beard like to the ſhiſtie down , but 
at laſt de ended his trabell m Bohemia, where, what foz age 
and exceſſive grief, be laid himſelf down under a ruinated 
Monaſterp wall, and dyed : the Commons of fhat Countrep

Then leading him a little fur ther ; ths bzought him 
into a large faire roome, where ſtod ſeven of the gadlteſt 
toy fhat ever eye beheld, ſix of theſe (ſaid her) be- 
ong to the lixt Champions, and the ſeventh will J beſfow 
on cher, whoſe name is Bayard : likewiſe her led hum 
to anotycr rome, where hung fhe richeſt Armour im fhe 
Moꝛld: ſo chaſing out the ſtrongeſt Cozllet from her Armozy, 
the with her own hands buckled it about his beat, laced on 
his Helmet, and attired him with a rich : 
fetching fozth a mighty Fauchton , the put it 
had. Now (ſaid ſhee) art ſhou armed in richer F 
than was Ninus the firff Ponarch of the Wozld : hy Sid is 
of ſuch koꝛce and invincible power, that whileſt thon arkmoun. 
ted un his back, there can be no Knight mn all the Wozldſohar- 
dy as to conquer fhe : thy Armour is of the Lydian 
Sttele, that neifheor weapon can pier ce, noz axe b2uiſe :

conceit , fhat ſhe not only beſtowed fhe r iches ol her Cavs 
upon him, but ga ve him power and authozity thzough a Sil⸗ 


ber Wand which ſhe put in his hand, to wozk ber own de⸗ 


ffruction : foz connning by a huge great Rock of Stone, this 
valiant Knight ffrook his charming rod thereon : whereup- 
on it opened, and ſhew:d apparantly befoze his eyes a num: 
ber of ſucking Babes, which the Enchantreſſe had murthered 
by her Witchcraft ano Sozceries» O ſaid ſhe,this is a plate of 
hoid, where nought ts heard but ſcreks and rufull groans 
of dead mens ſoules : but if thy eares can endure te beare 
chem, ano thy eyes behold them , J will lead fhe wap. So tbe 
Lady of the Mods, boldly ſtepping in befme, little doubting 
the pzetcnded policy of Saint George, was deceived in her 
own pꝛactiſes: foz.no ſooner entred the fhe Rock, but he ſtroke 
his Silber Wand fhereon, aud immediatip it cloſed, where ſher 
bellowed fozth Exclamations to the ſenſeleſſe Stones, without 
all bope of 22 | Wa 

Thus this e knight deteibed the wicked Enchantrefle 
Kalyb , and ſct the other ſir Champions likewiſe at li⸗ 
berty , who rendzed him all Knightly conrteſtes , and gave 
him thanks foz their ſafe delivery. .

Habe J conſpired againſt. the Pa⸗ 
teſty of Heaven , that thep have'thzown this vengeance on 
my head? ſhall J never recover my fozmer Liberty, that 
I map bee revenged upon the Cauſcrs of my impziſonment: 
frown ang2p Yeavens , upon theſe blodp minded Pagan*, 
theſe daring Piſcreants, and pzofeffed Enemies of Chꝛiſt, 
and map the Plagnes of Pharaoh light upon ſheir Countreps, 
and fhe miſerp of Ocdipus upon their P2zinces ; that they 
may be eye witneſſes of their Daughters Raviſhment,and be- 
hold their Cities flaming like the burning Battlements of 
Troy. Zhus lamented be the loſſe of his Libertp, accurſing his 
btrth-day , and home of his creation, wiſhing that it never 


nught be numbzed in he year, but counted ominous to all 


enſuing | 
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enſuing Ages: his ſighes cxc&ded the number of the Ocean 
ſands , aud his tears the water bubbles in a ramp dap, as one 
diminiſhed, another pzeſently appeared. 
Thus ſozrow was his companion, and deſpatrehis chlefe 
' ſolycitoz , till Hyperion wich his golden Coach had thirty 
times refed in Ihetis purple Pallace , and Cynthia fhirty 
times danc't upon the Chpſtall waves: which was tye 
very time when as his moanes ſhould end , accozding to the 
ſevere and cruell iudgement of fhe Souldan of Perſia. But 
by what extraozdinary meanes hee knew not. So expecking 
every minute to entertame the wiſhed meilenger of death, 
bee heard a far off the terrible roaring of two hunger ſtarved 
Lyons, which foz the ſpace of fourtœne dapes had bene 
reſtrained from their fod and naturali ſuſtenance , only to 
devoure and ſtaunch their hunger-ſfarved bowels with the 
body of this fþztce renowned Champion: which cry of the 
Lyons ſo terrified his minde , that the hapze of his head 
grew ſtiff:, and his bzowes ſweat water th2ough anguiſh of 
his ſonle, ſo extreamlp bee feared fhe remozſeleſſo ſtroke of 
death, chat by violence be burſt the Chames in ſunder where⸗ 
with bee was baund , and rent the curled Treſſes from his 
Mead, fþat were of the colour of Amber, the which hee w27p- 
pedabont his Armes againſt the aſſault of the L pons, foz hes 
greatly ſuſpected them to be the Peoſſengers of his Tragedy, 
which indeed was ſo appointed, foz at thatſame inſtant they 
deſcended fhe Dungeon, being bꝛonght thither by the Guard:of 
anniſar ies, only to make a full period of the Champtons 
fe. But ſuch waz the mvincible foztifude of Haint George, 
aus ſa politick his defence, that when the ſtarved Lyons 
came running on him with open Jawes, hee valtantly tþzuft 
his finewed Armes into their fhzoats (being wzapped about 
with the hape of his head) whereby they pꝛeſent ip choaked, 
and ſo bee pulled out thetr hearts. 
ch Spettacle the Souldans Janniſaries bcholding , 
were lo amazed with feare , chat fhep ranne in all haſte to - 
the Pallace, and certified the Houldan what had hapned , 
who commanded every part of the Court to be ſtrongly Guar⸗ 
ded with Armed Souldiers, - ſuppoſing the Ei night 
rather to be ſome Ponffer, aſcended from the deepe, then any 
Creature of humane ſubltayce , = elſe one poſſeſſed — 
3 = 
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!oms Divine Jnſpiration, fbat by the fazce of Armes had ac⸗ 
compliſhed ſo — — Stratagems: wes ha ter- 
rour aſſailed the Souldaus heart , ſceing bee had lame two 
Lyons, and llaughtered two ſhauſaus Perſians with —— 


hands, aus {ikewiſe had intelligence how be flew a 
Dꝛagon in Egypt, that he caued the Dungeon to be cled 
up with Barres of Iron, leſt he ſhould by Policy oz Foxtitude 
recover his Liberty, and ſo endanger the whole Countrey of 
Perſia: where bee remained tn waut , penury, and great 
neceſſity , foz the term of ſeven Winters, feeding only upon 
Kats and Mice, wich other creptn3 Moꝛms which be caught 
in the Dungeon. 

During which time bee never taſted the b2ead of Cogn but 
ol Bꝛan, and Channell water, which dailp was ſerbed him 
thozow the Jron Gates, where now we leave Saint George 
langniſhing in great miſery , and return again? into Egypt, 
where we left Sabra fhe Champions betrotped Lady, lamen- 
ting the want of his company , whom the lobed dearer than 
any Lntght in the wald. 

Sabra that was the faireſt Paid that ever moꝛtall eye 
beheld, in whom both Art and Nature ſœmed to cxcell in 
curious Moꝛkmanſhip, ber body being ftraighter chan the 
{kately Cedar, and her Beauty puxer than the Paphian 
Nueenes: the one with ober-burfthened griefe was quite al- 
tered, and the other ſtained wich otids of bzackich teares , 
that dailp trickled down her fatre Cheeks : whereupon ſate 
the very tmage of diſcontent, fhe map of woe, aus the only 
mirroꝛ of ſazrow : ſhee accounted all company {ofþſome to 
ber ſight, and excluded the fellowſhip of ali Ladies, only be- 


taking ber ſeife to a ſolitary Cabinet, where the ſate (owing 
rs

whereon ſometimes (hee bathing wounded hearts with luke- 
warme tcares : that fell from the cunduits of her eyes, then 
pꝛeſently with ber criſped locks of hapze which dangled 
down her Jvozp neck, the dꝛied up {he moyſture of ber ſoz:

This ſtrange and wofull Speech was no (aner ended but ſhe 
awaked from her ligp, and _— reached fozth her white 
hands, thinking to imbzace him, but ſhe catched nothing but 
bzittle Ayʒe, which cauſed her to renew her fozmer complaints 
O wherefoze died J not in his mp troubleſome dzeame (ſaid 
the ſozrowfull Lady) ſhat my Ghoſt might have haunted thoſe 
inhumane Ponſters which have thus falllp betraped the bza⸗ 
veſt Champion under the Cope of Heaven? Foz his ſake will 
Jexclaime agatnil the ingratitude of Egypt, and like fye ra- 
viſht Philomell, fill eberp cozner of the Land wich Ecchoes of 
his wong: my woes ſhall cxceed the ſozrowes of Dido Quien 
of Carthage, mourning foz Eneas. Mich ſuch like paſſions 
weartcd ſhe the time away, till twelve Bonths were fully 
finiſhed : at laſt ber Fafher underſtanding what fervent affectt- 
on - —ooag to fhe Engliſh Champion, began in fhis manner 
to dilate. 

Daughter ( ſatd he Egyptian King, ) J charge ſhe by ſpe 
band A1 and the Rl obedience * oughteſt to beare 
my age, to banith and exclude all fond *ffecttons from ſhy mind 
and not thus to ſcttle thy love upon a wandzing Knight that is 
unconſtant, and without habitation : thou ſ&ſf he hath fozſaken 
thee, and returned into his own Countrey, where he hath wed: 
deda Mile of that Land and Nation : therefoze J charge fh& 
upon mp dilpleafare to affect ano lobe the black King of Mo- 
1occo,that rightfully hath deſerved thee tn marriage, which ſhal 


bc ſhoztly honourably: holden to the honour of Egypt; any ſo 
departcy 
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departed without any Anſwer at all: By which Sabra knew he 
would not be croſt in his will aud pleaſure : therefoze thee 
ſighed out theſe Lamentable wozds: 

O unkinde Father, tocroſls the affect ion of his Child, and 
tofozce lobe where noliking is: Pet ſhall mp minve continue 
triff unto mp deare betrotycd Lozd ; alfyough my body be 
fozced againſt nature to obey, and Almidor have the honour of 
mp Parriage Bed, Englich George ſhall eniop my true & ix 
ginifp , tf ever bee return againe to Egypt; and theteupon thee 
pulled fozfh a Chaine of Gold, and w2apt it ſeven times about 
ber {bozy Neck · This (ſaid ſhe) hath ſcvend..yes been ſteept 
in Tygers blood, and ſeven nights in Dꝛagons nulk, whereby 
it hath obtained ſuch excellent vertue, that ſo long as J wears 
t about my Neck, no man on Carth can entop my Virginity : 
though J -bee fozced to the ſtate of Marriage , and lie ſeven 
years in Wedlocks Bed, yet by the vertue of this Chame J 
{hall continue a true Airgi. 

Which Wozds were no ſooner ended, but Almidor en- 
tied her ſozrowfull Chamber, aud pzeſented her with a 
Medding Garment , which was of the pureſt Pedian Silk, 
imboſt with Pearle and rich refined Gold, perfumed with: 
ſweet Spzian F owders: it was ol the colour of the Lillie, 
when Flora hach bedeckt the Fields in May with Natures oz⸗ 
naments: glozious and coſtly were her Ueſtures, and ſo ffate- 
ly were ber Nuptiati nights Sclemnized , that Egypt ad: 
mired the bounty of her Wedding: which foz ſeven dapes, 
was holden in the Court of King Ptolomie, and then re- 
mooved to Tripolie, the chiefe Citp in Babary, where Al- 
midors fozced Bꝛide was crowned <Queene of Morocco: at 
which Cozonation the Conduits ran with Gzeekiſh Wines, 
and the Stretes of Tripolic were beautified with Page⸗ 
ants and delightfull Shewes. The Conit reſounded ſud 
melodious Yarmony as though Apollo with his Stlver 
Marpe had deſcended from the Heavens: ſuch Tilts and Tur⸗ 
naments were perfozuncd betwirt the Egyptian Knights, 
and the Knights of Barbary, that fhey exceeded the Nuytialls 
of Hecuba the beauteous Nugne of Troy: which honou⸗ 
rable pꝛocdings we loave foz this time to their own content. 
ments, ſome Pasking, ſome Dancing, [ſome Revclling, ſome 
Tilfing, and ſome Z5anqueting. _ leaving the Champion 
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of England Saint George, mourning in the Durgeon tn Perſia 
as pou heard befoꝛe, and return to the other ſix Chem ions of 
Ch2iſtendome, which departed from the 352azen -illar,cvery 
one his ſeverall way, whoſe Knightly and noble Adventure, ik 
the Buſes grant mee the bounty of fair Caſtalians ſpzings, J 
Util moſt amply diſcover, to the honour of all Chziſtendome.

fozced the ſpace of ſeven years to feedupon the Herbs of the

5:rp Tree, he ftoov ſo mach amazed at the ſtrangeneſle or wwe 
woꝛds, that foz a time his ſozrowes bereaved him of his ſped, 
ano its lang appointed puniſh nent conftcained his thoughts to 
loſe their naturall underff..noing : But pet at làſt recovering 
his ſences, though not his humane litienefſe, be bitterly tom⸗ 
plained of his hard misfoztun?s. : 

O unhappy creatare (ſao the wofull Char pion) moze miſe- 
rable then Prognc in her Tran+fozmation, ano moze diſtreſſed 
then actcon was; whoſe 2 picture J am made: ts mi⸗ 
ſery continued but a ſhozt ſeaſon, foꝝ his own Dogs the ſame 
dap toꝛe hin in a thouſand pieces, aud b.12ied his Taansfogmecd 
Car kaſſe in their hungzp bowels : mine is appointed by the an⸗ 
g2y Deffinies, till ſeven times the Summers Sunne hath 


yearly repleniſht his radicnt bzightnefſe, ano ſeven times the 


Winters Raine hath walht me wity the ſhowzes of Heaven. 
Such were the complaints of the L2ansfozmed Knight of 
France, ſometimes remembzing his fozmer foztures, how bee 
had ſpent his dapes in the honour of his Countrep : ſometimes 
thinking upon-tye place of his Nativity, renowned France, the 
Nurſe aud Pother of his life: ſometimes treading with his 
fot (as foz hands he had none) in ſandy g2ound, the pzint of the 
wozds the which the Pulberry Tze had repeated, ann many 
times numb2ing the minutes of his long appointed puniſhment, 
wilb the Flowezs of the Field.

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fome windowes of the Yeavens, all Creatures took fheir 
wet repoſed reſt, and committed their ty2ed epes to quiet 
llgpes : All things were fſlent , except the murmuring of the 
running Waters , whoſe ſounding Pulick was the chiefelt 
comio;t this diſtrelled Champion entoyed : the glifiering 
Zucne of Night, clad in her <2yNall Robes chꝛæ hundzed 
times apcere, was witnelle of his nightly Lament tions: the 
wand2ing Howlet, that never ſings bat in the Right, ſate 
pclling over his Head: the cufull weeping Nightingale with 
mournfull melody, cherrefullp attended on his Perſon 2: foz 
daring the limitation of bis ſeven years miſery, his truſty 
Steed never fozſok him, but with all diligence and true love at. 
tended upon him dap ane night, neve. w:indzng awop, but ever 
ker ping him companp: Ik the ertream beat of Summer grew 
mtollerable, oz the pinching cold of Nlinter violent, his Bazſe 
would be a ſhelter to defend him. 

At laſt, when the tearme of ſeven peares was fully ſi⸗ 
ntihed , and that hee tho.ild recover his foꝛmer Subſtance, and 
humame Share, his god Hoꝛſe which hee tendzed aß the apple 
ol his eve, clambered a high and ſteep Peuntame, which na⸗ 
ture had beautiſied with all kunde of fragzant Flowers, as odo⸗ 
riferous as the Gar den of Heſperides: from whence hee pul: 
led a b2anch of purple Noſes » and bzought them betwixt his 
teeth to his diſtreſſed Paſter, being in his fozmer paſſions of 
diſcontent, under the Pulberry Tree: The which the Cham: 
pton of France no ſooner behe:d, but he remembꝛed that by a 
purple Noſe be ſho.ild recover his foꝛmer ſimilitude; and ſg 
iopkullp received the Noſes from his truſty Steed: then caſt⸗ 
ing his eyes up to be Celeſtiall Chꝛone of Heaven, hee con⸗ 
vated theſe conlecrated Flowers into his empty Stomack. 

After which her laid him down upon ihe boſome of his 
Motyer Cacth, where he fell into ſuch a ſound lieep that all his 
Senſes ad vitall Spirits were wichout moving foz the ſpace 
of foure and twenty houres.

mour which lap hard by him, beſtamed and almoſt ſpoyled 
with ruſt : his Burgenet and kerne edged Curtle- Axe beſmea- 
red ober with duſt: Chen laſtly, pondzing in his minde, ol 
wwe faithfull ſervice his truſty Steed had dore him, dur ing 
the time of his calamity , whole ſable colcured Pane hung 
frizling down his bzawnp Neck, which befoze was wont 
to be pleated cux icully wilh at tificiall knots, and his fozthead 
which was wont to tee beautifi d with a tawny Plume of 
Feathers , row dizfigured with over-gzown hayze ; whereat 
the god Champion Saint Denis of France ſo intich gzieved, 
that he ſtroked down his Jetty back, till the hapze oi his bo- 
dy lay as ſmosth as Ai abian Siik: thin pulled hte out his 
truſty Farchion, which in miny fierce *fſarilts and dange⸗ 
rous Comb ts, hed ba ne bathed in the Llov of his Enemtes, 
which by the long continuance. of time idle, was almoſt con- 
ſumed wich car Kke ed Kutt, but by his labour ano induſti ious 
patnes, he recovered the fomer beauty ano bꝛightne ſſe again. 

L hus both his Swoꝛd, his Poſe , his martiau Furniture, 
and all other Babtliinients of Mar being bꝛought to the ir firſt 
aud p20per qnalit ies, the noble Champion intended to perſe⸗ 
vere and goe fo ward in the adventure, m cutting doume the 
unhappy Mulberry £ re: Oo taking his Swozd, which was of 
the pureſt Spanich Stele, gave ſuch a ſtroke at the rat therc- 
ol, that at one blow hee cut it quite tn (unter, whereout pꝛe. 
ſently flaſhed ſuch a mighty Flame of Fire,that the Mane from

inhabits in theſe fatall Mods, oz elſe an Carthly Creature, foꝛ 
thy ſs ZTranfozmed into this Pulberry Tre, J am not iudge. 
Therefoze ſweet Samt, to whom mp heart muſt pep his De- 
dotton, unfold to me thy Wirth, Parentaze, and Name, that J 
ꝛnap the boldlicr pꝛeſum e upon thyCourtefies.

Thus as this cnobled ans fa- 
mots Knight at Arms ſtod beholding the Situation of leru- 
ſalem, there ſuddenly ſhundzed ſuch a peale of D2dinance 
within dhe City, chat if ſ@med in his raviſhed conceit, to ſhake 
the Uapl of Heaven, and to move the deep Foundations of the 
faſtned Earth: whereat his Yoſs gave ſuch a ſudden ſtart, 
that bee leapt ten fat frem the place whereon he ftod.

Hatt upon the Pountaines of Theflaly. 

Thus Nabuzaradan g2eat King of leruſalem (foz ſo wag 
bee called,) ſoleumly hunted in the Wildernifle of luda being 
a Countrep very mich annoyed with wild Beaſts, as the 
Lyon , the Leopard, the Bote, and ſuch like; in which er⸗ 


ercice, the ing appointed as it was Pꝛoclaimed by his chiete 
| F 2 Marrold 
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Harrold at Armes, (the whtch bee heard reprated by a Shep⸗ 
dear din the Field, ) that whcſocver New the firſt wild Beaſt 
in the Foꝛteſt, ſhould have in reward a Cozlietof Stœle, (0 
richly eng2aved , that it ſhoula be wozth a thouſ ind ſickles of 
Silver. Df which honourable enterpꝛiſe when the Champion 
had underſfanving , aud with what liberati bounty the adben. 
turous Knights would bee rewarded, his heart was fraughted 
with invincible courage, thicſting after glozious attempts, 
not onelp foz hope ol game, but foz the deſire ol honour, at 
which his itluſtrious and undaunted minde apmed at, to eter- 
nize his Derdz in the memozable Recozds of Fame, and to 
thine as a Cbzyſtali Ptrroz to all enſuing Times.

But by foꝛtune the Chance fell to Ce- 
leſtine the ings own Daughter, being the Paragon of be au- 
ty, aud the fait eſt Paid tyen living tn leruſalem, in whole beazt 
no ſuch deed of cruelty could be haz bouzed, noz in whoſe hand no 
bloudp Weapon could bee entertained. In ſtead of deaths fa⸗ 
tali inſtrument, ſhe ſhot towards his bꝛeaſt a deep ſtramed ſigh 
the true Meſſenger of lo ve, and afterwards to Heaven, ſhe fhus 
made her humble Supplicatton. 

Thou gꝛeat Commander of Celeſttall moobing Powezs,

At the ſecond Race, the Champions ranne, Saint David 
had the wozlt , and was conftrained though the fozcible 
ſtrength of wwe Count Palatine, to leane backward, almoſt 
beſide his Saddle: whereat the Trumpets began to found in 
ſigne of Gictozp; but pet the valtant Chziftian nothing dil⸗ 
maped, but with a courage (within whole eyes late Rnightly 
revenge) rame the fpird time againſt ſhe Count Palacine, 
aud by the violence ol his ftrength , he overthzew both Hoſe 
and man,whereby the Counts body was ſo extreamly bzuiſed 
with the fall of his ale, that his heart blood iſſued fozſh 
by his mouth, and his vitali ſpirits pꝛeſled from the manſion of 
big Bꝛeaſt, ſo that bee was fozced to give fhe Moꝛld a time⸗ 
lelle farewell. 

This fatall overfhzow ol the Count Palatine, abaſhed the 
whole Company: but eſpectally the Tartarian Emperour,who 
having no moz2 Donnes but him, cauſed the L iſts to bee 
v20ken up, the knights to bee unarmed , and the murthered 
Count to bee b2ought by foure Squires into his Palſace, 
where , after bee was diſpoyled of his Furniture, and the 
Chꝛiſtiau Knight recetbed it in the Honour of his Uftozy, ſpe 
wofull Emperour bathed his Sonnes body with teares 
which dzopped like Chꝛyſtall Pearls upon the congeaſed blod, 
and after many ſad ſighes , hee b2eafbed fozth this wofull La⸗ 


mentation: 

Now are my Trpumphs turned to everlaſting Moes, from 
a Comicali Hoſtime, to a direfull ;aud bloody Tragedy; O 
molt unkinde Foꝛtune, never conſtant but in change! an 
is my life deferred to [& the downfall of my deare Some, 
tye Noble Count Palatine?

Thus ſozrowed the wofull Emperour foz the de: th of 
his Noble Sonne: ſometime making the Ecchoes ol his 
Lamentations pierce tye Clements : another while fozcing 
his bitter Curſes to ſinke to rye dee foundation of achacon ; 
one while tmtending to be rebenged on Saint Dav d the Chzt: 
ſtim Champion, then pꝛeſently his mtent was croſt with 
a contrarp imagination, thinking it was 7gainſt the Law 
of Armes, ano a great diſhonour to his Count. p, by biolence 
to oppzelle a ſtrauge Knight, whoſe ations had ever bane 
guided ty true Bonour , but pet at laſt chis firme reſolution 
entre into his minde. 

There was adiopning upon he Boꝛders of Tarcary , an 
Enchanted Garden, kept by Pagick Azt, from whence ne⸗ 
ver anp returned tyat attempted to enter, we Gobernour 
of which Garden was a notable ana Famous Nigzomancer , 
named Ocmondine, to which Pagictan the [arcarian Empe⸗ 
rour intended to ſend the adbenturous Champion W. David, 
thereby to revenge the Count Palatines death. Do ide Empe⸗ 
rour after ſome few dapes paſſcd, and he Oaſtquies of his 
Sonne being no ſoner perfozned, but he cauſed the Chziſtian 
night to be bʒought into his pzeſence, to whom he committed 
this heavte Task, and weary Labour, 

20ud Knight ( ſaid the Coat Emperour ) chou knows 
eſt tby Arrivati in our Territozies; how highly J have 
honoured the , not onelp in granting liberty of Ife, but 
making the <iefe Champion of Tarcaric , which high Yo: 
nour fyou haſt repaid wich great ingzetitude, and Hemi 
ted true Nobility , in acting my dente Sonnes Tragedy: 
foz which unhappy Deed thou rightlp halt deſerbed 


But pet know accurſed Chꝛiſtian, chat merep *

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tn P2incely minds, and where Honour ifs enthzonized , 
were Juſtice is not tos ſebere : Alfhough fhou haſt de- 
ſected death, pet it thou wilt adventure to the Enchanted 
Garden, and nen the Pagictans Head, A Nn che 
not oncly life, but fherewithat! the Crowne of Tartaric 
after mp deceaſe : becauſe I ſ& thou haſt a minde furniſhed 
= Pzincely thoughts, and iadozned with true Pagnant- 
mitp. 

This heavic Taske, and ſtrange Advent ire, not a little 
plezſed the Noble Champion ot Wales, whoſe minde ever thir⸗ 
ited after wozthp Adventures: and ſoafter ſome conſiderate 
thoughts, in this manner ye Replyed : 

Poſt high and magnificent Empcrour , (ſaid the Cham- 
pion) were this Task which you entopn mee to, as wondcr- 
full as the Labouzs of Herculcs, oz as fearef ill as the En- 
terpziſe which !aſon made foz the Golden Flxce, pet would J 
attempt tofiniſh it, and retu:ne wich like © 2pumph to Tar- 
tarie, as the Patedonian Penarch did to Babylon , when 
he had conquered part of the wide Mald. Uhic wozds 
were no ſoyer ended, but the Cmperour bound him by his 
Oath of Jznight-hood, and by the love hee boꝛe unto his native 
Countrep, never to follow other Adventure, till bee had 
perfozmed his pꝛoniſe, which was to bzing the Pagicim 
Ocmondine's Head into Tartary: whereupon the Emperour 
departed from the Noble Lintght Samt David, hoping never to 
ſe& him retur ne, but rather to heare of his utter confuſton, oz 
everlaſting impꝛiſonment. | 

Thus the Ualtant Chziſtian Champion, being bound to 
his pꝛomiſe, within tha dapes pzepared ali necelaries in 
rea foz his depa ture: and ſo travelled Weft-ward, 
tul ves a d we ſight of the Enchanted Garden, the 
Situation whereof ſomewhat daunted his Ualiant Courage: 
e withered Thames and 
Bꝛyers, which ſeemed continmalip to buzne : upon the top 
thereof ſatea number of ſtrange and defozmed things, ſome 
tn rbe likenefſe of night Dwles , which wondzed at the pze- 
ſence of Samt David; ſone in the ſhape of Prognes Tranſ⸗ 
fozmation , fozetelling his tnfoatunate ſucceſle, and ſonte 
like Ravens, that wich their hazſh fb2oats riug fozth bate- 
fnli knels of wofull „ ; the CENA _—= 
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covered the Enchanted Garden, (&med to bee over-ſpzead 


with miſty Clouds, from whence gontinualiy ſhot Flames of 
Fire, as though the Skies had bern filled with blazing Com⸗ 
mets: which fearefull Spectacle , as it ſ&@med ſhe verp pat 
tern of Hell, ſtruck ſuch a terrour into fhe Champtons heart, 
that twice he was in minde to return wifhout per foz ming the 
Adventure, but foz his Dath and Honour of Knight-hood , 
which bee had pawned faz the accompliſhment thereof: So 
laying his body on the cold Earth, being the fürſt Nurſe and 
Potyer of his life, hee made his humble Petition to God, that 
his minde might never be oppꝛeſſed with Cowardiſe, noz his 
heart daunted with faint Feare, till hee had perfozmed what 
the Tartarian Emperour had bound him to, the Champion roſc 
from the G2ound , and with <erefull looks beheld the Cle⸗ 
ments, which ſ&med in his conceit to ſmile at fþe Enterpziſe, 
and to foze-ſhewa lucky event. NT 

So the Noble Knight Samt David with a valiant courage 
went to the Gar ven Gate, by which ſtood a Rock of Stone, 
s ber ſpꝛed wilh Polle ; In which Rock by Magick Art 
was encloſed a Swozd, nothing outwardly appearing but 
ge Hilt, which was the richeſt in his iudgement, chat ever 
his eyes beheld, foz the Stele wozk was engraben, very 
curtouſly , beſet with Jaſper aud Saphire Stones; the Pum: 
mell was in the faſhion of a Globe, of the pureſt Silver that 
the Pines of rich America b2ongbht fozth : about the Pum⸗ 
mell was engraben in Letters of Gold theſe Uerſeg fol- 
lowing, : 


My Magick ſpels iemaine moſt firmly bound, 

The Worlcs ſtrange wonder, unknown by any one, 
Till that a Knight within the North be found, 

To pull this Sword from out this Reck of ſtone: 
Then ends my Charmes, my Magick Arts and all, 
By whoſe ſtrong hand, wiſe Ormondine mult fall, 


Theſe <icries dꝛabe luc a conceited imagination into 
{ye Champions mind? , that hee ſuppoſed himſelfe to be the 
Nozthzen Linighf, by whom the 52eg2omancer ſhould bee 
canquered : &hyerefoze without any further adviſement her 
put his hand into the Vilt of the rich Sword, baking 
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pꝛeſently to pull it ont from the Enchanted Rock of Ocmon - 
dine: But no ſooner did hee tthat vame Enterpziſe , 
bat his vali ut courage and invincible foztitude failed him, 
and all his Senſes were over-taken with a ſudden and heavie 
Sleep, whereby he was fozced to let goe his hold, and to 
fall flat upon the barren Gzound, where his epes were ſo:faſt 
locked up by Pagick Art, and his waking Senſes dꝛow⸗ 
ned in ſud a dead lumber, that it was as much impollible 
to retober himlſelfe, from lleep, as to pull fhe Sime out 
of we Firmament. The Negzomancer, bp his Magick 
Skill had intelligence of the Champions unfoztunate ſuccefle : 
who ſent from the Enchanted Garden foure Spirits, in 
the ſimilitud? and likeneſfe of foure beautifull Damſels, 
which wzapped the dzowſie Champion in a Sh@t of fine 
Arabian ik, and conbeped him into a Cave, directly placed 
in the middle of the Garden, where fhep layed him upon a ſoft 
Bed, moe ſofter than the down of Culvers : where thoſe 
beautifull Ladies thꝛough the Art of wicked Ormondinc, con: 
tinuaulp kept him Ueepmg fon the terme of ſeven pears : one 
while linging wild ſugzed Songs, moze ſweter and delight- 
fuller than the Spzens melody: another while with rare con⸗ 
ceited Mulick, ſurpaſſing the tneſle of Arions Harp, which 
made tye Doulphms in che Seas dance at the ſound of his 
(wert inſptring Pelody; oz like ſhe Harmony of Orpheus 
when hee tournted down into Hell, where the Devils reioyced 
to heare his admfred Notes, ano on Earth, Træs and Stones 
leaped when hee did but touch the lilber Strings of his Jvozp 


1 was S. Davids Adventure croſt with a wonderfull 
bad ſucceſſe, whoſe dayes Travels was into à nights 
repoſe, whoſe nights repoſe was made a Sleep, which 
endured untill ſeven years were fully finiſhed, where we leave 
D. David to fhe mercy of the Negzomancer Ormondine, and 
returne to fhs Noble ano magnanimons- Champion 
Saint Gcorge,where we left him impziſoned in ſhe Souidans 
Court. But now, Gentle Reader, chou wilt think it ſtrange, 
fat all ſpeſe Chziſtim Champions ſhould met togefyer 
agame, ſeeing thep be ſeparated into ſo many Bo2ders of the 
UWozld ; Firſt, Saint Denis the Champion of France, re- 


maynefþ now in the Court of Theſſaly , with his Lady

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Eglantine: O. lames the Champion of Spaine, in the City 
of Sivill with Celeſtine, the fair Lady ol leruſalem: S. Antho- 
ny the Champion of I:aly, travelling the Wozld, in fhe com⸗ 
panp of a Thracian Palden, attpzed tm a Pages appareil: 
S.Andrcw.the Champion of Scotland ,ſaking after the Iralian:

Now m ſtead of Courtly Dclicates, I am fozced to eat the 
fruit of Qrees, and tn ſtead of Gꝛeekiſh Wime,J am compelled

Thus complamed Saint George, till gliſtering Phoebus 
had mounted the top of Heaven, and dzatun we miſty va- 
poꝛs from the Gzound , wherebp bee might behold the pzo:

After which happy Event of the Gpants laughter, $2 in⸗ 
bincible Champion Saint Geo: ge firſt gave the Honour of his 
Uicozp to God, in whoſe power all his Foztune conſiſted, 
Zhen entring we Tower, whercas the Lady pzeſented him 
with all manner ol Delicates , and pure M mes; but the En⸗ 
glich knight, ſuſpenting Tzeacherp to be hidden in her p2of; 
fered courtelie', cauſed ber fir to taſte of every Dich: Like- 
wiſe of his Mme, left ſome violent popſon ſhouly be therein 
commirt : finding all things pure and wholion:e as nature 
—— — be ſufficed his hunger, reffed his wearp body, and

And ſo leaving the Tower in keeping of the Lady, bee 
committed bis Foztune to a new Travell: where his revi⸗ 
vedſpirits never entertainned longer reſt, but to the refreſh:

bcſe UWlozds were no ſ@ner ended, but the moſt honor: 
red and foztunate Champton of England, requeſted the Ma- 
gici in to diſcr ibe his paſſed Foztunes,and by what meanes her 
came ffrſt to be Governour of ſhat Enchanted Garden, 

To tell the Diſcourſe of mine own life (Neplyed. Or- 
mondine) will bzed a new ſ[ozrow in my heart, the reuen- 
bꝛance whereof will rend my berp ſoule : but pet (moſt noble 
Linight) to fulfill thy requeſt , J will foꝛce mp tongue to de⸗ 
clare.what my bear t denfes to utter: Therefoze, pzepare thine 
eare to entertatn the wofulleſt Tale that ever tongue delivered. 
And ſo, after Saint Gcorge-had ſate awhile ſilent, expecting his 
Diſcourſe, the Bagictm ſpake as followeth ; 


The wofull and Tragicall Diſcourſe, pronounced by the 
Negromancer Ormendinae, of the miſcry 
ot his Children. 


1 Was in fozmer time, (ſo long as foꝛtune ſmiled upon me 
be King and only Commander of Scychia, my name Or- 
mondine,g2Aced in my poafh with two fair Daughters, whom 
Nature had not only made 1Beaufifull,but repleniſht them with 
all the gifts that Azt could deviſe: Che elder, whoſe name was 
Caſtria, the faireſt Maid that eber Scythia baought forth , ber 
eyes like flaming Tozhes,ſo dazled ber Beholders , that like 
attractive Adamants, thep contured them to admire her Beau⸗ 
ty: Amongſt a number of Knights that were enſnared with ber 
Love, there was one Flor:don , Son to ſhe King of armenia, 
equall to her in all excellent D2naments of Natare, a lovelter 
Couple never trod on Tarth , oz gaaced any Pꝛinces Court in 
the whole Mold. This 
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This Floridon (a fervently burned in affection o 
admired Caſtria that he luſted after ber Uirgmity, and = 
ſcd both by policp, aud faire pꝛomiſes to enioy that pꝛecious 
pleaſure, which after ſell co his owne deſtruc ion: Foz up: 
on a tiling, when the mantles of dark Night had cloſed in 
the light of Heaven, and the whole Court had entertained a 
liient reſt , this Inſtfull Floridon entred Craſtrias Lodging , 
furtbered by the Chamber-maid, where, to ber hard hap, 
hee cropped the bud of ſweet Uirgtnity, and left ſuch a pawne 
within yer Womb, that befoze manp dapes were expired, her 
ſhame began to appear, and the deceived Ladp, was conffrain- 
ed to reveale her 3 to Floridon: who tn the meane time had 
betrotbed himſelfe to my younger Daughter, whoſe name was 
Marcilla, no leſſe beautifird with Natures Gift, fhan her elder 
Siſter, but when thts unconſtant Floridon perceived hat her 
Belly began tog3ow big with tyc hur hen of his unhappp Sed, 
he upbꝛaided her with ſhame, laping diſhonour in her diſh, cal- 
ling her Strumpet, with many tgnomintous wozds, fozſwear- 
ing himſelf, never to have committed anp ſuch mfamous Deed, 
pꝛoteſting that be ever [cozned to linke in womans bands, and 
connted chamber Love a deadly fttng,and a deep tnfectton to the 
Honour of his Knight hood. . 

Theſe unkind Spieches dꝛobe Craſtria into ſuch extream paſ- 
ſion of mind, xhat ſhe wich a ſhamefnll lwk and bluſhing Cheeks, 
after this manner revealed her ſozrowes unto him: 

What knowes not Flo::1don (quoth fhe Lady) her, whom his

Babe in time te come, be termed a Baſc-bozn-child: Remember 
what phghted P3omiſes, what Towes aud P2oteftations; paſt 
betwirt us, remember the place and time of my dichonour, and 
be not like the furtous Tygers that repay love with deſpight. 
at which Wozds Flor idon with a wzathfull Countenance, 
Repiped tn theſe Wozds: Tg2egtous auo e Creature 
(quoth hee) with what bzazen Fecedaypft —— mee

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thus: J tell tber Caſtria,my love was eber pet to follow Arm 

to heare the ſound of D2ums, to ride upon a nimble St&d , and 

not to t:ace a Carpet Dance, like Priams Sonne, befvze the 

luſtfull eyes of Menelaus Wife : Therefore bee gone, diſturb· 

ing Strumpet, go ſing thy harth melody in company. a night- 

A 3 tell thee, the day will bluſh to cover thy monſtrong 
ame. 

Uhbid repzo2<full Speeches being no ſgoner ended, buf 
Floridon departed her pzeſence , not leaving behind him ſo 
much as a kinde lok : whereat the diſtreſſed Lady, being op⸗ 
p2elled with intollerable g2icfe , ſtmk down dead, not able to 
ſpeak foz à time, but at 13ſt, recovezing her (ſenſes, ſhe began 
anew to complain. 

J that was wont ( quoth ſhee ) to walk with Tzoops of 
Paids,muſt now abandon and utterly fozſake all companp,ano 
ſcex ſome ſecret Cave, wheretn J may ſit foz ebermae and be: 
waile my loſt Uirgtmitp: If J refurne unto mp Father, bee 
will refulſe me: it to my Friends, thep will be aſhamed of me: 
if to Strangers, they will ſcoꝛn me : if to mp Floridon, Oh, bee 
denyeth me, and accounts my ſight as ominous as the ll 
Cꝛocodileg. Oh fhat J might in the ſhape of a Bird, oz like 
the Ravilhed Philomela,filleverp Mod aud Milderneſſe with 
my diſhonour, foz now J am neither chaſte Uirgin, naz honeſt 
TNife, but a ſhameleſſe Strumpet, and the Wozld3 vile ſcozn : 
whereat mer thinks, J ſ& how vertuous ano chaſte Majdeng 
point and terme me a vicious Dame. Dh unconſtant Floci- 
don! thou didff pzomiſe to ſhadow this my fault with-Par- 
riage, but now Moes I ſe are baine : Thou haſt fozſaken 
me, and tyed thy Faith unto my Siſter Marcilla, who muſk 
eniop thy Love, becauſe ſh& continues — without anp 
ſpot of diſhonour. Oh! woe to ther unc t Lnight, thy 
flattering epes deceived mee, and fhy gloſing tongue int iced 
mee to commit that mne, which all the Dcean Sfreames 
can never waſh away: Why ffano J relating thus tn 
vaine 2 the Deed is done , and Floridon will tryumph in the 
ſpople of mp Uirgintty, while hee lyes datiping in mp 
Siſters Armes: Nay, firſt, the fatall Lights of Funerals 
thatl mask about his Marriage Bed, aus his Bꝛidall blazeJle 
quench with blood: foz J will goe unto ſhe ir Parriage Cham- 


ber, where as theſe hands of mine ſhall rend my Siſters 


Momb, 
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Womb, befoze the entoy ſhe intereſt of mp Bed: 
rage heart in ſtead of love, Delight in mur cher, ee 
be ener untill thou haſt quencht with blood 
the furtesof diloyi love. 
WUhas complained the wofull Caſtria, robing up and down 
fhe Court of Scychia , untill the miftreſſe of the Night had 
t five Ponths: at the end of which time, the appointed 
arrtage of Floridon and Marcilla dzew nigh, thetbought 
whereof p3oved an endlefle terrour to her heart, and of a mozs 
mtollerable burthen , than the patnes of her Womb ; the 
which ſhe girded in ſo extreamly fo feare of ſuſpition , aud 
partly under colour to bzing about her intended Tradegy.

But now behold , how every thing fell out accozding to 
her deſires. The Ladies and Gentlewonun wersnoſooner 
depar ted, any ſilence taken pofſeſſion of the whole Court, buf 
Caftria wifh her own hanos d the Chamber Daze, and 
fecretiy convated the Keyes under —_ * 
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by the betraped Marcilla : which pooze Lady after ſome 
few ſpeeches, departed to Bed: wherem ſhe waz no ſoner 
layed, but a heabie up over:waltercd her Senſes , whereby 
ber tongue was fozced to bio ber Siſter good night, who ag 
thenſare diſcontented by yer Bed ſide, watching thiffime , 
wherein ths mtght conveniently at the biody L32aged? ; upon 
a Court-cupbozd ſtod two burning Tapers that gave light to 
the whole Chamber, which in der conceit ſæmed to bu ne 
blue: which f. tall ſpectacle encouraged her to a moze (pcedp 
perfozmance : aud by pe light vl the two Lamps ſhe anbzacey 
ber Geſtures, and ſtripped her ſelf into her milk white@mock, 
havmg not ſo much upon ber bead, as a Caule to hald up her 
golden haire: after this ſhe tok ber filter Bodkm, that vefoze 
lhe hep ſecretly hidden in her haire, uo with a wzatbfull coun- 
tenance, (upon whole bꝛewes ſate the Image of pale Death) 
thee came to ber new Parrisd Sitter, bemg then over - couie 
wiiþ a heabie llumber, and with her Bodkin pierced her tender 
Vꝛeaſt: who immedtatly at tye ſtroke tyereot ſtarted fr om her 
lleep, and gave ſuch a pittifull ſcrike,that it would have waken⸗ 


eo the whole Court, but that the Chamber ſtod farre from the 


hear ung ol Company. , except her blody minded Siſter whole 
hand was readp to redouble yer fury, with a ſecond ſtroke. 

But when Marcilla beheld the theets ano oznam.nts of 
her bed diſfatnd with purple goze , ano from her baeaſt runng 
ſtreames of crimſon blaod, which like to a fountaine trickled 
from ber Jvozy boſome ſhe bzeathed frath this earneſt exclama⸗ 
tion agamſt the cructly vi Caſtria. 

O Sitter, ( ſaid her) hath nature harboured in thy bzcaſt 
a bloody minde What fu:p hath mcenff the thus to com- 
nt mp Tragedy re Jn what have J miſdone, oz wherein hath 
my tongue offended thee : What cauſe yath bene occaſton,that 
bp remozſelefſe hano againſt nature, hath.converted my ioy- 
full Nupttals, to a wofull Funerall, This is ſhe cauſe (replys 
Caſtria, and therewithall ſhewed her Womb , gzown big 
trough the burthen of her Child) thar J have bathed my 
hands in thy deteſted blood. 

Se, f&, Marcilla (ſaid ſhe) the unhappy bed, wherein thy 
accurſed Husbaud hath ſowne his ſ&d p whit my Utrging 
honour is foz ever {tained; wis is the ſpot which thy heact 
blood muſt waſh awap, ana wis ts the ſhame that PT 
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but deafh ſhall finiſh; therefoze a (wet revenge, and a p2e- 
ſent murther likewiſe will A commit upon my ſelfe , bs 
by my loathed ſoule, m company of myunbozn Babe tha! 
wander with thy Ghoſt along the Stygian Lakes. 

—_ — no ſooner finiſhed, but the violently 
pier r own b : whereby the two Stſters blood were 
equality mingled together, but now Marcilla being the firff 
wornded, aud the nerer d2awing towards death, the woful: 
ly complatned wich this dymg Lamentation, 

Dzaw neer (ſatd ſhe) you blazing Stars,youeartbly Angels, 
you imbꝛoider ed Girls, you io velp u e dies, flourtſhingDames 
of Scythia, bghold her wofull end, whoſe glazies mounted to 
the Elements, behold my marriage Bed here beautifled with 
Tape ſtrp, converted to deaths blady habitation, my bzave At- 
tyze to Earfhly un. and mp Pzmtely Pallaces to Elizium 
ſhades, being a place appointed fog thoſe Dames fat lived aud 
dyed true Uirgins : foz now J fele the paines of death cloſmg 
mp lives windowes, ano mp heart ready to entertain the froke 
of deſtiny. Come Flor:don, came, tn ſfradof Armes, get Ca- 
ales wings, that in thy boſome J map bzeathe my murthered 
Ghoſt. Wold, fare thou well, J was coo pzoud of my intiemg 
pleaſures: hy Pztncely Pomp and ali thy gliſtering D2na- 
ments, J mult foz ever bid adue, Fafher, farewell, with ali 
tlewomen; my death, J know will make fþp allace deaths 
gloomp regiment; aud laſt of all, farewell mp Noble Floridon, 
fon thy ſweet ſake Marcilla here is murthered. 

At the end of which wazds , dping Lady being fatnt

A exteds che tozments ol D anus Daughters, iuhich continnatly 
li water into bottomlefe T ubs in Hell. Dh that my c 
never itſteneſt to his ſugzed ſpaches, oz never known 
Courtly Pleaſures ** Dexvly lives a bait foz every 
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luſtfull eps ; but racher to habe lived a Countrep Laſſe, where 
ſweo&t content is harbozed , and beauty ſhꝛowded under true 
hawill , fþen had not Floridon bereaved mee of my ſweet 
Airginitp, noz had this accurſed hand committed this cruell 
enu2ther : but oh ! J feele my ſoule paing into Eliz iu es 
whers Creuſas ſhadow, and Didos Ghol have their abldings : 
fbither dofh my ſpirit fly, to bee cnfertamed amongſt thoſe un⸗ 
ppp Ladies whom unconſtant lobe hath murthered : fhns 
Caſt ria not being able to ſpeak any longer, gabe a verp gzie⸗ 
vous ſigh, and ſo bade a due to the TUozld- 

Now when the moantng Sunne had chaſed away the dark. 
ſome night, Floridon who little miſtruſted the Tragedy of the 
two S iſters, repaires to the Chamber Dooꝛe, with a canſaz? of 
Skifull Puſtctins , where fheir mſpirmg Harmony ſounded 
to the Mals, and Floridons moming ſalutations were 
ſpcnt in vaine : foz deafh ſo Topt the two Pʒinces cares, that 
no reſomd of thanks at all re-anſwered his wozds , which 
cauſed Floridon to depazt , thmking them to bee alleep, and 
to returne withtn an houre after, who without any compa- 
ny came to the Chamber-doozo , where bee agatne found all 
ſilent: at which ſuſpecting ſome further event, bee but open 
the Doe, where he no (@ner entred, but hee found the two 
Ladies weltring in their own goze : which wofull ſpecacle 
pꝛeſently ſo bereaved him ol his wits , chat like a frantick 
man he raged up au downe , ano in this manner bitter! 
complatned : Dh pou tmmoztali Powezs, tbe w3athfufl 
Gates of Heaben, aud in your Juffice puntſh me, foz my un⸗ 
confmt Love hath murthezed two of bꝛabeſt Ladies that 
£ver natuze framed, revive (wet Dames of Scythia, aud hear 
me ſpeak , that am the wofulleft wzetd that ever ſpake with 
tongue: If Ghoſt m.y here be given foz Ghoft, dear Lady 
t.ke my ſoule and live, oz if my heart might dwell within 

our bꝛeaſts, this hand ſhali equatly divide it: But wozds 3 
& are vame, and m pzoffer cannot purchaſe life, no recover 
vour bzeachung ſpirits: pet bengeance ſhali pou habe, this

bꝛeaſt of life, wberevp mp unhappy Ghoſt ſhall fo 
though Tartar Gulfes,th ing Lakes, aud fþzongh 
the lowzing ſhades of dzeadfnll Corſitus: 
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Which wofull Lame ntatiton being no ſooner bꝛeathed from 

his ſozrowfullbzeaſt, but he finiſhes dapes> by the ffroke 
of that ſame æcturſed bodkin that was the bloody inſtrument 
of the two Siffers deafy; the which hee found fill remaining 
in ie remogſelcNſehand of Caſtria. 
Tis have pou heard ( moſt wozfhy Knight) the true Tra⸗ 
gedp of th2& of the moſt goodlteſt Pezſonages chat ever Na- 
ture framed : but now wich biltacnt eares liſten to che un- 
foztunats Diſcourſe of mine own miſexy , which tn this unhap⸗ 
py manner fell out: foz no ſoner came the flying newes of fue 
murthered P3tnces to mp ears, but J gew into ſu adiſcon- 
tented paſſton chat J abandoned my ſelfe from company of 
people, and ſate fm ſeben Ponths in aſolitary paſſion, lament 
ing the loſſe ol mp Childzen, liks weptng Niobe, which was 
the ſozrowfulleft Lady that ever lived. 

During which time, the repozt of Floridons unhappy 
Tzagedp was bzuited to his Fathers ears, being the ſole 
{itng of Armenia: whole gziefe ſo exc ded the bounds of 
reaſon, that with ali convenient ſpœd be gathered the gzeatett 
ſtrength Armenia could make, and in revenge of his Sonne 
muzther, entred mp Territozies, and with his well appꝛobed 
Warrtours ſubdtedmpÞ3ovinces,flaughtezed mpSouldiers, 
conquered my Captaines, lew mp Commons, burnt my Ct- 
ties, mo left my Counfrep Uullages deſolate , where, when 1 
beheld mp Counttep ovber-ſpzead with Famine , fire , ano 
Swnd, ſhze inteſtine plagues, wherewith Heaven ſcourgeth 
the ſins of the wicked, J was fozced fo; ſafegazd of mp life , ta 
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fozſakemp native Yabitatfon, and Ktnglp Government, oulp 


committing my Fozuwne, (like a baniſht exile) to wander un 
known Pallages, wheze care was my chiefe companton, and 
diſcontent mp onlp ſoliciter: at laſt it was my Deſtinp to ar⸗ 
ribe in this unhappy place, which J ſuppoſed to be the walks 
of deſpaire, where J had not remained many dayes tn mp 
melancholy paſſions, but me fhonght the wanny iawes of 
Averna opened, from whence aſcended a moſt fearefull 
bell , chat inticed me to begueafh mp foztune to his diſps- 
ſing, aud hes would defend mee from the fury of the whole 
Wald: to which J pzeſently condiſcended upon ſome allu- 
rance. Zhen pzeſently he placed befoze my face this Enchans 
ted Swozd, ſo ſurely — tn fone, that it ſhould never bee 
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pulled out, but by the hands of a Chziſti m Knight; uns till 
that Task ot evans 3 — 1 
danger, although ali te Kingdomes of che Carth aſſapled me: 
Task (molt adbentrous Champion) fhou haſt now

This Diſcourſe pꝛenounced by ths Neg2omancer Or- 
mondinc, was no ſooner finiſhed, but the wozthy Champi⸗ 
on Saint George beard ſuch a terrible ratling m the Skyes, 
and ſuch alumb2tng in che Carth fhat-he expected ſome ſtrange 
event to follow: then caſting his eyes aſide, beeſaw the En- 
chanted Garden to vaniſh , aud the Champion of Wales 
to awake from his long llep, wherein hee had remained 
ſeven pears ; who like one newly riſen from a ſwane , 
foz a time food ſpedhlede, not able to utter one wozd, till 
hee beheld the noble Champion of England, that ſtedłaſtip 
gazed upon the Neg2omancer ; who at tbe vaniſhing of the 
Encautment, pzeſently gave a moſt terrible gzoan and died. 

The two Champions, after may courfeous embzacuigs, 
and kinde g2&tings, revealed each to other fhe ſtrange ad- 
ventures fhep had paſſed. Saint David fold how he was bound 
by the Dath of his Knight:hood , to perfagme the adventure of 
Ormandine : whereupon Samt George pzeſentlp delivered 
the Euch mted Sword, with the Negzomancers Head, mto 
the hands of Samt David , the her pꝛeſeutly diſevercd 
from his dead body.

How Saint Gcorge arrived at A in Barbary, where hee 
ſtole away Sabra the Kings Daughter of Egypt, fromthe 
Blackmoore King, and how ſhee was known to bee a pure 
Virgin by the meancs of a Lyon, and what hapncd unto 
him in the ſame Adventure. 


27 Atnt George, after fhe recovery ol Saint David, 
AS AS pou heard in the foi er Ch: pter , dipꝰtched 
dis tourn:y towards Chziſtendome, whoſe 
1 pleaſant Wauks he long deſired to behold, and 
AJ oP thonght 4 dep a pear, till his eyes enioped 
RN FN a ſweet fight of bis Native Countrep Eng- 
lava ; upon whoſe Chalkey Cliffes her had not rod in many 
a weary Summers dap: fhercfoze committing his tournep to a 
foztunate Suceefſe , he traveiled ꝛough manp a dangerous 
Countrep: where the people were not only of a bleodp di⸗ 
ſpaſit ion, given to all manner of wickednefle, but the ſople 
gzeetly arnoped with wild Beafts,thzough which he could not 
well Travell without danger : therefoze be carried continually 
tn one ol his hands, a weapon ready charged, to encounter 
with be Yeafhen people, if occaſion ſhould ſerve, ano in tye 
other hand, a b2tght bur ning blaze of fire, to defend him 
from the furp of wild Beaſts, if bp violcute fhep © Nailed him. 
Thus in extreara denger travelted the Noble ans adben- 
tur aus Chompion Saint George , till hee arrived in the 
Territoz ies of Barbary, in Countrep hee pur poſed 
foz a ttme to rematne, ano toſecke foz ſome Noble Atchieve⸗ 
ment, whereby his fame might be encreaſed, ano his hono⸗ 
red name ring thzongh all the i ingdomes of the Wozld ; ano 
being encoucaged with this | 2incely cogttation, tue Noble 
of England climed to thc top of a huge Poin⸗ 
tame; where bee inlocked his Bever, which befoze had not 
been lifted up tn wany a day, and beheld the wide aus ſpa- 
cious Countrey, how it was beautrfied with lofty os — 
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adoꝛned with many goodly Pallaces. But amongſt fhe nums- 
ber of the Towers and Cities which che Engliſh Cham⸗ 
_ beheld, there was one which (@med to exceed of reſt 
ofh m ſituation and bzave Buildings , which bee (ys poſed 
to ber the chiefeſt City in all the Countrep , ano the place 
where fye Ling uſtaliy kept his Court: to which place Saint 
George intended to travell, not to furniſh hunſelfe with any 
needfull thing, but to accompliſh ſome honourabla Adventure. 
whereby his wozfthy Derds might be eterntzed in fhe Bok 3 
of — Do ekter be had deſcended from the top of the ſte: 
pp Pountatne aud had travelled tn a low Uatiey a: out ſome 
two oz thꝛe miles, be appzoached an old and almoſt rujaated 
Hermitage over goon with Pole,ano other withered werds

At which Speeches Samt George willingly condiſcended , 
and with all ſpeed oſed to goe into - : ayFthere- 
wiſhall ſealed ay aſſurance with as (wet a kiſle, as Paris gabe 
to lobelp Hclena, when ſhe conſented to fozſake her native 
Countrep, and to frabell from her Yusbans Mcnelaus int 
Troy, Ss looling no time, left migbt bꝛæd danger, 
Sabra furniſhed her ſelfe wifh (ufficient Treaſare, and ſpœdily 
delivered to @aint George his truſty þwozd , which ſhee had 
kept ſeven years foz his ſake, with ali the Furniture belonging 
to his appꝛobed Std,, who no ſoner received her pzoftereo 
Gifts, which he accounted dearer than the Aſian Ponarchp, but 
pꝛeſently he ſadled his Yozſe, and beautiſied his ſtrong Limbs 
with rich Capariſons. In the meane time, Sabra ſhꝛough fair 
ſpeches and pꝛomiſes, the good will ol an Eumich, ſhat 


was appointed foz her Guard in the tngs abſence, to accom- 
pany them in their Travell, and to ſerve as a truſfp Guide, 
if occaſton required : which with fye food ready at the 


Champions commandement: who no ſoner had furniſhed him⸗ 
ſelfe with ſuffictent Habiliments of Marre belonging to fo 
dangerons a journey , but hee ſet his beloved Piltrefle upon 
A gentle Palfrap, which alwapes kneled downe until (hs 
had aſcended the Saddle: and likewiſe her Eunuch was 
maunkcd upon anofher Did, — aller rich Furniture, 
with coftly ge wels and other ure was bozne- 

So theſe th2& woꝛthy Per ſonages committed their Travels 
to the guide of Foztime , who p2eſerved fhem from fhe dan⸗ 
gers of purſuing Enemies, whith at the Kings return from 
hunting, followed ama to eberp Pozt and Yaven,that divided 
we Kingdom of Barbary from the Conſines of Chꝛiſtindome. 
But kind Deſtiny ſo guided their ſteps, chat they fravellied 
mother way, contrarp to ther expeſtations : m 
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away with many an ancient ſtozp, but there appeared ont of 
a thicket two huge aud monffrous Lyons, which came directly

held his Utxoztous Encounters againtt the Grecian Bntghts, 
fhep ſuppoſed him to be the mbincible Tamer of that (:den- 
beaded Monſter fyat clambzed to fhe Clemeuts,offring to pull 
Iupiter from his Thꝛons. Mis Sfednever gave Encounter 
wiſh any Knight, but he tumbled Bozſe and Pan to the gz umd 
where ſhey lay foz a time bereff of ſenſs. The Turnament en⸗ 
dured fo that dap, from ſhe Sans rifing,till the cole black Eve 
ning Star appeared, in which time be conquered ſtbe hundzed 
of the hardieſt nights then living tu Aſia, aud ſhibered a thou⸗ 
ſand Lances, to the wonderfull ad miration of fhe Beholders. 
Thus were the ſeben Dapes bought to end by the ſevcn 
wozfhp Champions of Chaffemdome, tn reward of whole 
Noble Atchte vements, the Grecian Emperonr being a man 
that highly favoured Knightly P2ocedimgs, gave ſdem a Gol- 
den Z2c wich ſeven Bꝛanches, to ber dtbfded egually among ſt 
them. Which honourable P3ize bey conbafed to Daint 
George's Pavillion, where in dfviding the Bzan@es, che ſe- 
ven Champions diſcovered themſelves each co other, and b 
what god foztune they arribed in the Grecian Court, whoſe 
long wiſhed ſight ſo retoyced their hearts, (hat ſpep all ac- 
counted fhat happy dap of meting, fhe topfullelt dap that eber 
they Lejeld.3Sut now after the Turnaments were fully ended, 
and the Knights reſted fhemſelves ſome few dayes, recovering 
their wonted agility of 3 thep fell to a new exerciſe of 
Pleaſure, not appearing in gliſter ing Armour befoze ſhe Tilt, 
102 fsllowing fhe loud ſormding Dꝛuns and filber Trumpets, 
but ſpending awoy the time m Courtiy Dances amongſt ſhe ir 
beloved Ladiss and Piſfreſſes , in moze Ropalfp than the 
Phrygian Knights when they pꝛeſented the Paragon of Aſia 
With an Enchanted Mask. There wacted oo inſpirmg Pulick 
to delight their eares , no pleaſant | rg to ravilh. their 
ſenſes, noz no curions Dances to pleaſe their eyes. Sabra ſhe 
was fhe itt elle of the Revels, who gzaced the whole Court 
ivith her excellent Beauty, which ſ&med on erc@d the reſt of 
rhe Ladies in faireneſſe , as fax as (the Pon ſar ber at. 
tending Stars tn a froſfy Night, am when ſhe vauced, ſhe 
ſ&@mcd like Thetis trtping on the inder ſauos, wich wham the 
Dun did fall tn lobe ; and if ſhe chanced to finfle , ide clotwy 
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Elements would mep, aud dzop downtheavenly dew as th 
tyep mourned foz love, The:e liketotieremained — 
the fix Thracian U irgins, that in mer time lived tn.the 
of Swans, which were as beautifull A adies as ever epe be- 
held, uſo many other Ladies attended the @mp2cffe;m whoſe 
companies the ſeven Champions daily delighted: ſometimes 
diſcourfing of amazous Conceits: other times 
wemlelves with ſweet ſoanding Pultck : then fpending the 
dap in Banquetting, Rebellmg Dancing, ans ſuch 1tke 
Paſtimes , not once iniuring their true betrothed Ladies. 
But their Tourtly Pleaſures continued nat long, fozthey 
were luddenly daſhed wich a certame newss of open Mars 
p2oclapmed againft of Chꝛiſtendome, which fell out contrarp 
ts the expectation all the Chꝛiſtim Knights. Zhere arrived in 
the Grecian EmperoursPat'ace, a-hundzed Heralds of a him- 
dꝛed feverati P2obmcas, which p2oclatmed utter deftince to 
all Chꝛiſt ian Aingdemes, by tyeſe.wozds :

Thts Pzoclamation was no [gener ended, but the Gre- 
clan Emperout likewiſe conſented to their blody **

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tion, and there:1pon gave ſpedy commandement to Muſter up 


the gzeateſt ſtrength that Grecia could affozd, to iopn with the 
Pagans, to the utter rune and confuſton of Chziſfendom : 
which blodp Edict, oꝛ rather inhumane Judgement pzonoinced 
by the accurſedJnfidels,compelled the Ehꝛiſttan Champtons to 
alpcedy departure, e verp one to haſten to his ownCountrey, 
fycre to pꝛobide fo the Iagans entertatument: (o after das 
conſiderations, the ſeven Champions departed, in company of 
their betrofhed Ladies, who choſe rather to live tn tyetr Yus- 
bands boſomes, then with tyetr misbele bing Parents: where 
after ſome few dapes they arrived in che ſpacions Bap of 
Portugall, in which Haven they vowed by the Honaur of true 
Unight⸗ hood, to meet againg within fix Ponths enſuing , there 
to contopn all their Chzilffan Armies into one Legion :upon 
which plighted reſolution ige wozthy Champions departed 
one from tnother : Saint George mto England, Saint Dennis 
into France, Saint lames into Spaine,Datnt Anthony into Italy, 
Saint andrew into Scotland, Saint Patric k into lreland, Saint 
David into Wales: whoſe pleaſant Banks thep had not beheld 
in many pears befoze: where their enter tamments were as 
hononrable as their hearts deſtred: but to ſpeak of the Þuffer- 
ing up of Souldiers in every Chziſtian kingdome, ano what 
{trength arrived at the appointed time, in the Bay of Portugal, 
ſhall be diſc ourſed in the lequell of thts Hiſfozy, and how trou: 
blcſome Wars over-ſpzead the whole Earth, where the * 
ropcali Deeds of theſe Noble Champtons ſhall at large bee 
deſcribed : Alſo of the oberthzow of many Kings and n ing⸗ 
domes, ruines of Townes and Cities, and the decay of many 
flouriſhing Common-weales : Likewiſe of the blogdp Trage- 
dies of many unchziſttan P2tnces ; whereat the Heavens will 
mourn , to le the effuſton of blood trickle from the bzeafts of 
murthered Jnfants; the heaps of laughtered!Damſels trampled 
to pieces by SouldtersHozſes, and the Streets of many a Ci⸗ 
ty ſpzinkled with the blood of reverend age: gentle

How the ſeven Champions of Chriſtendom arrived with all 
their Troops in the Bay of Portugal: the number of the 
Chriſtian Armies, and how Saint George made an Oration 
to his Souldiers. 


neter the ſeven Champions of Chziſterdom Arrived 
Y in their native Countreps, aud by true Repozts 
{/3)V had blazed abzoad to every Pzinces ear, the blood 
* reſolution of the Pagans, and how the Pzobinces o 
Aﬀrica aus Aſia, had Puſtred up their Fozces to the Inbaũian 
of Europe: all Chzilfian Kings then at the entreaty of the 
Champions, appointed mighty Azmies of well appzobed 
Sonldiers, vol by Ses and Laud , to intercept the Jnfidels 
wicked intention. Like wiſe by the whole conſent ol Chziffcn- 
dome, the Noble and Foztunate Champion of England, 
Samt Gcorge, was appointed Chiefe Generall, aud pzmcipali 
Leader of tye Azmies, and the other ſir Champions were 
Elefted foz his Councell and <tefe AſMſtants in all attemps 
that appertained cifher to the bencfit of Chziftendam, oz the 
furtherance of fþeir Foztunate Pzocedings, 
his Bononrable Marre ſo fired the hearts of many 
youtyfull Gentle men, and ſo encouraged the minds ol every 
common Souldier, that ſome mo2gaged their Lands, and at 
their own pꝛoper charges furniſhed themſelves : ſome ſold 
fheir Patrimontes to ſerve in theſe Honourable UWarres : and 
other ſome fozſook Parents, Kindzed, Mike, Childzen , 
Fziends, and Acquaintauce, aud without conſtzatht of pze*: 
mg, offered themſelves to follow ſo Poble a Generall,as fe 
renowned Champion of England, and to ſpend their blo: 0 
in the iuſt quar rell of their native Countrep. a be bʒziekłe, oi e 
might behold the Str&ts of every Town and Citp though 
out all the Dominions of Europe, brautified with T 200ps of 
Souldiers, which fhirſfed after nothing but Fame and Yo- 
nour, Then the toyfull ſound een —— 
ct 
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Scchocs of filver Trumpets ſummoned them to Arms; that 
followed with ae much willingncfle as he Grecians follow- 
ed Agamemaon to the wofull overth2zow of Troy: fog by that 
time the Ch2ifftan Champions had ſpoꝛted themſelves in the 
boſomes of their kinde Piſtrelles, the fozward Captames 
taken leave of their Courtlp Paſtimes, aud the willing Soul- 
diers bade adue to their Friends and Acquaintance , tye 
Spꝛing had covered toe Carth with a new Livery ; which was 
the appointed time the Chꝛiſt ian Armies ſhould meet in -or- 
tugall, there to foyn their ſeveral! Tzooks into one Leglan : 
which pꝛomiſe cauſed the Champions to bid adne to thetr 
native Countreps, aus with all ſped to buckle on their Fur: 
nitures, and to hoyſe up Saples, where after a ſhozt time, the 
winde with a calm aud pꝛoſperous Gale, caſt them happily 
into we Bap of Portugal. 

The firſt that arrived in that ſpacious Haben, was the no 
ble Champion Saint George , with an hundzed thouſand cou- 
ragtous Engliſh Saildters , whoſe fozwardneſs betokened a 
foztunate ſucceſſe, and their willing minds, a topfull victozy, 
is Armp ſet in Battell⸗ Rap, ſeemed to countei vaile the num⸗ 
ber of the Macedonian Souldierg wherewith wozthv Alexan- 
der conquered the Meſtern Mold: his Hoꝛſe men being in 
number twenty thonlaud, were armed aul in black Cozilets:; 
ther Lances bound about wich þ lates of Stele: their Steds 
vered with Pate ib times doubled: their Colours were the 
ſanguine C20ffe,{uppozted by a golden L pon: his ſturdy Bow⸗ 
men, whole conquering gꝛap Sole wing in fozmer times hath 
terrified the circled Carth, being in number likewiſe twenty 
thouſand , clad all in red Pandilians, with Capgol the ſame 
colour, bearing thereon tkewiſe a ſanguine C20fle , being the 
true badge and honour of England : their Bowes ol the 
'Trongeft Pew, and «their Arrowes of the ſoundeft Aſh, with 
{0zked heads ol Stecle,and their Feathers bound on with g2&n 
wax and twiſted ſun. His Puskettiers being in number ten 
thouſand, tbeir Muskets of the wideſt boze, with. ire locks 
w2ought by curious wozkmanſhip, pet of ſuch wonderfull 
lightnelle, that thep required no Reit at all to eaſe fþetr right 
2pming armes. His Caltber-ſhot likewtſe ten thouſand of 
tue ſmatter timbꝛed men, bat pet of as couragions minds, as 
che kalleſt Soulgters in his Army. Mis Pikes and Biis to 
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guard the wabing Ancients, fhirly fhouſand, clad ali tn ftrong 
glitter ing bzight Azmour: likewiſe followed ten thouſans la⸗ 
bouring E teners, if occeſton ſer bed, to undetmme any Town 
02 Coſtle, to intr ench Fozts az Sconces, oz to make a paſſage 
tbꝛough Hils aud Pountaines, as wozthp Hannibal dtd when 
as be made a wap fm his Souldiers thozow the lofty Alpes, 
that divide the Countreys of Italy and Spaine. 

The next that arrived within the Bap of Portugall , was 
the | minded Champion Saint David of Wales, with 
an Army of fifty thouſand of true bozne Brittaines, furniſhed 
with at! Yabiliments of Marre to ſo Noble and Valiant a 
Ser vice, to the high renown of his Countrey,and true Honour 
of his Pꝛogeny: their Armour in richneſſe nothing infertonr to 
the Englithmens : their Colours were a golden croſſe, ſuppo;- 
ted by a ſilver G2iffon : which Scutchian ſignified the Ancient 
A:mes of Wales: foz no ſoner had Saint George aſight of the 
Ualiant Brirraincs, but he cauſedhis Puskettierspzefentty to 
entertame them with a Uolley of Shot, to oxpꝛeſle their happy 
aud topfull welcome to ſhoze , which ſperdily they pezfozmed 
ſo couragtoully with ſuch a ratling nopſe , as though the Fir⸗ 
mament had burſt in ſunder, and the Carth made Eccho to the ir 
thundzing melody. 

But no ſaner were the Skies cleared from the ſmoak of 
the reaking Powder, aud that Saint George migit at pleaſure 
diſcern ſhe Noble and Pagnantmous Champion of Wales, who 
as then rode upon a milk-white Yobbie tn ſilver Azmour, 
guarded wich a T2aine of Knights in purple Ueftures : but 
be g2&eted Saint David with kinde courtelies,,andaceo ed 
him to the Engliſh Tent , which they had erected cloſe by the 
Pozt ſide, where foz that nigit th: ſe two Champions remained, 

p the time with unſpeakable pleaſure: and ſo upon the 
nert dap after, Saint David departed to his own Tent, which 
be had cauſed to be pitcht ſome quarter of a Leaguefrom the 
Cngaliſh Azmp. 

The next that arrived on the fruitfull Banks. of Portu- 
gall, was Saint Patrick the Noble Champion of Ircland, 
wich an Azmp likewiſe of fifty thouſand, attired after a 
frange and wonderfull manner: their Furnitures were of 
the ckins of wild Beaſts, but pet mozenapierceable than the 
{rongeſt Armour of Þ20ole ; L's re in their hands MINE 
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Darts, tipt at the end with pꝛicking Steele, which the coura: 
gtous aud Ualiant Jziſh Souldiers by the agility of thetr 
Armes, could th20w a fall flight ſhoot, ano with fozcible 
ſtrength , would ffrtke toe oz foure inches into an*«Dke, 
ano wilh ſuch a certaine apme, that they would not miſle the 
b2cadfh of a fot. 

Zbeſe adventurous and hardy Souldiers no ſoncr Arrived 
on the ſhoze,but the Engliſh; Puskettiers gave them a ÞP2mce: 
ly entertainment , and pꝛeſent iy conducted the Noble minded 
Champion Saint Patric k, to the Engliſh Tent, wbere'the th2& 
Champions of England, Wales, aud Iceland , paſſed away the 
time with exceeding g2zeat Kopalfp,laping down Plots how to 
pitch their Camps to the molt diſadbantaze of the misbelce⸗ 
ving Enemp , and ſetting down perfecd directions which way 
thep were beff to arch, ens ſuch like Devices foz their owne 
ſafeties, and the benefit of Ch2iffendom. 

The next that landed on the Tanks of Portugall, was 
Saint Andrew the wozthy Champton of Scotland, with thzw: 
ſcoꝛe thouſand of well appꝛoved Souldiers: his Hoꝛſemen the 
bold adventurou3 Gallowapes, clad ati in quilted Jackets, with 
Lanccs of the Turkiſh falhion, chick and ſhozt, bearing upan 
their Beavers the Armes ol Scotland, which was a cozncr 
C20olle ſuppoꝛted by a naked ctirgin; his Pike men the ftiffe 
and hardy men of Orcady, which continuallp uſe to lie upon 
freezing Pountaines, tbe Iſte Rocks, andtye Snowie Ual- 
lies: his ſhot the light footed Calidonians , that if occaſton 
ſerve, cm climb the higheſt Hill, and foz nimblencſſe tn rin- 
ning, over-goe the (wift-footed Stag. 

Theſe bold adventurous Scottiſh men in all fozwardneſſe, 
deler ved as much Honour at the Engliſh Champions hands 
as any of the other Nations befoze : tycrefoze bee commanded 
bis Shot, at tyc ir fir ſt entt yon Land, to give them a Noble En⸗ 
tertamment, which thep perfozmed moſt Ropallp, and alſo con- 
duted Saint andrew to the Engliſh Tent, where,after be had 
gtven Saint George the conttelie of his Countrep, departed. to 
his Tent, which was diſtant from the En2l:ſh Tent a mile. 

Tye next that Arrived was Samt Anthony the Champion 
of Italy, wich a b ind of fourſcoze fhouſand b2ave Italian Soul: 
diers , mounted on Warlike Courſers, eberyPozſeman at- 
tended on by a naked Negro, bear ing in his hand a Streamer 
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of watchet Silk, with the Azmes of Italy fhcreon ſet in Gold, 
every fotman furniſhed with appꝛobed furniture in as ſtate⸗ 
ly a manner as the Engliſhmen, who at their landing received 
as Ropall an Entertamment, as the other Nations: anolike- 
wiſe Saint Anthony was as 1 honoured by the Engliſh 
Champion, as any of the ofher Chʒiſtian nights. 

The next ſbat Aritved was Saint Dennis the Uifozious 
Champion of France, with a band of foureſcoze thouſand. After 
him marched twelve Dukes of twelve ſererall Dukedomes, 
being wen under the Government of the French Ktng, everp 
one at his own p2oper colt and <zrges, maintaining two thou 
ſaud Souldiers, in theſe Ch2ittan Mars: their Entertain. 
ments were as gloztous as the reſt, ; 

The laſt of ali tbe Ch2iſttan Champions that Arrived upon 
the fruitfall Banks of Portugall, was the magnanimous 
Knight Saint lames of Spainc, with a band likewiſe of foure- 
ſcoze thouſand; wifhhim bee bꝛought from the Spaniſh Pines 
ten Tim of refined Gold, only to matntain Souldiers in the de - 
fence of Chꝛiſtendom, who no ſooner landed with his T300ps, 
but the other ix Champions gave him tye Yonourable wel- 
come of a Souldier, and ozdatned a ſolemn Banket:foz the 
gencrati Armies, whoſe number juſtly ſurmounted five 
hundzed fyouſand ; which Legtons they coniopned into one 
Camp Ropall, and after placed their Wings aud Sguad2ons 
Battell-wiſe , chielly by the direction of Saint George,betng 
then Chief Generali up the conſent of the Chʒiſt ian Rings: 
who after he had over · viewed the Chꝛiſtian Azmies, his coun: 
tenance ſcemed to pꝛognoſticate a crowned Uictozp , and to 
fozetell a fatall over:th2ow to the misbelebing Potentates : 

cfoze to encourage his E 2mcely Followers to perſevere in 
fpeir wonted willingnefſe, pzonounced this P2incely D:ation. 

ou men of t urope (ſaid he) and my Countrey⸗ men, whoſe 
tonquer ing F oztunes never pet have feared the Eenemies of 
Chaift, you ſ& we habe foztock our native Lands, and com- 
mitted our iDcftinies to the Quene ol Chance, not to fight in 
uniuſt quarrel! , but in the true cauſe of Iſraels Anointed, 

not againſt nature to club the Yeavens , as Nimrod and the 
Gpants pzoffered in fozmer time: but to pzevent the Jnba- 
lon of Chziltendom , the ruine of Europe, ano the intended 
oberthzow of all Ch iſt ian — ; the __ 
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Inlidels habe muſtered up Kegions , in mumber s like blades 


of g2alle , that gzow upon tye our iſhing downs of Italy, oz 
the Stars of Heaven in the coldeſf Winters ntght,p2ofefting 
to fill our Countreps with Seas of blod, to ſcatter our Strets 
with mangled limbs, and convert our glozious Cittes into 
Flames of quenchleſſe Fire: Zherefoze dear Countrey-men, 
live not to ſer aur Chꝛiſtian Uirgins ſpopled by luſtfull rape, 
noz dꝛag d along our Streets like gnitiefſs Lamb 3 to a bloody 
flaughtcr : noz live to ſee our harmleſſe Babes, with bzuiſeo 
bzaines, daſht againſt hard flinty Stones, nm live to ſe our 
unluſtp age, whoſe hatre reſemble ſilver Mines, lie bleeding 
on the Parble Pavements. But like true Chꝛiſtian Souldiers 
fight in quarrell of pour Countreps: What though the Magans 
be in number ten to one, pet Heaven J know will fight fo; 
Chziſtendom aud caſt them down befoze our faces, like dzops 
of Aprill Showers. Be not diſmayed to ſ& ſbem in oꝛdered 
Ranks, noz fear not when pon behold ſhe Strewers hovering 
in the waving winde, when as their ſteled Pikes like to a 
thozny Fozreft will ober-ſpzeab whole Countreys : thoufands 
of them J know will have no heart to fight, but lie with cow 
ardly fear like flocks of ſhep befoze the a2&dy Wolfe. J am 
we Leader of pour noble minds, that never fought in vame 
noz never entred Battell but returned wtth Conqueſt. Then 
every one with me build upon this Pzincelp telolution: for 
Chriſtendom we fight: for Chriſtendom we live and die. 
This Souldter-like ©2ation was no ſoner finiſhed, but the 
whole A2mp with a general voyce crped, to Ams, to Azms 
wikh Unatoztous George zol England: which Noble reſolution 
of the Souldiers, ſo rctopcid the Engliſh Champion, and like- 
wiſe encouraged the other Chziffttan Knights with ſuch a foz - 
war dnetle of minde, that they gabe ſpedy commandement to 
remove their Tents , and to Parch with ealte fournops to⸗ 
wards Tripoly tn Barbary, where Almidor the black A tug of 
Morocco had his Kelidence : tn which Zravell wer mult leave 
foz a while the Chꝛiſtian A2mp,jana ſpeak of -the innumerable 
Z200ps of Pagan Knights, that arrived at one inſtant in the 
1zingdome of Hungary, and how they fell at variance in the 
Eleckton of a Generali : which civill Putiny cauſed- much 
effuſion of blood to the gzcat hurt both of aFrica and Aſia, as

Df Thracians, 
fourſcoze thouſane, Likewiſe from ihe Pꝛzobinces ol Preſter 
lohn,th2& hundꝛed thouſano of uncanquered Knights, with ma⸗ 
ny other petty Dominions and Dukedom3, whoſe number 3 
omit foz this time, leſt à ſhould ſ@m over tedious to the reader. 

But to conclude, Such a Camp of Acmed Souldiers Arrt: 
ved in Hungary, fhat might in one Month have deſtroyed 
Chziltendom, had not God defended them from fhoſe Bar⸗ 
barous Nations, and by hts invincible power confounded the 
Pagaus in their own Pꝛactiſes: fozno ſooner had the Beralds 
p20clatmed th2ough the Camp , what a number of Hations 
topned in Azmes togetyer, but the Suldiers fell at diſfention 
one with another, about the Election of a Generall : ſome 
bowcd to follow none, but the ing ol leruſalem : ſome 
Ptolomy, he Egyptian King : and ſome the Souldan of Perſia, 
every one pzoteiting, either to perſebere in their own wils, oz 
to loſe their lives tn the ſame quarrell. 

Thus tn this mi inner parts were taken on all ſides, not 
only by the meaner ſozt, but by Leaders and Commanders of 
| Banos; whereby the Kings and Potentates were fozced to 
commit their wils to their Souldiers pleaſure, This civil 
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boxte ls diſcouraged the whole Army, chat many withdzew 
faces aa marched homeward

we Stamp to enſuing Ages, no not a Souldier to carry Azmes 
th20:1chout the Lmnghdvme of Hungary, r was the ben- 
geance of God thzgwn upon the heads of theſe misbelævmg 
Hiſcreants , chat durſt attemi t to lift their hands againtt his 
true 4 Nattons: fa ag doubt but the inomtible Az 
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bens Chziſtendomes defence, and confoumded the Jnfidels in 
tte ir own Civil Nlars, which bloody and ſtrange overthzow 
of thoſe unchziſt ian people, let us foz ever burp in ſhe lake of 
oblivion, and pericvere in the foꝛtunate pꝛocæ dings of the ſeven 
Champions ol Chꝛiſtendome, who had entred the 1Bbzbers 
of Barbary, befoze Al midor the black King of Morocco, 
wiih his ſcattered Z200pes of Moores and Neg11s tt turned 
from Hungary , and by Fire and Swozd had waſted many ol 
his Giefett Townes ano Fozts, wherebp the Countrep 
was much weakned , and the Commons compelleo to ſue foz 
mercy at the Champions hauds , who bearing true Chꝛiſtian 
minds, within their vearts confinnuatip pitty harboured, 
vouchſafed to gzant mercy to thole that pelved their lives to 
the pleaſure of the Chziſtian Knights: but when . George 
had intelligence of almidors appzoach with his weakned 
Tzoops, bee — pꝛepared his Souldiers in readineſte 
to gibe the Moores a bloody banguet, which was the next 
mozning by bzeak of dap perfozmed, to fhe High Yonour of 
Chꝛiſtendom : but the night befoze the Moores knowing the 
Countrep better than the Chziſtians got ſhe advantage both 
of winde and Sun: whereat Saint George being ſomething 
dilmaped, but pet nothing diſcouraged , imboldned his Soul: 
diers with many her oicall Speeches, p2offertng them frankly 
the Enemies Spoples, and ſo with the Suns upziling entred 
Battell, where the Moores fell bene the Chat Swonds, 
as eares of Cone befoze the Neapers Sickles. 

During this Conflut , the ſeven Champions ſtill in the 
Foze front of the Battell, ſo adbenturouſlp behabed them- 
ſelves , that they llew maze Negars, than a hundzed of the 
bzaveſt Knights in the Chziſtian Azmies. At laſt Foztwre 
intending to make Samt George's Pobweſſe to ſhtne b2ighter 
men the reſt ſüngled out the Morocco Bing, betwixt whom ano 
the Cngliſh Champton, was a long and dangerous Fight: but 


Saint Gcorge (8 couragioulip behaved himſelfe with his 


truſty Sword, that Almidor was conftrained to peeld to his 
mercy. Spe Armp of the Moores ſcking their Litng taken 
Pꝛiſoner, pzeſently would have fled : but fhat the Chaiſtians 
being thc lighter of foot, overtok them, and made the areateft 
daughter of them that ever hapned in Barbary. 

yus after the Battell ended, aud the toyfull ſound of 
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ccm rung thzough the Ch2iſfian Army, fhe Sonldiers fut- 
niſhed dem elves with the Enemies as aio marched by 


Samt George's direction, to the City of Tripoly , being fhen 
almoſt unpeopled though the late liaughter which was there 
mads :4n which City after they had reſted ſome dapes, and re⸗ 
freſhed themſelves with wholſome food, the Engliſh Cham- 
pton, in revenge of his fozmer p2offered infuries by the Mo- 
rocco Ktng, gabe ſhis ſevere ſentence of death, 

Firſt, hee commanded a b2azen Canldzon to be filled with 
yoyling Lead and B2zimſf one : then almidor to be bzought to 
the place of death by twelve of the Nobleſt Peres tn Barbary: 
therem to be conſumed,fieſh blood, and bone: which was duly 
perfozmed within ſeven dapes followtng. The bzazen Caul⸗ 
dzon was ercied by the appointment of Satnt George,diredtly 
in the middle of the chiefeſt Market place, under which a migh- 
ty hot fire continuatip burned, foz the ſpace of eight ano foztp 
houres : whereby the bopling Lcad aud 1B2imftone ſeemed to 
ſparkle like fi:rp Furnaces tn Yell, and the beat to crced the 
burning Oven at Babylon. 

Now ali chings being thus p2epared in readineſſe , and 
the Chziſtian Champions paeſent to behold the wofull 
ſpettacle , the condemned Black-a-moore Ktng came to the 
place of Execution, tn a Shirt of fine Indian Silk, his hauos 
pynioned togerycr with a Chatne of Gold, and his Face co- 
vered with a damask Scarfe , his Attenders and Chiefs 
Conduters twelve Pozes, f. ares, clad in ſable Gowns of

Oznaments, their haire bound up with Silber Wyers , and 
covered with Vapyls of black Sttk „ (ignifying the _ 
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of their Tountrey fin the lofſe of fhetr Doveraigne. Jn fhis 
mournfull manner came the unfoztunate Almidor to the boy- 
ling Cauld2on ; which when her came neare, his heart waxed 
cold, and his tangue devopd of utterance fog a time: at laff 
dee b2ake foꝛſh into ſpeſe carneft Pꝛoteſtattons, pꝛoſfering 
moze fon his life, then the whols Kingdom of Barbary conld

did kagle to moztall man. 

Zhou ſpeakeft in vame (replyed Saint George) not the 
Tzeaſures hidden in the depeft Seas , noz all the golden 
Pines of rich America, thall redæme fby life: (hou knoweft, 
accurſed Homicide, 1 pzactiſes tm fhe Egyptian 
Court, where fhou pzofferedſ® wzongfully to bereabe me of 
mp life: likewiſe thzongh thy treachery , J endured a long 
impꝛilonment tn Perſia , where fog ſeven peares J dzak 
foule Channell water, and luſtited any hunger with edel 
Bz n Meale: mp food was laathſ oms fleſh of Rats and Pile, 
and mp reſting - place, a diſmall Dungeon, where netther 
Dunne noz the chearfull light of Meaben lent mee comfort du⸗ 
ring mp long continued miſery: fox which inhumane dealing 
ano pꝛaltered iniuries ſhe heabens infogce me to a ſpedyp re- 
venge, which in this manner ſhall be accompliſhed, Th 
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the Battlements of love, and pour fyranntes beaten open 
the Gates ol mighty Mahomet, who hath pzovided whips of 
burning — to ſcourge pou foz pour cruelties, pꝛoffered as 
gainſt his b Wozlhippers:ano ne w withfhis deadly curſs 
A bid pou all farewell: tye plagues of Egypt light upon your 
Ningdome: the curſe of Caine upon pour Childzen, the famine 
of leruſalem upon pour friends, and the miſerp ol Oedipus 
upon pour ſelves. 

This wicked reſolution and balefull curſe, was no ſon- 
er ended by the deſperate minded Almidor, but the impati⸗ 
ence of Satnt George was ſo highly moved, that ye gave 
pꝛelent Commandeinent to the appointed Executioners to 
caſt him into fhe bopling Cauldzon; which incontinently 
thep perfozmed to the tez20uc of ali the Beholdezs: To ſ# 
this wofull Speſfacle, the 1Battlements of Temples weze (0 
thzonged with people, we Youſes cobered with women aud 
childzen, and the ffreets filled with Armed Souldiers fhat 
it was a wonder to behold: amongſt which multitudes theze 
went ſome particular Perſons , that at the ſight of Al- 
midors death fell downe and b2ake their necks: but the 
generali number, as well ol Pagan3 as Chziſti ins, czped 
wild chearfull vopces, Honour and Victocy follow Saint 
George of England, for he hath redeemed Barbary from a 
miſcrable ſervitide, UW ich topful heazing ſo delighted the 
ſeven Champions of Ch iſtendome, that they cauſed their 
Conduits to run with Mine, tye Stzets to be beautifted with 
25 bnefires, aud a ſumptuous Banquet to be p2oclaimed fho- 
row the City, which after continued foz the (pace of ſeaven 
dayes in mae magnificent Ropalty, fhen the Banquet at Ba-. 
bplon when the Pacedontan Ponarch returned fzom the 
Wozdls Conqueſt. 

Tbe Champions Liberalify pꝛocured ſuch faithfull lobe 
in the hearts of the Morocco Peres, that with a general 
conlent they choſe Saint George fag their lawfull King, where 
after they had inveſted htm in the Pzincely Seat of the 
Morocco Potentate, ey ſet the C20wn upon his head, and 
after pꝛeſented him with an impezious Pall, which the ings 
of Ba. ba: y uſually woze upan thetr Coꝛonat ion dap ftmg 
to fozſake their pꝛoph me Religton, and bs Chꝛiſtned in the 
faifh of Chꝛiſt. This 
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This pꝛomiſ ed converſton of the Infidels, maze delighted the 
Engliſh Champion, then to have the whole wozlds honour at 
command: foz u was the chickeſt point of his Knightly Dath, 
to adbance the Faith of Ch21ff, and to inlarge tye bounds of 
Ch2iendome:after his Cozonation was ſolemnly perfozmed, 
the other ſix Champions conducted him to a P2incely Pallace 3 
where he tak the true Allegeance of the Morocco Loads by 
plighted Dath to be true to his C20wn: after this he eſtabliſhed 
the Chaiſtian Lawes to fhe benefit of the whole Countrep:thcn 
be commanded all the Ceremontous Kites of Mahomet to be 
trodden under fert, and the true Goſpel of Ch iſt to be pꝛeach⸗ 
ed:likelwiſe he cauſed all that did remain in Barbary to be Chzt- 
ftened in the new faith : but theſe obſc2vations continued but a 
time, as hereafter ſhali be diſcovered at large: Fo2 Fame not 
intending to let fhe wozthy Champtons long to remain tn the 
idle Bowers of peace, ſummoned them to perſevere in their 
Noble Atchlevements , and to muſfor up anew their 
Souldters, whoſe Armour, cancke red eaſe had almoſt amd 
with ruſt : thezefoze Saint George comitted the Government 
of his Countrep, to fonte of the p2incipall Peres of Mo- 
rocco and marched towards the Conntrep of Egypt where li- 
ved treacherous Ptolemy, the Father of bis beloved Lady 
Sabra, whom he had left in the Aingdome of England: Ju 
which iourney and happy arriball tn Egypt, we will leave 
the ſeven Champions foz a time, and ſpeake of the faith:

terly reviſed him, pelding neither tobte fozce , nn his H 
thzeats : but ſnatching a knife from his girdle, vowed to 
ſheath it in her boſome , befoge Thee would loſe that pzectons 
gemme of Yonour, that once being gone could not be reco- 
veredfoz all the Wozlds Tzeaſure. 

This reſolution of the Engliſh Perdhants Wife , cauſed 
the tern Negar to exceed. tn cruelty ; but the p2incipati! of 
that wicked —_— being a bloody and mercileve TLyzant, 
ſtabbed one of the ſtily Childzen befage the Mochers face.

Theſe wozds being no ſoner ended, but the luſffuil Poze 
took anofher of her Childzen, and ſtabbed befoze her Yugbanos 
face 3 thinking thereby to fozce the Merchant to entreat his 
Wife to conſent to fhe wicked Negars determinations : but 
bee being as reſolute as his vertuons TUife , ſpake in this 
manner: 

D pon curſed black dogges of Barbary , we worſe in 
quality fhen bloody Tygers, and moze mercileſs then 
wicked Cannibals I th pou fhat the murther of our 
Childzen ſhall enfozce our hearts to pteld to pour luſtfull de⸗ 
ſires: No, no, perſebere tn pour Tpzannies : if A had a 
hundzed 4 „twice the number of King Priams, pet 
would J loſs all, befoze J will indure to ſer mp Wives 
diſhonour : Childzen map be gotton againe, but her Þonour 
neber recovered. 
Theſe wozdspzicked the Negars to the gall, and cauſed fhem 
to commit the wickedeſt Deed chat ever was pꝛactiſed under 
the Celeſtiall Globe of Heaven: Firft , they theathed their 
Pontards in iche Bzeaſts of all the Perchants Childzen , 
ſe guiltleſle blood ſtamed all the Chamber with a crimſon 
colour: then wih their Fauchions did they cut fhcir bodies all 
in ſunder,and cauſed ſeben Pies to be made of heir fleſh, and 
after ſerved m a Banquet to fhetr wofull Parents, whom the 
mercilefſe Moores ſet at aſquare Table, the ꝙerchant placed 
directly oppoſite againſt his wife, whers they were conſtrained 
either to fed upon their own Childzen, oz ſtar ve foz want of 
otger ſuſtenance. 

This wofullſpectacle ſtrok ſud a g2iefe into fhe-Engliſh 
Merchants heart, chat bee could ſcarce indwe to ſpeak foz 
weeping : his wife , when the beheld the heads of her lobelp 
Sonnes lying upon the Table, as it were lwking to Heaven 
foz revenge, bꝛeathed fozth fhis dying Lamentatton: 

O ſilly Babes, J would yon had-beene ſtrangled in my 
Mombe at pour firſt conception: then ſhould not theſe accur- 
ſed 3nfide!s have triumpht thus in pour unhappy Tragedies, 
noz pour infoztunate Parents beheld this luckleſNe nr 
whereon J pꝛay fhatneber Sunne may ſhine againe , but be 
accounted an ominous day ws a the whole Wojld : 
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oz Heaven J hope (pooze Babes) will raine a ſhowze of 
bengeance on their Heads, that have cauſed this pour un⸗ 
—— on ; and wilh this pzaper J now bid the Wozid 
arewell. 

At which wozds her griefe ſo excerded the bounds of rea- 
ſan, that it ſtaped the paſſage of ber bzeafh, whereby ſher was 
fozced to yeld her ſoule to the W aradiſe of peace. She being 
no ſoner dead, but the ſozrowfull Perchaut likewiſe bitterly 
erclapmed againſt the tntuſtice of Foztune, and the Tpzarny 
of the Barbarous Moores, accounting his —.— nioze hap⸗ 
leſſe then the Thracian Kings, that barped his Childzen in his 
own bowels : and the cruelty of theſe Jnfidels to excœd the 
Tpꝛannp of Nero, that cauſed his Potpers Womb to be ope- 
ned, that hee might behold the place ol his Conception : but 
when the Perchmt had ſuffciently bewapled fhe Þurfþer 
of his Childzcn, the death of his wife, and his one miſerp, 
hee y&lded his ſoule to the furious ftroak of deafh. The end 
of whoſe long languiſhments , when the wicked Moores had 
intelligence ol, they cauſed their dead bodies to bee carryed to 
the top of a high Pountatne, and there left fo ſhe 2 hun⸗ 
gp Ravens : But the Sunne conſumed chem ft 1* mo2- 
nings dew , and by the wonderfull wozkmanthip of Peaven, 
in the ſame place [pzimg a Bower of Roſes, to ſigniſie the 
wnſpetted honour of de Merchant and his bertnong Mike; 
which Ptricle wee leave ts the wonder of the Moores, ana 
ſpeak of the Chztffian Champions pzocedings, that by this 
time were arrived in e Kingdome ol Egypt. |

S ouldiers, and to have adbentured their 
lives upon fhe Chance of Warre : but all things fell out 
contrary to thetr expectations : foz they found the Gates ol 
every City ſet open, aus ebery Uillage and Towne umpeopled: 
m the Commons at the repozt of the Chaiſttang Arrival), 
ſecretlyhid their Tzeaſure in the Caves of the Cart, in dep 
Mels, and ſuch like obſcure places, and a generall feare 
and extream terrour atfailed the Egyptians , as well the 
Peeres of the Land, as fheRaiple Countrey people: many 
fled mts Mods and Ut Ss, and Cloſely hid them: 
cetves in hollow Tzees: many digged Caves in the Gzound, 
where they chought beſf to remaine in ſafety : aud many 
fled to high aines , where they long time lived in 
great extremity , feeding upon the G2alle of the Gzound : 
ſo greatly the Egyptians feared fhe Army of the Chaiftt- 
ans, that they expeſſed nothing but the Ruine of their 
Countrep', the loſle of their own ltves, and the murther

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But to ſpeak of fhe Cbziſtim Champions, who finding 
he Countrep deſolate of people, ſuſpected ſame deep policy of 
the Egyptians , thinking wem to have muſtered their Mar⸗ 
like Fozces to bid fhem Battell: therefoze Saint George gave 
commandement fh2ough the whole Camp, that not a man upon 
paine of death, ſhould bzeak his Rank, but march adviſedly 
wikh their Weapons ready pꝛeſt to Encounter Battell, as 
though the Gnemtes had direckly placed themſelves appoſite 
againſt them: which ſpeciall charge the Chꝛiſtian Souldiers 
dulp obſerved, looking neither after ihe wealth ol Citicsno2 
the [pople of Uillages, but circumſpectly marched accozding 
to thetr Leaders direckions along the Countrep of Egypt, till 
they appꝛoached the ſight of Bing Pcolomics Court: which 
when the Noble Champion of England beheld, in this man 
ner encouraged he his Followers: 

Behold ( ſatd hee) you inbincible Captaines of Chzi 
ſtendome, ponder curſed Towers where wicked Ptolomy 
keeps his Court; fyoſe Battlements, J ſay , were they 
as richly built as the great Piramides of Creece, pet hould 
they ber ſubverted and lapd as levell with the Gzound , as 
tye City of Carthage; there hath that accurſed Prolomy 
his reſtoence, that foz pzeſerving his Daughter from the hut̃ 
ning Dꝛagon, treachersullp ſent mee into Perſia , where 
foz ſeben pears J lived in great extreamity in a diſmali 
Dungeon, where the Bunne did never give mee light, noz 
the company of people comfozt : In revenge whereof , my 
heart ſhall never reſt in quiet, till 4 (& the Buildings of his 
Pallate ſet on fire, and converted into a place of deſolation, 
like to the glozious Citp tn Phrygia , now ober ſpꝛead with 
{ſtinking words andloatbſome puddles : theretoze let all Chi- 
ſti in Souldiers, that fight under the Banner of Chai⸗ 
len Generall, dzaw fozth pour Maxlike Weapons, and like 
the angry Gzeks, oberturne thoſe gliſtering 1Battlements : 
leave not one Stone upon another , but lap it as levell with 
tþe ground, as the Harbeſt Keapers do Fields of ripened con:

Heaven and Foztune be pour good ſped. 

At which wozds the Souldiers gave a generali ſhot, in 
ſigne of their willing minds. Then began the ſilken ſtrea- 
mers to flouriſh in the Ay3e, the D2ums <eerefullp to ſound 
fozward, the ſilver Trumpets recozded Ecchoes of Uitozy : 
the barbed Steds grew pꝛoud of this attempt, and would 
ſtand upon no ground, but lcapt and danc't wifh as much 
courage, as didBucephalus the ozſe of Macedonian Alox- 
ander alwapes befoze any notable U ictap; pea , every thing 
gave an evident ligne of good ſucceſſe, as well ſenſeleſſe 
things as libing creatures. 

With kbis reſolution marched the Chziſtians, purpo- 
ſing the utter confuſion of the Egyptians , and the wofull 
ruine and deffruſtion of Pcolomics ſumptuous Pallace. But 
when the Souldiers appꝛosched the Gates with wzath- 
- full Weapons, ready to allault , there came 2 out there- 

at , the Egyptian King , with all the chiefeit of his Nobles,

wonder, cauſed Saint George to ſound a Retreat, and gabe 
commandement f2ough the Chziſtian Army, to with-hold 
the ir fozmer vowed bengeance from the Egyptians, till he im- 
derſtood what they required: which charge being giben and du⸗ 
ly obſerbed, Satnt George with the ofher ſix Champions came 
togetyer, and admitted the Egyptian ning wifhhis Nobles 
2 pzeſence, who in this manner began to ſpeak foz his

The foumer wꝛongs 3 
p2offered thee when J ſent thee like a guiltleſſe Lamb into Per- 
{1a,was contrary to my will: fo J was incenſt by the flatterp 
of that accurſed Blackamoore King, whoſe ſoule fog ebermoze 
be ſcourged with Whips of Wyze , and plagued with the pu⸗ 
niſhment of Tantalus tn Hell: if my life will ſerbe foz a tuft re- 
venge, here is mp naked Bzeaſt, let ——— ſtaine 
ſome Chziſtians Swond, that pou map bear the blodp wit-

Moſt mighty Controulers of the Moꝛld, command the dea⸗ 
reſt things in Egypt, they be at pour pleaſures, we twill foꝛ⸗ 
ſake our gods, and beleeve in that God which you common⸗ 
ly adoze : foz bee is the true and living God, ours falſe and 
hatefull in the ſight ol Heaven. | 

This penitent Lamentation of the Egyp/an ing cau⸗ 
led the Chꝛiſtian Champions to relent, but eſpe Daint 
George, who having a heart beautified with a well-ſpzing 
of pittp, not only gzanted mercy to ſhe whole Countrep , but 
vouchſafed Ptolomy liberty of life, 152 condition that hee 
would perfozm what he had pzomiſed, which was to fn ſake his 
falſe gods, and bel&eve in our true God Chzilt Jeſus. 

This kindnefſe ol Sant George almoſt ravilhed Ptolo- 
mie with toy, aud the whole Land; both Pertes and Com- 
mons maze retopced at tye friendſhip of the Chziſtians, chan 
if thep had been made Lozds of the Metern Moꝛld. The 
newes of this happy unity was bzmted in all the parts of 
Egypt: Wherebp the Commons that befoze fled foz feare tn- 
to (4409ds and Wildernefles, Dens and Caves, Biis and 

Pountaines,

Pountatnes, returned topfully to their own Owellings, and 
cauſed Bonefires to be made in every City, Towne ond U1i1- 
lage: the Bells of Egypt rung dap and night, foz the ſpace of 
a Week: mevery place was ſen Banque tting, Dancing, 
aud Pasking: Sozrow was baniſhed, Marres fozgotten, 
aud Peace pꝛoclaimed. ; 

The King at his owne Charges ozdained a ſumptuous 
and coſtly Banquet foz the Chziffian Champions, wherein 
foz bounty, it exce&ded fhat which the Tropang made, when 
Paris returned from Greece with the C ſ of Menelaus 
Nueene. Tye 1Banquetting houſe was built with Cypꝛeſle 
wed, covered wifh the pure Adam ant fone : ſo that nei⸗ 
per Stg&l, nozbaſe Jzon could come ſherein, but it was p2e- 

ſently dzawne to the top ol the Rof : as foz the variety of 
Services, which gzaced tach the Banquet, it were to tedious 
to repeat: but to be bziefe, what both we Land ano Sea 
could affo2d, was fhere pzeſent- The Servitours that at- 
tended fhe Champions at the Banquet, were attired in Dam: 
mask Ueftments, wzought with the pureſt Silke the Indian 
Uirginsſpumupon their Silver UWhweles; at every conrſe the 
Servitours b2ought in a Conſozt of Chppiiar Ladies, who 
on their Jvozy Lutes, rained fozth ſuch admired Þarmony, 
that it ſurpaſled Arions Pulick, which when he was caſt into 
we dea, cauſed the Dolphims to bzing him ſafe to the ſhoze: o; 
the ſw&tnesof Orpheus Silber Harp, which made bofh tones 
ano tres to dance; 02 the melody of Apollo in(pteingPulic, 
when he deſcended to the lower parts foz the love of Daphne, 

Theſe Pleaſures ſs raviſhed the Chiſtian Champions, 
that they foagot the ſound of Warlike Dzums which werg 


continued but a ſhoꝛt time, foz theze arzived a Knight from 
England, that bzought ſuch unexpected newes to Samt George 
changed his Jopes into extream So2row: foz after th 
manner began the Pefſenger to tell his wofull Tale.

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Thus paſſed thep the Strets in great Solemnity , won⸗ 
d2ing at the curt 0 of the Page ints, and liſtning to rbew 
learned Oꝛations, till they entred the Gates of the Pallace, 
where in the firſt Entry of the Court was contrived ober 
tyeir heads, a golden pendant Firmament, as it were ſuppoz- 
ted by a hundzed Angels: from thence it ſœmed to ratne 
Nectar aud Ambroſia : Likewiſe there deſcended, as it were 
from the Clouds, Ceres, the Goddeſſe of Plenty, ſitting upon 
a ZThzone of Gold, beautified with all manner of ſpztnging 
things » as of Cozn, Olives, Gzapes, Pearbs, Flowers, 
and Trees: who, at che comming by of Samt George and his

ZTyeſe golden pzomiſes ſo raviſhed the Champtons , that thep 
were enchanted with tycir loves, and vowed to take their lat 
farewell ol Anight hood and magnanimious Chivalr y. 

Thus were they led from weir warlike Companies to the 
Negzomancers Enchanted Tent, leaving their Souldiers with 
out Guiders in danger of confuſion. But the Nuten of Chance 
ſo ſmiled upon the Chʒiſtians, that at the ſame time S. George 
arrived in Per ſia with a freſh ſupply of Egyptian Knights: of 
whoſe noble Atchie vements J purpoſe now to ſpeak : Foz no 
ſooner had he entred the Battell ano placedhts @quadzons,but 
be had intelligence ol the Champions miſadventures, and how 
thep lay enchanted in a Pagick Tent, llæping in pleaſure upon 
thc laps of tnfernati Furies, the which Oſmond had tranſſm⸗ 
med, by his Charms, into the likeneſſe of beautifull Damſels: 
which unexpected newes conflramed S. George to bzeaſhe from 
his ſoꝛrowfull heart this wofull la mentation: 

Unconſtant Foztune (quoth hee) why doſt thou entertatne 
me with ſuch bitter newes : are mp fellow Champions come 
from Chꝛiſtendom to winne immoztatl Honour wifh their 
Swoꝛds, ans lie fhep now bewitcht wich Beauty? Come (hep 
from Europe to fight in Coats of Stel, and will the y lis dt- 
ſtreught tn tents of Love 7 A wer to Aſia to purchaſe a 
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Ningdems, and by blody Mar to ruinate Comntreys, and w(ll 
they pe&ld fheir U:1utozics to ſs fouldiſgzace: O ſhame and gzeat 
diſhonoz to Chꝛiſtendom! O ſpot to Knighthod e true Chival., 
ry :thisnewes is fat moze bitter to my ſonl, (han was the pop- 
ſsneddzegs that Antipater gabe to Alexander in his dzmkennes, 
anda deadlter pain unto my heart, than was ſhe tuyce [hat Han- 
niball ſucktfromhis fatail King, Come,Soutdiers, come yon 
Followers of thoſe cowardly Champions, unſheatp pour Mar- 
like weapons,s follow him whoſe ſoul hath bowed eicher to re⸗ 
dem thcm from tye Pegzomancers Charms,0z die wich Honoz 
in the Enterpꝛize. It ever moztal Cestures warred wifh dam 
redFuries,+ made a paſloge to enchanted Dales, where Divels 
dance warlike ſhadowes in the night: then Souldiers, let us 
arch unto that black abilion, ⁊ chain the curſed Charmer to 
ſome blaſted Oak, ſhat hath ſo highly diſhonarredChziftendon1, 
Theſe reſolute ſpeeches were no loner finished, but the whole 

Azmv, befoze daunted with fcar,azew ſo conragious, chat tye 
pꝛoteſted to follow bim zongh moze dangers than did the 
Grecian Knights with Noble Iaton in the Ile of Colcos. Now 
began fhe Battell again to renew, r the Dꝛums to ſound fatall 
knels fo2 the Pagan Soiddiers, whoſe ſouls fþe Chzfttans 
Swoꝛds by numbers ſent to burning Acharon: but B. Gcoige, 
ſyat tn valour exceded the reſt, as much as fhe golden Sumſũr⸗ 
paſſeth the ſmalleſt ↄtars tn bꝛightneſſe, wich his Swoꝛd mate 
lanes of flaughtercd men, and with his angzyp arm made pallage 
fhozow the ſhickeſt of thcir Taps, as though fhat death had bin 
Commander of the Battell: he cauſed C2zowns and Scepters 
to ſwtn in blwd, e beadleſſe Steds with topntleffe men to fall ag 
faſt befoze his Swend, as dꝛops of rame befoze a fhunder , and 
ever in g2catcſt danger, he encouraged his Souldiers in this 
manner: Now foz the fame ol Chꝛiſtendom, fight, Captaines, 

be now triumphant Conquer ous, oz Chiſtian art yꝛs. 

Theſe wozds ſo encouraged the Souldiers hearts with in⸗ 
vincible valour, that thep neither feared the Negromancers 
Charmes, noz all his flaming D2gons nozferp Dzakes that 
filled the Apze with burning Lights, noꝛ daunted at the ſtrange 
Encounters of Helliſh Legtons, that like to Armed men with 
burning Fauchions haunted them; ſo foztunate were fhcir 
pz0c@dings , chat they followed ſhe tnbmcible Champion to 
the Enchanted Tent whereas fþe other Champions __ 
ereing 


ſeven Champions of Chriſtendom. 
keting in lobe, whil thouſanas of ſhetr friends fought in fear - 


full Coates of Stel, and merited renown by their Nobls At: 
chiebements: foz no ſaver arribed S. George with his war: 
like Followers before the Pavilion, but he heard as it were the 
melody of ſhe Pulſes : likewiſe his cares wero almoſt raviſbed 
wifh the ſugared Songs of the Enchanted Tirgins, which like 
the Puſick of Orpheus a — both Stones and Tres to 
dance, and made the E ts to ſbew moꝛe bʒighter than the 
moznings Beauty, wifh dzops of honcy trickling down ſheir 
chzyſtall ks: the Doves did kiſſe when ſhey began to ſing: 
the running waters danced, and every ſenſelefſe ching did ſeme 
to bzeathe out ſighes foi love: ſo pleaſant aud heavenly were the 
lights in the Tent,aud ſo delightfull in his eyes, ſhat he had been 
enchanted with their Charms if he had not continualiy bozn the 
Yonour of Knight-hod tn his thoughts, and that the diſhonour 
would redound to Chaiſtendoms repzoach: therefoze with his 
Swozd he let dzive at the Tent, + cut it into a thouſano pece s, 
the being done, be apparanfly beheld where the Neg20. 
mancer ſate upon a block of Stæle, feding his Spirits with 
eee 

s fo 0 , f alt co the 
rot of an ald blaſted O ike: from whence neither his Art, noz 
belp of all his Charms, no ali the Legtons ol his Divels could 


ever after 


bur 
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put on pour ſterlie Coꝛllets, pour gliſtering Burgonets, and 
unſheafþ your conquer ing weapons, that Mavors Fields may 
be converted into a purple Ocean. 

Theſs Yerotcall Speeches were na (oner finiſhed, but the 
Champions like men amazd,roſe from fyefr Ladies boſome*, 
and being aſhamed of ſpeir follies, they ſubmiſſibelp craved par - 
don, and vowed by Pꝛoteſtations, never co liggp in Beds of 
Down, noz never unbuckle their Shields from weir weary 
arms, till they had won their credits tn the Fields againe : 
noz never would be counted his deſer ved Followers, till their 
Triumphs were enrouled amongſt the Deeds of Þartiall 
Untghts. So arming themſelves with appzoved Cozllets, aud 
taku;g to fyem their truſty Swozds, thep accompanied 
Saint George fo the thickeſt of their Enemies, and left 
the Neg2omancer Chained to the Tze, which at thcir de⸗ 
par ture b2eathed fozth theſe bitter curſes: 

Let Hels hozz0ur , ano tozmenting paines (quoth hee) bee 
fhcir eternall puniſhments: let flaming fire deſcend fhe Cle- 
ments, aud conſume them in their warltke Tziumphs, and let 
their wapes be ſtrowed with venemous fhoznes , chat all tpeir 
legs may rankle to their knees, befoze ſhep march to their na- 
tive Countreps. But whp exclaim J fbns in vame, when 
Heaven it ſelfe pꝛeſer bes the ix happmeſſe? Now all my Ma- 
gick Charmes are ended, and all my Spirtts foꝛſake me in my 
needs , and here am J faſt <aincd up to ſtarve and die. Þave 
J had power to rend the ales of Carth, aud ſhake ſhe mighty 
Mountatmes with my Charms: Habe J had power to ratſe 
up dead mens ſhapes from Kinglp Tombes: and can J not un 
chain mp ſelfe from this accurſed Tree: O no, ſn I am fetterd 
up by the immoztail power of the Chziſttans God; againſt 
whom becanſe J did rebell, Jam now condemned to edberla⸗ 
{king fire. Come, all you Negromancers in the Wozld, come 
all you Soꝛcerers and Charmers, come ali pou Schollars from 
we Learned Amberüttes, come ali pou Mitches, Beldames, 
and Foztune⸗tellers, aud alli that pꝛactiſe devilliſh Arts, come 
take Example by the ſtozy of my tall. 

This being ſeid, be violentiy with his owne hands tozc his 
eres from his head, as a ſufficient revenge, becauſe by the di⸗ 
rectton of tbeir wils,be was firſf trained in that dammed Art: 
chen betwirt his teich hee bit in two his loathſome —— 

ecauſe 


ſeven Champions of Chriſtendor., 
decauſe it muttered fozth ſo many fatall Charms: fhen into his 


thirſty bowels he devoured his hanzs, becauſe they had ſo often 
beld the ſuver wand, wherewith bee had made his char med 
Circles: aud foz ebery Letter, Park, aud Character, that be- 
longed to his Comiurations he intliſted a ſeverati toꝛment upon 
himſeife ; and at laſt, with ſightleſſe epes , ſpeclcfſe tongue, 
hanaleſle Arms, and diſmembzed body, he was fozced to gibe 
up his condemned Ghoſt: where after his apꝛe of life was va- 
niſbed from his earthly Trunck, the Heavens ſeemed to [mile 
and triumph at his ſudden fall, and Bell begau to tue at thc 
Conqueſt of his death: thc gzound whereon he died, was ever 
after that tune unfo;tunate,and to this pꝛeſent time, it is called 
in that Countrep, a'Uale of walking Spirits. 

Thus have pou heard the damned life, ano miſerable fall of 
this accurſed Neg2owancer Oſmond, whom we wtillnow leave 
to ſhe puniſhments due to ſuch a wicked Dffender, aud ſpeak of 
the ſcven noble and magnanimous Chꝛiſtian Champions. 

Akter Saint George had ended cheſe Enchantments, the p 
never ſheathed up thctr Swozds , uz unlocked their Armour, 
till the ſubverſion of Per ſia was arcompliſhed,and the S ouldan 
with his petty Kings taken Pziſoner. Se ben dayes the Bartel 
continued without ccaſing ; thep fiew two hundzed thouſand 
Souldiers, beſides a number that led away and dꝛowne d thcm- 
ſelves : ſeine caſt themſelbes headlong down from fye top oi 
high Trees, ſome made ſlaughter of themſeltes , and ſome 
yeelded to the mercies of the Chʒiſtians: but the Houldan with 
his E zinces riding in their Jron Chariots, endured fhe Chꝛi⸗ 
ſtians Encounters, till the whele Army was diſc6nifitod, and 
then ty fozce and violence ſyey were compelled to peld. < he 
Souldan hapned into the hands of Samt George, and ſix of his 
Uice-Koyes to ſhe other ſix Champions, where after they 
had ſwozne Allegfance to the Chꝛiſttan Knights , and had p20- 
miſed to fozlake fheir Mahomet, they were not only ſet at 
liberty, but uſed moſt honourablp : but he Souldan him⸗ 
ſelfe having a heart fraught wifh Deſpight and Tpranny, 
contemned the Champions courtefies , aus utterly diſdained 
fheir Chziftian Governments , p2zoteffing that the Heabens 
ſhould firſtloſe heir wonted bai and the Seas fozlake 
their ſwelling Tides , befoze his heart Gould yeld to their 


intended deſires; whercupon Saint George being reſolved te 
BH revenge 
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rebenge his fezmer miuries, commanded (hat the Souldan 
ſhould be diſrobed from all Paincelp Attyze, ano in baſe ap- 
arell ſent to Pziſon , eben to fyc ſame Dungeon where bee 
imſelfe had endured ſo long impꝛil onment, as vou beard in tue 
beginning of the Þiftozie : which ſtrict commandoment was 


paelently perfezmed: tn which Dungeon the @ouldan had not 
long continued, ſufficing his bung2y tomack with tbe b2cad 
of muſty Bꝛan, and ſtanchung his thirſt with Channell water, 
but he began to-gzow deſperate , and weary of his life, and at 
laſt fell into this wofull Lamentat ion: 

O Heavens (,quoth he) now have pou fh2zown a deſerved 
plagus upon mp bead, & all thoſe guiltiefſe ſouls fhat in fozmer 
times my tp2annies habe murthered, may now be fuliy ſatisfi: 
cd; foz J that was wont to have my Table beautified with 
umgs, am now conſtrained to feed alone tn a Dungeon, where 
ow is mp fad , and deſpaire my ſervitoz : J that have fa⸗ 
mtlhed thouſands up m Mals of Stone, am now conſtrayned 
to feed upon mine own fieth , oz elſe to ſtax be and die: pet thati 
theſe cruell Chꝛiſttans know fhat as J lived in tyzaunp, ſo 
will J die: fog A will make a mur ther of mp ſelf,that aftectyts 
life, my ang2y Ghoſt map fill their leeps with gaſtly viſions. 

This being la io, he deſperatly-ran his Head againſt a Par ble 
Pillar, Tanding in fhe middle of the Dungeon, ano daſht his 
bꝛames from out his hatefull Head: the newes of whoſe death, 
when it was b2utited to ſhe Champtons cares, they pꝛoffered 
no violence to his livelele body, but entombed him in a ſump- 


tuous Sepulchze, aus after fhat, & · Gorge took upon him the 


Government of Perſia, and there eftaliſhbed god ano Chaiſtian 
L.awes :alſo be gabe to the oſher (ix Champions, fir feverall 
Aingdomes belonging to the Colon of Perſia, ano ſirnamed 
them his Uice-Koyes az petty Kings. This being done, he took 
truce with all the Wozld, aud tryumphantly Þarched towards 
Chꝛiſtendom, with the Conqueſt ol th2&Jmpertall Diadems, 
chat is to ſap, of Egypt, Perſia, and Morocco: In whith tour: 
nep he cretted many Kately Ponuments, in remembzance of 
his Gitoztes aud Yeroicall Atchievements, as fhzough every 
Countrey that they Parched , there locked to them an innu⸗ 
merabls company of Pagans , ſhat deſired to follow him ints 
Chzſtendom, aus to be Thaiſtged in their Faith , pꝛoteſting 
to fozſake their gods, whoſs Wozlhippers were none —

that the Yeathen Poets contrived Hiltaziesof his Deds, aud 
famouzed his Name amonglt the Wozfhtes of fhe Woz(d. 

Ju this Pzincely manner marched S. Geo: ge with his war⸗ 
likeTro2s tþ29ugh theTerritoztes of Aﬀraca # Afi tn greater 
Koyaltp,than did Darius with his Perſian Souldiers towards 
the Camp of time-wondzed Alexander. But when the Chailtt: 
an Champions appzoached the light of tye watry wozld, and be. 
gan to go aboard weir Ships, the Earfhſgemed ta mourn at 
their farewels , and the Seas to reioyts at their pꝛeſence, the 
Utaves couched as [math as Cha yſtali Ice, the Minds blew 
ſub gentle Gales as tough the Sca gods had been Directozs 
of their Flert, che Dolphins danced above fhe water, and the 
lobely Mear:neids , in Piſllitudes lay datiying amidſt the 
Streamt s, me king them delightfull paſtime : the Skies ſg&emed 
to ſmile , andthe Sunne to ſhew a gliſtering bzightnelle upon 
the Chapſtall waters, that the Sea ſœ med to he of ſilver. 

Thus in great pleaſure thep paſſed the tune away commit 
ting their Foztunes to tye mercp ot the winds and the waters, 
who did ſo favourably ſecve them, that in thozt time they arrt- 
ved upon the Bakes of Chziſtendory : where being no ſooner 
come on ſhoze , aud paſt the dangers of the Seas, but @aint 
George in tye pꝛeſente of thouſanos-of his Followers,kneled 
down on fhe ground, aw gave Odd pꝛapſe for his happp arri 
vail, by wle wozds following: 

O tho: omnipotent God of new lcruſalcm, we not only give 
thee condigne pꝛayſe , fog ar late atchieved Uiaozies againſt 
typ Enemies, who by their wickednefſe ſ& daily to pull the? 
from thy Celeftfaiti Zhzone, but alſo doe render de bear ty

ging Seas, fhat otherwile might have . in —

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devouring gulfe,as chou didſt Pharaoh with his golden Chart: 
ots, and his inbmcible Legtons: therefoze, gaeat ing of luda, 
under whoſe name we have taken many things in hm, and have 


atchiebed ſo many Uicto;tes , ga it that theſe true Oblat ions 
ol our fhankfull hearts may be acceptable in thy ſight, which bee 
nofained Ceremonies, but the inward Devotions of our ſouls : 
and therewiſpall letting fall a ſhowze of »teares from their 
eyes, and diſcharging a volley of üghes from their bꝛeatts, 
as à lignification of we integrity of weir ſoules: he held his 
peace: then gave be commandement chat the Army ſhould be 
dilcharged, ans every one rewardsd accoꝛding to his deſert, 
which wichm ſeven weeks was perfozmed , to the Honour of 
Chziſkendom. 

After thts — earneſtly requeſted the other ſix Cham. 
pions, that fhey would honour him wilh ſhetr pꝛeſence home to 
his Countrep of England, and there recetbe the comfozt of top- 
full eaſe , after the blody Encounters of ſo many dangerous 
Battels. This motion of S. George not only obtained their 
conſents,but added a fozwardnelle to their willing minds: ſo in⸗ 
continentlp chey (ct fozward towards England; upon whoſe 
chalkte Cliffes they in a ſhaꝛt time arribed, and after this tok 
their iournep towards the Citp of London, where thetr enter- 
tainments were ſo honourablp perfozmed , as J want the Clo- 
quence of Ciccro,aud the Khetozick of Caliope to deſcirbe it.

Fauchtons, ſate now tmbzacing lovely Ladtes on tpeir Antes, 
and fbey whoſe cares had wont to heare the rufall cryes of 
Uaughtered Souldſers, were now oze⸗cloyd with Pulicks 
pleaſant Harmany, 


In this Delicious manner lived theſe Champions in khe 
City of London, barping ſhe remembzance of all their foz- 
mer Adventures in the Lake of Oblivion, and [pending 
their times in Monourable Tilts, and Courtly Turnaments :

the one tn Rome to the Marlike Romanes , another unto 
Wittenberg to tue Learned Germanes; the third unto Brittain 
fo the Ualtant Engliſh. But now being gzown to ſome ripe 
neſfe of Age, and agilitp of Strength,thep deũced much to viſit 
fyetr Parents, whom thep had not fen from their Inkancies, 
ping in their Cradles: auß ts crabe at hts hands the Honour

ſeven Champions of Chtiſtendom: 


« Knighthod, and to fveare fhe Golden Spur of Chzt« 
dome. 

This earneſt and Pzincely Nequeſt ſo highly pleaced ſbeit 
Tutours, wat they furniſhed chem with a Gael Tram of 
Knights, aud ſent them Yonourably into England, where 
they arrived all baer at one dime in the Famous City ot Lon- 
don, where weir Enter tamments were moſt Pzmmcelp, ana 
fheir Welcomes ſo Ponourable, fhat J want Art to deſcribe, 
and Yemozy fo exp3ene. 

J omik what ſumptuous Pageants and delightful! 
Showes fhe Citizens pzovided , and how the Streets of 
London were beautifled wich Zapeſtry , the ſolemne Bels 
fhat rung fhem fopfull Melcemes, and the Silver ffrained 
Jnftruments that gave them pleaſant Entertamment. Al- 
fo J paſſe over fhe 'Fathers ioy, who pꝛized their Sights 
moze pꝛecious in his Tyes , then if he had bene made ſole 
Monarch of the Golden Þynes of rich America: c fhat 
every hapre that grew upon his Mead had bene equattey 
with a Ktngdome , and bo te give as many Golden Dia⸗ 
dems in his Armes, Alſo * —— 4 to — 

onnes, wyo gave them moze e bzeathees fi 
Szomss at their Deliveries fe om der painfull Momb inthe 
Wildernelle, 

The other Champions Cour teſies were not the leaſt noz 
of tye (malleft in Account, to theſe thaw poung Gentlemen: 
bat to beſhozt, Samt George (whoſe Lobe was deare unto 
his Childzen) in his own Perſon conducted hem unto their 
Lodgings , whereas they ſpent that Dap, and the Night 
97 — in Royall Banquetting amongſt their Pzmcely 

fziendg. | | 

But no ſoner appeared the Poznings Sunne upon the 
Mountame tops, and the cleare Counten inte of the Elements 
made mention of ſome enſuing Paſtime, but Satnt George 
commanted a ſoleume Yunting, foz the Welcome of hes 
Sonnes. 

Then beganhis Knights to Azme ſhemſelves in Trops , 
and to mount upon their Jennet3, ano ſome with well Armed 
\Boare-@xeares in their hinds pꝛepared foz fhe Game 
on Ft: but Saint George with his Sonnes clad in Gzene 
Urſtments like Adonis, with ilber — hauging at their

in this exerciſe. Likewiſe Sabra (intending to ſ& ber Sons

vided , whereon ſhe mounted her J2inccly perſon to be wit- 
neſle of theſe Silvane ſpozts : ſhe was armed with a curious 
bzeaft-plate w2onght like to the ſcales of a Dolphin, and 
in her hand ſhe bare a ſilber Bow of ſhe Turkich faſhion, 
like an Amazonian Qun, o2 Diana hunting tn the Gzoves of 
Arcadia. 


Thus in this gallmt in mner rode fozth theſe Hunters 
:o their P2incely Piſtimes, where after they had ridden 
ſome fix miles from the City ot London, thete fell from Sain£ 
3corges noſe thzce d203s of purple blood, whereat bee ſud: 
denly ſtarted, auo tyerewithall bee beard the croaking of a 
Flight of Ntght Kavens, that hovered by the Fozrefts 
lide , all which ve iudged to be diſwall ſignes of ſome enſaing 
Stratagem-: bat having a P2incely minde, he was nothing 
diſcouraged thereat , na little miſtruſtred the wofull acct: 
dent that after happened, but wifh a noble reſolution en- 
tred the Fozreſt , accounting ſuch foze-telling tokens to; 
old Wive* Ccremontes , wherein they had not paſſed the 
compalle of halfe a mile, but they ſtarted a wild and (wif 
Stagge, at whom they uncoupled their Younds , and gave 
bzidle to their {ozles , and followed the Game moze ſwift: 
ter than Ppꝛates purſue the Perchants Shtps upon the 
Seas: But now behold how frowning Foztune changed 
their pleaſant Paſtime to a ſad and bloody Tragedy: foz 
Sabra p2offering to keep pace with them, delighting to 
behold the valtint Encounters of her poung Sonues, and be- 
ing careleſſe of her ſelfe , th2zough the aver ſwiftnelle of her 
Sterd, ſhe lipped belide her Saddle, and ſo fell directly 
upon a Chozup Bzake of Bꝛambles, fhe pzickes whereof 
(moe ſharper than Spikes ol Iron,) entred to everp part of 
der delicate body: Some pierced the lovely Cloſets of her 
Starre bzight ayes, whereby (in ftead of Chꝛpſtall pearled 
teares) there iſſued d20ps of pureſt blood: ber face befoze 
hat blnſhed like the Pomings radtant countenance , was 
now changed into a Crimſon ted: her milk white haudg 
that iately ſtramed he Jvmp Lute, did ſ@me to weare a 


bloodp 
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bloody Scarlet Glove: and her fender Paps that had often 
fed her Sonnes with fhe milk of Nature, were all be:rent 
and tozne wifh thoſe accurſed Bꝛambles: from whoſe dæp 
wounds there iſſued ſuch a ſtreame ot Purple gaze, that it 
converted the gꝛaſle from a lively Gꝛœne to a Crtmfon hue, 
and the abundance of blood that trickled from her b2caft , 
began toenfozce her ſoule to gibe the Mozld a wofull fare- 
well. Pet notwithſtanding, when ber beloved Lozd, her 
ſozrowfull Sonnes , and all the reft of the wofull Cham- 
ptons, had waſhed her wounded body with a lpꝛing of teares. 
and when ſhee perteibed that thee muſt of fozce commit her 
life to fhe fury of imperious death, the b2eatycd fozth this dy- 
ing Exhoztatton. 

Deare Lozd (laid ſhe ) in this unhappy Bunting muſt 
pon loſe the trueſt Wife that ever lap by any D zinces ſide : 
ret mourne not pou, noz gricbe you my @onnes , noz pon 
bꝛabe Chziſtian Knights , bat let pour Warlike D2ums 
convep mee ropally to nip Tombe, - that all the Told 
may Wzite in 252azen Books, how J have followed my 
Lmd ( the Pꝛide of Chziltendome ) th2orgh many a bloodic 
Field, and foz his ſake have left my Parents, Friends, 
and Countrey , and have travelſed with him though many 
a dangerous Bingdome: but nol the cruell Fates have 
w2orght their lateſt ſpite , and finiſhed my like, becauſe 
Jam nat able to perfozmne what lobe he hath deſerved ol 
mee. And now to you my Sonnes, this bleſſing do J teate 
behtnd : even bp the patnes that fozfp Weeks J once 
endured foz pour (ſakes, when as pon lay eucloſed in my 
Mombe, ans by my Travels tn fhe Wildernefſe , whereos 
my grones upon pour birth Dap did (in mp thinktng) canſe 
both Trees ano Stones to dꝛop down teares, when as the mer- 
cileſie Tygers and tame leſſe 'Lpons did ſtand like gentle 
Lambs, and mourned to heare my lamentations, and by 
a Mothers love fhat cver ſince J have bozne pou, imitate 
and follow pour Father in all his Honourable Attempts , 
harme not the ſilly Infant, noz the helpleſſe UNiddow , de⸗ 
fend the honour of Tifreſed Ladtes, and give freely unto 
wounded Souldters, ſ&k not to faine he unſpotted U ir⸗ 

with pour luſts, and adventure evermoze to redcme 


gins ö N 
true Knights from captivitp: _ ever pꝛoftſſed Enemies 
3 to 
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fo Paganiſn; , and ſpend your lives in fhe quarrell and 8e⸗ 
fence of Chziſt, that Babes (as pit unbozn) in time ts 
come map ſpeak of you, aud recozd pou in the Books of 
Fame to be true Chzifttan Champions. This is my Blel⸗ 
ling , aud this is the Teſtament J leave behind: fa now 4 
feele the <ilneſle of pale Deafh cloſing the cloſets of mine cpes: 
Farewell vatne Wozld, deers Lozd farewell, ſweat Sonnes 
vou famous followers of my George, and all true Chziſtian 
Anights, adiew. : 

Theſe wozds were no [goner 992 but with a beabie 


ſigh ſhe yelved up the Ghoft : Meat Saint George (be- 
ing impatient tn his ſazrowes ) fell don her liveleſſe body, 
rending his hatre, ano tearing his Hunters Attpze from his 
back into many peeces : and at laſt when his griefes were 
ſomewhat diminiſhed , hee burſt out into fheſe bitter lamen⸗ 

tattons. | 
Gone is the Starre (ſaid hee) that lightned all the Noz- 
thern Wozld, withered ts the Kole fhat beautifiled our 
Chziſtian Fields, dead is we Dame that foz her beauty 
ffapned all Chꝛiſti m Women : foz whom Ile fill the Apze 
with cverlafting moans : Let this dap hencefozth bee fatai 
to all times, ano counted foz a diſmati day of Death. Let 
never the Sunne ſhew fozth his Beames thereon agame, 
but Clouds as black as pitch, cover the Earfh wiſh feare⸗ 
full darkneſſe. Let every Tree in this accurſed Fozreft, 
dencefoath bee blaſted with unktudly Minds: Let Bzam: 
bles, Yearbs, aud Flowers conſume and wither , let Gzaſſe 
and blooming buds periſh and decap, and all ſhings neare 
the place where thee was Clatne ve turned to a diſmall , 
black, and galtly colour, that fþo Earth it ſeife in moutn- 
ing Garments map lament ber loſſe. Let never Bird 
ſing <&refatly on tops of Zres , but like the mournfull 
mufick of the Nightmgale , fill all the Apze with fatal 
tines: let bubling Rivers murmur fo2 her lofſe , and filver 
Swans that ſwim thereon (ing dolefull Pelody : let ali ſpe 
Dales belonging to fyele fatal Woods bee covered with 
areen bellted Serpents, croaking Zoads, hiſſing Snakes, 
and light killing Cockatrices : in blaſted Cres, let feare- 
full Ravens ſhake, let Bowlets cry, aud Crickets ſing, that 
aſter fpis it may ber called a place of dead mens a Shane 
oſts. 
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Ghoſts. But fond Wzetd , why doe J fbus lament in. baine, 
and bathe her biieding body with my teares, when griefe 
by no moanes will recall her life? Pet this ſhall (atiſfie 
her ſoule , foz J will goe a Pilgrimage unto Ieruſalem , and 
offer up my teares to Jeſus Chziſt upon his bleNed Sepnl- 
chze, by which mp fayned ſoule map be wacht from thts 
_ guilt, which was the cauſer ol fhfs ſozrowfull dapes 
milh: - 

Theſe ſozrowfull wozd@Wwere no ſooner ended, but bee 
took her vor op Bm befwene his fainting Armes, and 
gave a hundzed kiſſes upon her dping coloured lips, retain: 
ing pet the colour of Alablaſter new wacht in Purple blood, 
and in this extaſte a while lying, gave wap to others to unfold 


tyctr woes. 
But his Sonnes whole ſozrowes were as great as hig, 
pꝛoteſted never to negleck one day, but daily to weep ſome 
teares upon fh{ir Mothers Gzabe, fill from the Garth did 
ſpzing lome moxafull Flower, to bears rememb2ance of 
her death , as did fhe Utolet.that ſpzung from chaſt Adonis 
blood, Where Venus wept to ſœ him (lafng. Likewiſe the 
other fix Champions (that ali the time of their lamenteti⸗ 
ons {food like men dzowned in the depth of ſozrow ) began 
now a little to recover themſelves, and aſter pzotefted by the 
honour of true Knight-hood, and by the Spurre ano golden 
Garter of Saint George's Legge, to àccompanp him unto the 
bolp Land bare-footed, without either hozſe ez ſhwe, only clad 
m ruſſet Gaberdines , like the uſuall Pilg2ims of the Wozld, 
aud never to return till they had papd their Towss at that 


bieſſed Sepulchze. 

Thus in this ſozrowſull manner wearted thep the time 
away , filling the Woods with Ecchoss of their lamentati⸗ 
ons, and recozding their dolours to the whiſtling Minds: 
but at laſt when black Night beganne to appzoach, and 
with ver ſable Pantle to over-ſpzead the Chzyſtall Firma⸗ 
ment, thep retired with her dead body, back to ſh? City 
of London, where the repozt of this Tragicali accident 
dꝛowned their friends in a Sea of ſozrow: foz the newes of 


per timeleſſe death was no ſooner bzuited abzoad, but thc 
lame 
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[ame cauſed both old and poung to lamenf fhe loſſe of ſo 
(wet a Ladie, The Silber headed age, that had went tm 
Scarlet Gownes to meet tn Counſell, ſate now at home tn 
diſcontented Griefes : the gatiant Youth, aud comely Uir⸗ 
gins that had wont to beautifie the Streets with Coftly 
Garments , went dzoping up and downe in Black and 
mournfull Ueſfures : and fhoſe remozſeleſe hearts chat 
ſeldome were oppzelled with So2row, now conſtramed their 
rare like Fountams, to diſtill a loud of hʒiniſh and pearly 
eares. 

This generall grief of the Citizens continued foz the 
ſpace of thirty dapes; at the end whezeof, Saint George 
with his Sonnes and the other Champions inferred ber 
Bodp verp Monourablp, and erected over che ſame a Kid 
and Coſtly Ponument ein Sumptuons State like the Tomb: 
of Mauſolus, wohtch was called ene of fhe Monders of the 
UWozld: oz like to the Pyramides of Greece, whith was 
a ſtatne to atl Architects) fo thereon was poztraped fhe 
Quen of Chaſtity with her Patdens, bafhing themſelbeg 
ina Chꝛyſtall Fountaine , as a witneſſe of her Mondzous 
1 againfk fhe luſt tull aſſatlments of all laſcibious At: 
cempts. ; 

Thereon was allo moſt livelp pitured a Turtle-Dove 
ſittmg upon a Tre of Gold, in ſigne of fhe true lobe ſhat ſhe 
he to her be lc othed Husband. 

Alſo a Silver coloured Swan ſwimming upon a Chzyſkati 
River, as a token of her 1Beautp : fdz as the So oxcellefh 
all other Fowlss in whiteneſſe, (o ſhe excelled all the Ladies 
in the Wozld foz Beautp. : h 

Jleave to ſpeak of tye curious wozkmanſhip of the Pi⸗ 
nactes that were framed all of the pureft Jeat, pummelled 
with Silver and Jaſper Stones: Alſo J omit the Pendants of 
Sold, the Scutchions of P2inces, aud the Armes of Coun⸗ 
trepes that be ;tificd her Zombe, the Diſcourſe; wherof re⸗ 
quires an Dzatours Cloquence oa Pen of Gold dipt in the 
or of Helicon, flowing from Parnaſlus Mill, whereas tye 
Pulſes do inhabit. Yer Statue oz Suture was carbed cun: 
1ingly in Alablaſter, and laid as it were upon a Pillow of 
Sreen Dtlk, like unto P:gmalions Jbozw Image, ano —

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ly over the ſame hung a Mlver Tablet , where on in Letters of 
gold was this Epitaph witten: 8 


Here lies the wonder of this worldly Age, 
For beauty, wit, and Princely Majeſty, 
Whom ſpitefull death in his imperious rage, 
Procur d to full through ruthleſſe cruelty, 
For as ſhe ſported in a fragant Wood, 
Uponathorney Brake ſhe ſpilt her blood.

Thus after the Tombe was erecked, and the Epitaph en 
graven on a ſilver Table, and all things perfozmed accozding 
to Saint George's direction, he left his Sonnes in the City of 
London, under fye Government of the Cngliſh King : and in 
company of the other ſir Champions, bee took his tourncy to⸗ 
wards Ieruſalem. 

Thep were Attpzed after the manner of Pilgzimz , in rul⸗ 
ſet Gaberdines done to their feet, in their hauds they boze 
{faves of Cbon wood tipt at the ends with Silber, the pikcs 
whereof were of the ſtronge ſt Lydian Stele, of ſuch a tharp- 
nelle, that they were able to pierce a Target of Zogtoys 
Shcll: upon their bzeafts hung Croſſes of crimſon Silk, to 
ſigntfie they were Ch2iſktiin Pilgrims, travelling to ſye Se- 
pulchze of Ch2ift. 

In this manner ſet fhey fozward from England in the 
Sp2ing time of the peare, when Flora had beautified the 
Carth with Natures Tapeſtry, and made thetr es as 
pleaſant gs the Gardens of Heſperides, adozned all 
kind of odoztfer ous Flowers. den as they crofſed the 
Seas, the iver waves (med to lis as ſmooth as Chzyſtali 
Ice, and the Dolphins to dance above the waters,asafigne of 
a pzoſperous journey. In travelling by Land, the wayes 
ſcmed : ſo ſhoꝛt and caſte, and the chirping melody of Birds 
made them ſud mvuſick as they paſſed, that m athozt ſeaſon - 
thep arrived beyand the Poꝛders ol Cheiſtendam, aud had en: 
tred the Confines of Africa. 

There were they ftaced in ſtead of Downy Beds, nightly 
to reft their weary Lunbes upon heaps of Sunne-barat 
Moſſe: and tn Fead of ſilken Curtates and curtaus Cano.

Sabra's Funeral! was ſolennized : in 
which time Samt George's thage Sons 
had viſited their Pothers Tombe oft- 
ner than were dapes in fhe peare, and 
had ſhed moze ſozrowfull teares thereon 
n remembzamce of her love, than Stars 
— i} the gliſterng Yo2tzon : but at laſt 
fycſe fb2&e young Þ2inces fell at a civill Diſcoꝛd and moztall 
Strife, which of them {ho.ild beare fhe trueſt lobe unto their 
Mothers dead body, and which of them ſhould be held in greateſt 
eſteem. Foz befoze many dapes were expired, thep concluded 
to offer up their ſeberall Devotions at her Tombe : and hee 
that deviſed a G1 of the rareſt Pzice and of ſhe ſtrangeſt 
quality, ſhould be held of the greateſt Honour, and accoun 
ted the nobleſt ol them all. This determinatton was ſpedily 
perfozmed , and in ſo ſhozt a time accompliſhed, that it is

The firſt thinking to cxced his Bzofpers tn the ſtrange 
nelle of vis Sift, made repatre unto a cunning COW:

aud large pzomiſes) by Art to deviſe a meane to get the

The Enchantreſſe (being wonne with his pzomiſes ) by 
Art aud Pagick Spels, deviſed a Garland contapning ai 
the diverſity of Flowers that ever grew in Carthly Gardens: 
and thaugh it were then in the dead time of Winter , when 
as the ſilver Jitkles had diſrobed both Hearbes ano Flowers 
of their Beauties, aud the Noztyern Snowlap freezing on the 
Mountains tops, yet was this Garland contrived after 
the faſhion of a rich Imper tall Crown , wifh as many ſe- 
verall Flowers as ever Flora placed upon the Downs of rich 
Arcadia: in diberſity olf colours like the gliſtring Raine- 
Bow, when it ſhinech in greateſt p2ide : and caffing ſuch an 
odoziferous (cnt ano ſavour, as though the Heabens had rat: 
ned down ſhowers of Camphere, Bille, oz ſweet (melling 
Amber-G2ece. | 

This rare and excæding Garland was no ſoner framed 

by Enchantment., and delivered into his hands, but hee lekt 
we Enchantreſſe ſitting in ver Eben Chair e upon a block of 
Steele (pꝛactiüng ber fatall Arts,) with ber haire hanging 
about ber ſhoulders, like weathes of Snakes oz tabenomed 
Serpents ; and ſe returned to his Powers Tombe, where 
be hung it upon a Pillar of Silver that was placed in the mid⸗

This Ceremontous gift cauled bis two ofher 1B2others to 
(wel in hatred like two chaſed Lpons , and rim wich Fury 
upon him, intendmg to catch him by the hatre of the Head, 
and to dzagge him round about their Pothers Tombe , 
till his Bzains were daſhed agatnſt the Marble Pavement, 
and his Blood ſpztnckled upon ber Gzabe: but this wicked 
Cnterpziſe ſo moved the Pateſty of Ar that ere they 
could accompliſh their mtents, oz ſtam ſpeir hands with 
ats Bld, they beard (as it wore) the nopſe of dead mens 
bones ratling in the Gzound , whezeupon ( loking fearful- 
iy about them) the Tombe ſœmed of it ſelf to open , aud

So in haſte they went unto the King: and certified him of 
all things that had happened: aud falling upon their ines 
befoze his Maieſty, requeſted at his Hands the Honour of 
Lntghthod, with Leave to depart in purſuit of their Father 
— -=_ ofher Champions that were fallen into gzeat Dt- 
relle. | 
The King purpoſing to accompliſh fheir Deſires , aud 
to fulfill their Requeſts , pzeſently condiſcended , ano not 
onely gave them the Honour of Knftghthod, but furmſhed 
hem with Rich Habtliments of Marre, anſwerable to their 
Magnanimous WYindes. Firſt , hee franckly beſtowed up- 
on them thꝛer Stately Palfrapes, bzedupon the bzight Poun- 
taines of Sardinia, tn Colour of an Aron Gzap, Beautified 
wich Silver Hapres, and in pace ſwifter then the Spaniſh Jen. 
nets, (which are a kinde of Þozſe ingendered by the UWindes 
upon the Alpes, certaine cragged Pountames that divide 
the Kmgdomss ol Italy and Spain) foz boldneſſe and Cou- 
rage like to Bucephalus the Yozſe of Alexander the Mace- 
donian, Oz Cæſars Std, that never danted in the Field, and 
they were trapped wifh ri< trappings of Gold after the Mo- 
rocco faſhion, with Saddles framed like unto Jzon Chaires 
with backs of Steel, ond their Fozehoads were beautified with 
Spangled E lumes, of Purple Feathers, whereon hung many 
Golden Pendants: the King likewiſe beſtowed upon them 
thꝛie coſtly Swozds w2oucht of pureſt l pdian Stœl, with Lan: 
ces bound about with Plates of 152afle, at the tops whereof 
hungStlken Streamers beautified with the Engliſh Colle, be 
ing the C2unſon babge of Knighthod, and Yonour of Adben⸗ 
tut ous Champions: Thus in this Royall marmer rode fheſe -

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hee pouug Bnigbts from the City of London in compan 
of the ing 17 raine of <4 and gallmt Gentlamez 


conducting them to fhe Sea-lide, where they left the poung 
— — — future foztumes, and returned back to the 
gurt. 

"Doty are Saint George's Sons floating on fhe Seas, 
making their firſt Adventures in the Wozld , fþat after Ages 
might applaud their Atchievements, and enrole their Fames 
tn the Recozds of Yonour. Fate pꝛoſper fhem ſucceſefully, 
aud gentle Foztune [mile upon heir Travels, fo; (b2& b2zaver 
Lnights did never croſſes the Seas, nm make ſheir Avben- 
fnres tinto fkrange Countfreys.

How Saint Georges Sons after they were Knighted

This wofull aus unexpecev Nople, cauſed the Entghts to 
alight from their Yozſes , aud to ſee the Event of this Ac- 
cident. So after thep had tped thetr Steds co the Body of a 
me Tre, by the Ne ines of their Bzidles, they walked on 
fot mto the thickeſt vf the Fozreſt with their Weapons 
d2awne , readp to withftaus any ACatlment whatſoever :

But when Saint Gcorge s Honnes beheld her Lovely 
Countenance bel mcared in Dulk, chat befoze ſeemed to be as 
beaufifull as Roſes in Pilk, ano her Chapſtall Eyes (the 
perfct Patternes of BathfullncNſe) imbzued in Flads of 
Teares, at one inſtant fhep range upon he Neg2oes , ond 
theathed thetr angzy Weapons in their Loathſome Bobells:

France, Whole Lands and Kcbcnues in his | 2oſperity was ſe 
g2eat, that he continually kept as Stately a Trame, bofb of 
1nights ano gatiant Gentlemen, as any Þ3ince m. Europe: 
whereat the Iitng of France gzeatly enbyed, and by Blodp 
Warres depoſed my Father from his Pzincely Dign@p , 
who fdz Safegard of his life, tn company of me his onelp 
Meire and Daughter, betake us to theſe ſolitarp Mods, 
where ever ſince wee habe Cecretly remained tn a Poze 
Cell oz Hermitage, the which by our induſtrious Paines 
hath bene butſlded with Plants of Mines and Dakon Boughs , 
and covered over-head with Clods of Earch, any Tut ts oc 
Gzaſſe: ſeven yeares we have continued tn gzeat Extre- 
mities, ſuſtaming our Yungers with the Fruifes of Tres, 
and quenching ol our Thir ſts with the Dew of Yeaven, fall.

1B:caſts pou have made to water the parched Cath with 
Streames of Bloud) who as pou ſe came into our Cell, oꝛ ſhnt- 
ple Cabbinet, thinking to habe found ſome ſtoze of Treaſure, 
But caſting the ir gezing Eyes upon mp JBe:aty, hep were 
pzeſently inchanted with luſtfull Deſires, onelp to crop the 
ſweet bud of mp Uirginity. Then with Furious and Diſmal! 
Countenances, moze black then the Sable Garments of fad 
Melpomine , when ſhe mou: nf.ilip w2ite3 of blodp Trage⸗ 
dies , and with Hearts moze Cruel, then was Nerocs the Ly: 
rannous Rom me Empcrour, when bee beheld the |Cntrailes 
of his Natur all Mother laid open by his Inhumane and Mer:

I et neityer the fcares of Heaven, noz the terrible thzeats 
of Yell, could molliſie their bloody minds: but they pꝛo⸗ 
teſted to perſevere in fhat wickedneſſe , and vowed that if 
all the leaves of the Tres that grew within the Mood 
were turned into Indian Pearle, and that place made as 
wealthy as the golden Sfreames of Pactolus, where Midas 
walht his golden dd ich away, pet ſhould thep not redeme 
mp Chaſtity from the ſtame oi tyetr inſatiable ano luſtfull 
delires- i 

This being ſaid, bey bound mee with the trammels of 
mine owne haire to this D2auge Tre, and at the very m- 
{taut they p2offered to defile mp unſpotted body, pou happily 
app2oached, and not only red@med mee from their ty2an- 
nous deſtres, but quit the UWozld from fh2& vf tye wicked: 
eft creatures that ever Nature framed. Foz which ( moſt

wy This Tragicail Tale wagnoſgoner ended, but the ther 
nights (with remozſefifl hearts ſobbing with ſighes) im⸗ 
bzaced the ſozrowfull Wayden betwirt their Armes, ano 
earneftly requeſted her to Conduſt them unto the place, whereas 
the left her Father bound unto the withcred Dake. To which 
ſhewillmgly conſented, and thanked them highly foz their kind⸗ 
neſſe: but befoze they app20aged to the old mans pzeſence, 
what foz the griefe of his bariſhment, and the violent uſage of 
his Daughter, bee was fozced to peeld up his miſerable life 
to the mercy of unavopdable death.

Jn this fruitfull Dominion long time the Chziſtian 
Champions reſted their weary ſteps, and made fheir a- 
bode tn the Pouſe of a rich and courteous Jew, a man that 
ſpent his wealth chiefely f fþe ſuccour and comfozt of Tra- 
vellers , aud wandzing Pilgrims: bis Pouſs was not curt- 
oullp erexed up of carved Timber: „ but framed with 
quarries of blew Stones, and ſuppozted by many ſtat 
ip Pillars of the pure Parble: the Gates and Entry of his 


Þouſe 
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Houſe were continually kept open, in ſign of his bountifull 
minde : over the Poztall thereof did hang a bzazen Table, 
whereon w1s moſt curtoullp engraven the picture of Ceres 
the Goddeſſe of plenty, det with Garlanos of UWheat , 
UWzeathes of Oltves, bunches of Uines, and with all man: 
ner of fcuitfull things: fþe Chamber wherem theſe Cham⸗ 
pions took their nightly repoſes and golden fleepes, was 
garniſhed wied as many Windowes & Chꝛyſtali Glaſſe, as 
there were dapes in the pear , and the Mals painted with as 
many Stozies as were pears ſince the UWozlds Creation: 
it was likewiſe built foure ſquare , after the manner of Pi⸗ 
ramtzes in Greece, at rye Galt end thereof was molt libe⸗ 
ly poztraped, bzight Phoebus riſing from Auroraes golden 
bed, with a gliſtring countenance diſtapning the Element 
foz her departure. At the Wctt-ſide was like wile poztraped 
how Thetis tripped upon the filver lands when ag Hypc- 
rions Carre dzives to the watry Ocean, aud takes his 
nights repoſe upon his Lovers boſome: on the Nozfh ſide 
was painted high Pountatnes of Snow, whoſe tops did 
ſeeme to reach the Clouds, and mighty Weods ober-hung 
_ Silber- Jſtkles, which is the nature of the Nozthen 
Climate. 

Kaſtlp, upon he Meſt⸗ſide of fhe Chamber, ſate the 
God of the Seas, riding upon a Dolphins back, a troop of 
Mer⸗maides following him, wifh their Golden trammels 
floating upon the ſilver wabes, there the Tritons ſæmed 
to dance above the Chzyſfati Streames : wich a number of 
olher ſtiver ſcaled Fiſhes that made it ſ&me delightfull foz 

lealure. 
4 Over the Rofe of the Chamber was moſf perfetly pꝛo⸗ 
fraped the foure Ages of the Wozld, which ſemed to over 
hang the relt of the curious wozks. 

Firſt, the Golden Age was Pendant over the Eaft :

foz that thetr cozpozall neceſſittey would not conſent ryere- 
{:mto : but wtibout Uegptng they walked ap and downe foz 
that night, till the next dap in the moaning that they tur⸗ 
ned to their accuſtomed Traveil and Journep , thinkmg to 
nde ſome fad foz fhe cheriſhing of their ffomacks, and 
had thetr epes alwapes gazing about, to ſpie ſame Uillage 
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1 wherein they might ſafisfie their hunger and take 
ir reſts. 

Thus in this helpleſſe manner ſpent thep awap the next 
dap, till the cloſing of the e benmgs light, by which tune the y 
grew ſo faint , that they fell to the ground with feblencfle :; 
Dh what a ſozrow was it to Saint George , net only fo; him⸗ 
ſelfe , but to ſee the reſt of the Champions in ſich a miſera⸗ 
ble ceſe, being not able to help themſelves | aud ſo part- 
ing a little from them, bes lamented in this manner fol- 
owing : 

Thou that hat given mee many Uigozies : thou that 
haſt made mee Conquerour of Umgs and Lingdomes : 
and thou by whoſe invincible power J habe tamed the 
black faced Furies of, dark Coſitus, that maskt ab2oad 
the Wald in hun:ane ſhapes | lock dewne ſweet Lucene 
of Chance J ſap , fray typ Jmpertal! Seat: ſhew me ſome 
favour , aud Boe not canſent that 7 and my company periſh 
foz hunger aud want of Giltuals : matie no delay to remedy 
our great neceſſity : let us not b meat fo 15trds hobertng 
in the Apze, Naz our bodies caſt as a pꝛey foz ravenaus beaſts 
ranging tn os Mods: but rather , if we muſt nerds periſh, 
let us die by ſhe hanes of the ſtrongeſt UWarriers in the uni⸗ 
ver all Mold, and not baſelp here loſe our libes with 
cowardly hunger: 

Theſe and ſuch like Lamentatians uttered fhis valt⸗ 
ant Champion of England, till ſuch time as the day appea* 
rod, and the ſa lle curtaines of coale black night were with - 
d2alune, Then turned hee to the rcff of his Compaup, 
where hee found them very weak and feeble : but bee en- 
couraged fhem in the beſt manner hee could dehiſe, to take 
- Hozſes and try the Chance of their utmoſt unkind 

| une. 

Alfhough Satuf George as they fraveiled was readp to 
die by the way, and in great trouble of minde oz want 
of food : pet rode hee firſt to one, then to another , com: 
fozting fhem, and making them ride apace: which chey 
right very well doe, foz that their Bozſes were not ſo unpꝛo⸗ 
vided as weir PMaſters, by reaſon of the godly gralle that 
grew in thoſe Mods, wherewilp at pleaſure ſpep filled ſhem 


everp night. |

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p this time the golden Sunne had almoſt mounted to 
ze top of Heaven, and the glozious pꝛime of the day began 
[9 app207( , when they came ints a gzeat Field very plane , 
where in the mibft of it was a littte Pountaine, out of tye 
which there appeared a great ſmoak, which gave them 
to uuder ſtano that there ſhould bee ſome Habitat ion in that 
place. : 

Then the P2inccly minded-Satnf George ſaid to the ocher 
Champtons : take comfozt wich pour ſelves, and by little auo 
little come fo: ward with an eaſte pace: foz J will ride bgfoze 
to ſ& who [hail bee our Yoſt this — And of fþts, 
bꝛube Knig;ts and Champlens', be all d: whether bee 
bee pleaſed oz no, bee ſhall gibe us Lodging and entertainment 
like travellmg Knights, and chere withall he (ef ſpur ros co his 
Mozſe, and ſwiftly [conred awap, like to a Ship wich ſwelling 
Sailes upon the Parble coloured Ocean: his haſte was ſo 
ſpeedy, that tn a ſhozt time hee appzoached the Pountaine , 
where at the napſe and ruſhtng ol his Yozſe tn running, there 
aroſe from the ground a mighty and terrible Gpant , of (o 
great heigth, that be ſermed to be a big grown Tre, aud fo; 
bagerelle like to a Rock of Stone: but when he caſt his ſtaring 
eyes upon the Engliſh night , which ſeemed to him like two 
bzazen Plates, oz two Loxhes eber flaming , bee lapd his 
hand upon a mighty Club of Jron which lap oy pin, aud came 
with great lightnefle to mat Saint George , but when hee ap: 
pꝛoached his pzeſence , hes fytnking him to bie a Knight hut of 
ſmall valour and fozfitude , hee ew awap his Jron Bat, 
and came towat ds the Champion, intending wich his Fiſts 
to buffet aud beat out his Bꝛames, but ſhe courage of the Eng⸗ 
liſh Champion lo exceeded, that bee fozgot the extremity of 
hunger, and like à couragious night rafſed htmſelfe in his 
Stixrops, otherwiſe hee couldnot reach his Head, and gave 
him ſuch a blow upon the Foze-bead wild his keene edged 
Fauchion, that bee cut his Mead halfe in ſander , aud his 
Bzaines in great abimvanceranne downe his defozmed body: 
ſo that amaʒed de fell to the ground and paeſentlp died. is fat 
ſeemed to make the ground to ſhake, as a Stonp Tower 
had been overturned, foz as he lap upon the Earfh, be ſ&med to 


bee a great Dake blown up by the Roots with a tempeſtuous 
whirle winde. 


At 
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At that inſtant ſhe reſt of the Champions came to fhit place, 


pare _ jop at that pzeſent , as befozce ſhey were ſad and 
ozrowfull. 

And lo when Saint Dennis with the other Knights did ſ& 
the greatneſſe of the Gyant , and the detozmity of his body, 
they adbanced his valeur beyond imag inatton, and deemed 
Saint Gcocge the foztunateff Champion that ever nature fra: 
med, holding that Adventurs-in as high honour, as the Gre- 
cians held laſons P3tze, when bee returned from Colchos with 
Mcdea's Golden Flgece : and with as great danger accom- 
pliched as che fwelbe fearcfull labours of Hercules: but af. 
ter ſome few ſperches paſſed, Saint George deſtred the reſt of 
the Champions to goe aud ſee what ſtoꝛe of victuals the Gpant 
had p2epared foz him. 

Uhereupon ſhep concluded, and ſo generalip entred the 


Gpants Youſe , which was in he manner of a great Barns 
cut out d Stone, and w2ought out of a Nock: there: 
in they found a berp large Copper Cauldzon ſtanding upon 


a Trevet of Steele, the feet aud ſuppozters fhereof were 
as bigge as great Aron Pillars: under the ſame burned 
ſuch a huge flaming Fire, that it ſparkledlike the ſtery Fur- 
race in burning Acharon. 

Within the Cauldzon were bopling the Fleſh of two 
fat Bullocks „ pzepared only foz the Gpants Dinner: 
the light of this cnſutug Banquet gave fhem ſuch comfort , 
thatebery one fell to wozk , hoping foz their Tradell to eat 
part of the meat: one turned the Berke in the Canldzon : 
another encreaſed the Fire, aud ofhcrs pulled out the Coates 
ſo that there was not any idle tn hops of the benefit ta 


come. 

The hunger they had, and ſheir deſire to eat, cauſed them ta 
fall to their meat befoze it was halfe ready, as fhaugh that it 
had bane eber-(odden: but the two Knights of Wales and 
Ircland , not intending to Dine without 152ead and D2tuk , 
ſearched in a ſecret hollow Cave, whereas they found two 
great Loaves of 15zead, as bigge in compaſle as the circle 
of a Well, aud two great Flagons full of as good Wine as 
eber they taſfed , the which with great top and pleaſure they 
bought from the Cave, to ſhe great and exec ding contentment 
ol ſhe other Champions. - a

his Cur tie axe, which latety had berne tamed with the —

ates. 

Thus, and after this mamer qualified they the pinching 
paines awd tozments of hunger, whereof they tok as iopfull 
a —— - thep had bamquetted in the richc> Kings Palace 
in pe . 

Do being topfull foz heir good and happy foztunes, Saint 
2 requeſted the Champions to take Yuzſe , ano mounted 
himſelfe upon his Palfrey , and ſo thep travelled from fhence 
fpozow a narrow pad, whith ſeemed to bee uſed by the 
Gpant, and ſo with great delight thep travelled all ſhe ref 
of fhat dap, fill night cloſed tn the beauty of the Heabens : 
at which time thep had got to the top of a high Bonkaine, 
from whence a little befoze night they did difcover marvellous 
and great Playnes, fye which were tnhabited with faire 
Cities and Townes: at which ſight theſe Chꝛiſtian Champi⸗ 
ons received great contentment and jop, and ſo without 
any taping, they made haffe onward on fbeir journey till 
ſuch time as ſhey came to a low Uallep (ping betwirt two 
running Rivers : where in the middeſt of fhe way fhep found 
an Image ef fine Chzpſtall, the Piture and l[fbelp fozine of a 
beantifull Utrgtn, which leemed to bee wzought by ſhe 
— ſome molt excellent Mom ⸗man, ati to befpotted 

And it appeared by the wounds fhat were crumingly - 
foamed in the ſame Piture, that it was he Image of 
ſome Lady chat had ſuffered Tozments, as well wity 
terrthle Cuttings of Irons, as with cruell Mhippings: 
the Ladies Legs and Armes did (me as though wey had 
beene 2 and wung wifh Copds, ano about tye

Which range and wofull Specacle, when the Chat- 
ſtian Champions earneffly beheld, fhey contd not dy any 
manner of meanes refraine from ſhedding ſome few ſozrow⸗ 
full teares, in ſering befoze them the Picture ol a Woman of 
ſuch excelicnt Beauty, which had bene oppzefſed with cruel- 
fy. But the pittifull Engliſh Unight had the greateſt com⸗ 
paſſion , when hee beheld the connterfeit of this tozmented 
Creature, who taking truce with his ſozrowfull heart, bee 
courteoul deſired the old Father, lifting by fhis wafull pe- 
tacle , to tell the cauſe of his ſozrow,and the Diſcourſe of bat 
Ladies paſſed Foztunes , foz whoſe ſake hee ſmed to ſpend 
his dayes in fhat ſolitary Oꝛzder: to whom the old man with 
a number of ſighes fhus kindly replyed ; 

Bzave nights, foz ſo pou ſœme by pour cour teſies ana 
Lehaviours, to fell the Stomp of my bitter Moes, aud the 
cauſes of my endleſſe Sozrowes , will conffraine a ſpzing of 
Leares to trickle from the Conduits of mp aged Epes, and 
mike the manſion of mp Heart ribs in twame, in remem⸗ 
bzing ol mp undeſer ved Hiſeries : as many dꝛops of blood 
hath kallen from my Heart, as there bee ſilver Þaires upon 
my Bead, aud as many lighes have J ſtramed from my 
Bꝛeaſt, as there be minutes in a peare, foz thaiceſebenhung 
dꝛed times the moznings Dew hath wet my ſilber Yapzes , 
and chice ſebcn hundzed times the Winters Froſts hath 
nipt we Pountaine tops ſtace firſt à made theſe rufull La- 
mentations : daring all which time J have ſet befoze this 
Chꝛyſtall Image, hourcly pꝛaping that ſome courteoug 
Unight would bee lo Kinde as to aide me in mp bowed re⸗ 
venge , and now Foztune J ſc hath ſmiled 8 , in ſend⸗ 
ing pon hither to wazk a juſt Kevenge the mhimnang 
MPurther of my Daughter, whoſe perfect Jmage licth here 
carved in fine Chzyſtall, as the continual object of my griefe:

This mercileſſe night ſ&inx fye ſtedfaſtneſſe hat ſhee

O you Valiant Knights that by your Proweſle

left it lying ſo , fhat it med to b a Bountatne of grene 
Gzaſſe, oz a Lhicket of ſpzinging Tres, aud then determi⸗ 
ned with himſelfe tn the beſt manner (hat he could, to diſen:- 
ble the knowiegde of the bloody Fat : ſo bee took his Yozſe 
aud rode ſhe nert wap towards the Caſtle, in which hee 
rode lo faft hn de over tok the Unight aud his Company 
at toe enfring of the Gates, whereas the luſttull Zpzant 
altghted , and withoat ſpeaking fo 21p perſon, entred into 
his Cloſet , by reaſon whereol bis kinde aud courteons 
Squire had time to declare ail thmgs Lee had ſœne to the new 
marrped Ladp, and the doloꝛous end of the conſt mt Damſeil 
ver Siſter. E: ie ſudden and umlcoied foꝛ ſoteow mixed with 
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anger and wzath , was ſud m fhe Lady, fat ſhi cauſev 
tye Squire not to depart from the Calle , untill ſuch time 
as moze occaſion ſet ved, and te kep all things in ſecret that 
bee had ſcene, and hee her ſeife remained ſozrowfull, making 
marvellous and great Lamentations to her ſelfe all m ſecret, 
Foz tbat ſhee would not ber percefved , pet with a ſoft vopce 
hee laid: | 
Dh unfoztumnate Lady, bozne in a ſozrowfull houre, whe 

ſome blaztng and unlucky Comet ratgned : Dh unhappy 
Deſtintes that made mee Wife unto lo cruell a Bnight, 
thoſe foule miſd&ds have made fhe berp Elements to bluſh, 
but pet J know fhat Foztune will not be ſa farre unkind, but 
that ſhee will pzocure a ſfrange revenge upon his purple: 
{tapned Soule: Oh you immmtall Powers, revenge me on 
this wicked Pomicive : if not, J ſweare fhat J will with 
mine owne hands put in pza(tiſe ſuch an enterpꝛiſe, ano ſo 
tame mp iſpotted heart with wilfull Purſper, chat all the 
Fates above, and all the b2taht CeleMall Planets ſhatl fs 
and lok from their immoztati Pallace, ond tremble at the 
terroz of mp hate. | 

his being ſaid » ſhe fok in her hand a Dagger of the 
Knights, aud tn ber Arms her young Sonne, being but of the 
Ago of fozty dapes , ſaping: Now doe J with lo much evil 
unto fhe Wozld, that J will not leave a Sonne of ſo wicked a 
Father alive: foz J will waſh my hanvs in their accurſed 
Blods, were they in number as many as King Priams Chil⸗ 
d2en : and ſo tn this ircfull ozder entred ſhee ſhe Chamber 
where the Knight her Yusband was, ano finding him tumbling 
upon his Bed from one ſide to the other, without taking anp 
re ſt, but in his fury rending and tear ing the ſilken D2naments, 
where with a ſozrowfull, weeping, aud terrible voyce ſhe called

clear as tryed Silber, and with my teares, being ths true ſigns

ving Lozd, J would thy loving and amozous wozds had

Wich fbeſs and olber like Lamentations fhis gziebed 
Quene paſſed away we time from day to dap, till at laſt ſhe 
felt her Mombe to g2ow big wifh Child: at the which the re⸗ 
ceived double paine, foz hat it was impoſſible to cover oz 
hide it, and (&ing ber ſelfe in this caſe like a woman hated 
and abhogred , ſhe determined to diſcover her ſelfe publikelp

nothing but ſhame and tnfamp. | 

To conclude, J have fozgone fhe liberty of a Nnene , and 
ſold my ſcife to a laviſh ſinne , only mine owns is the fault, 
and mine owne ſhall bee the puniſhment. Therefoze without 
making any excuſe : J here ſurrender np my bodp into your 
Do wers, that pou may (ag an ebill Mucene) ſacrifice mee 
unt o our Gods: foz now mp Lozds peu ſhall mderffand, 
that J am diſhonoured by the Knight of the Black Caſtle, 
bee hath plauted a Utne wifhin iny kruitfull Garden, and 
allo ſowne a Steed within my accurſed Mombe, chat hath 
made Armenia mmfamous : bee it 1s that hath committed 
hourelp ebils in the wozld , hee it is that delights in Uirgms 
ſpoples, aud be it is (hat hath bereabed me of my Honour, but 
with my conſent J m:ff nerds confeſſe , and left me foz a te- 
ſtimonp of thts my cvilld&ed, big wich Child, by which my 
Uirgms glozy is converted ts a monſtrous ſcandall: ano 
with this Thee made an end of her Lsmentable oy And 
being gzievoulſlp oppzeſſed with the pame of her 


fhenous 
comb, thee late her down upon her rich Bed, and attended 


their wile. 

But when hole Carls, Loꝛds, and honourable Perſonages 
that were pꝛelent, had under ſtood all chat the Nurene har 
ſatd unto thru , like men g2catiy amazed, fhep changes their 
colours from red to white, and from white to red, in ffan of 
miger, lokmg one unon another, withent yn any wozd, 
but pzmting in their hearts ide fault done by their Quten, to fhe 
gzeat diſgzace of tyetr Countrep , ſhey without any further 
consideration, der ved her foom all ÞP72incelp Dignity, _

of C20wne and Regiment, and pronounced ber perpetual! 
Baniſhment from Armenia, like Subjects not ts be Goberned 
by ſuch a defamed Pzince, chat bath gꝛafted the Fruit of ſuch 
a wicked Tzes wichm her Womb. 

So at the time appotnted, like a Woman fozlozn and hated 
of all Companies,ſhe ffozed her ſelfe with ſufficient Treaſure, 
aud betok ber ſelfo to her appointed Banichment. After whoſe 
departure, the Armenians elected themſelbes another Ozmce, 
and left fheir luſtfull Queen wandzing in unknown Jlanzs, 
big with Child, devoid of ſucc aur and reliefe, where in ſtead 
of ber Pzmcely Bed codered with Canoptss of Silk, ſhe took 
ber nightly repoſes upon fhe g2cene Gꝛaſle, ſhadowed with tye 
ſabls Cuttaines ol tye Skies, and the Nuz2ſes ſhat wers 
pꝛobided againlt her ys were Nymphes aud Fapzies

dancing tn the by Proſerpines Commandement. Thus in 
gzeat gztefe t thee — dapes contenting ber ſelke 
with ber appainted Baniſhment: making her Lamentations 


to whiſpermg Winds , which ſeemed in her canceit ta re⸗ 
anſwer her complaints : at lenath the gliſtring Moone 
had tenne times bozrowed light of golden Phoebus, and the 
Nights cleare Candle was now almoſt ertinguiſhed , 6 
which time appꝛoached the houre of her labourſome Travell, 
where wtfhout yelp of Woman , ſhe was Delivered of mer 
ber unhappp Daughter, where ever-ſince J have beene nouriſhed 
in theſe un ed Woods , and many times when J came 
to pears of dilcretion, my wofull Bother would Diſcourſe 
unto me this Lamcntable Stozy of both our miſeries, the which 
J have mot truly declared unto pou. 

Likewiſe thee told me, chat many times in my Infancy , 
when ſhee wanted Pilk tn her Bꝛeaſts to nouriſh me, there 
would come a Lyoneſſe, and ſome times a ſhæe⸗Beare, and 
gently give me ſuck, and contrary to the nature of wild 
\Beatbs , they would many times ſpozt wich me, whereby ſhe 
conjeftured that the immoꝛtall Powers had pꝛeſerved mee 
fo2 ome ffrange foztune : Like wiſe at my Birth, nature had 

ictured upon my pzcalft, directly betwixt my two Paps, the 
ivelp foꝛme of a purple Koſe, which as pet doth beautifle mp 
boſome with a vermilion colour: and this was the cauſe that 
my Pokher named mee Roſana, anſwerable to my natures 


mark, :

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After this we lived many a peare in g2eat diftre , penu⸗ 
ry, ano want, intreating time to redzclle our woes, moze ol 
ten tpen wee had lived houres : the abundance of our tcares 
might ſuffice ts make a watrp Sea, and our lighes counter⸗ 
batle the Starres. But at laff, the fatall Siſters liſtning to 
my Pothers moancs , and to my 92cat lozrowes, dep2ived her 
ol her life, where now J am left a comfoztieſſe D2phant to 
the WIitzld, attending the time untill J finde ſome courteous 
Linight that may conduct me to the Black Cale, where mp 
dillopall Father hath his refidence, that J may fhere perfozm 
my Yotyers dying Mul. 

Tyele woꝛds being finiſhed, Roſana ſtod ſilent, foʒ fhat her 
extreame gꝛiete hindzed tye pallage of her tongue, and her eyes 
rained ſu& a ſhower of pearled tearcs upon the libeleſſe body 
of her Pother, that it conſtrained Saint George's Sonnes to 
expꝛelle the like ſozrow : where after they had let fall a few 
ſalt teares down from their (ad eyes , and had taken truce foz 
à time with g2tefe, wwe took N oſana by the hand, (which befoze 
that time never touched the hand ol any mm) and pꝛoteſted ne- 
ver to depart from her company till they had ſafely conducted 
ver to the Black Caſtle. 4 

Thus after this when the Chꝛiſtian Knights had pittifully 
bewailed the miſery and untimelp death of ber Mother, thcp 
tok their Daggers and digged a deep G2ave under a Bap 
Tre, and burped her Body therein, that hungzy Rabeng 
might not ſeize upon it, noz furious Beaſts teare it in pieces, 
noz ravenous Marpies devoure it, and after wich the pom! 
of fhetr Daggers, they engraved this Epitaph in the rinde of 
we Bap Tree, which woꝛds were thele that follow ;

the ſame Callls,therefoze gzant you immoztall Powers of Jn- 
vention, that my Pen map bee dipt in the Water of that 
Learned Fountatne , where the nine Siffers doe mhabite, 
hat by the help of fhat ſwet liguoz my Puſe way have a de- 
lightfull vaine, ſs that mixing tbe Speech of — with the 
P2oweſle of Mars, J map Diſcourſe the ſtrangeſt Accident 
that ever hapned to wandzing Knights,

Firf, (peak we of Saint George with the ether Chzifts- 
an Knights chat came in revenge of the Shepheard ans his 
unfoz tunate Daughter, who with good ſucceſſe arrived upon 
the ſhoare of the Jlaud , where (his wicked Leogerand the 
Pagtcian had foztified their Black Caftle : In which Conn: 
trey the Ch2iſftan Champions like the tnbincible Followers 
of Mars, feartng no danger, noz the frownes of unconſtant 
Foztime , betok fhemſelves to the readieſf wap towards 
the Caſtle, in which journey fhep were almoff rabiſhed with 
the pleaſures of the Jland : foz entring into a narrow and 
ftraight Lane, garniched on both ſides wich Tres of divers 
ſozts , fhey heard how che Summer Birds recozded their 
pleaſant melodies , and made their (wet and accuſtomed 
Dongs without feare of any man to moleſt fhem. In which 
row of pleaſant Zresthat delighted them on both ſides, there 
wanted not fye grene Lawzell, ſo much eſtermed of learned 
Schollers: noz fhe ſweet Ppatle Tree, loved by Ladies : noꝛ 
the high Cypꝛelle, ſo much regarded of Lobers: no; the ſfatel 
me, which foz his flouriſhing heiglh is called the W2ince o 
Ties: whereby they judged it to be rather an abitat ion 
fo Goddeſſes, (han any Terreſtrial! Cotmtrep, for that the 
golden un with his glitring Beames did paſſe though thoſe 
gene and pleaſmt Tees without any hindzance of black 
Clouds: foz the Skies were as cleare as tryed Silber: [tke- 
wiſe fþe TWefterne Minde did ſoftly thake ſhe ſhivering 
leaves, whereby it made as ſweet a harmony as if they had been 
Celeſttali Cberubms: a tbouſanolittle reamed Bzoks ran 
upon the tnameled Gzormd, making ſundzy fine wozks by their 
croked turnmgs, andjoyning one Mater with another, wilb 
a very gentle meeting, making ſad llver Puſick, chat the 
Champions wich the Pleafure thereof were almoft raviſhed, 
and ſmally regarded whether their Vogſos went right oz no, 
and travelling in fhis ſozt, ſdey rods fozward till thep came 
into a marbeK{ous gzeat aud wide Peddow , being of ſuch 
orceding faireneffs , fhat J am not able with Pen to paint 
aut the excellency thereof : whereas were fæding bofh wilde 
and tame Marts, adozned with g2eat and cragged Yeanes : 
Likewiſe ye fartous wilde Bae, the flerce Lyon , limp « 
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ümple Lambes were all togefher , feeding wifh ſo g2eat 
— , as on the contrary , by nature, they were 
enemies. 

Whereat the Noble Champions were almoſt obercome 
in thetr alone conceits , and amazed in their tmaginations, 
to ſe ſo ſtrange love cleane contrary unto nature, and 
that there was no difference betwirt the love of wilde Beaſts 
and tame: tnithis manner they travelled along, till upon a 
ſudden thep arrived befoze the Buildings of the Black Caſtle: 
and caſting their eyes toward the ſamo, they beheld neare unto 
the pzincipali Gate, right over the Caſtle, twelve Parble 
Pinacles, of ſuch an excæding helgth, that the Ppramides of 
Egypt were very low in compariſon of them: in luch ſozt that 
whotoever would lok upon them, was ſcant able with his ſight 
to compzebend the heigth thereof , and they were all painted 
moſt gozgeouliy with ſeberatl rolours.

After this the Champions rode to ſhe other ſide of this 
godly Caſtle, wandztng at the curious and ſumptuous wozk- 
dts, where they eſpyed a Pillar of beautifull Jaſper: 
Tone, all w2onght full of pzectous Stones of ſtrauge works, 
the which Pillar was of gzeat value, aud was garniſhed 
wilh Chatnes ol Gold, that were made faff unto it by Pagick 
Art, at whid Pillar likewiſe hung a very coſtly Silver 
Trumpet, wich certame Letters carved about the ſame, the 
Which contained theſe wozds following:

A Trumpet here enchain'd by Magick Art, 
Todaunt with feare the proudeſt Champions heart :, 
Look thou for blowesthat entreſt in this Gece, 
Returne in time; repentance comes too late.

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The which when Saint George beheld , and had under⸗ 

ffood the meaning of fhoſs myſticali Letters, without any 
moꝛe t rrping, bes ſet the Silver Trumpet to his Mouth, ana 
ſounded ſuc a vehement vlaſt, that it lœmed to eccho tn the 
foundation of the Caſtle: wherear the pzmncip all Gate pꝛe⸗ 
ſently opened, and the dꝛaw - Bzidge, was let downe, with- 
out the bel of anp viſtvle hauo , which made the Champt- 
ons to wonder, and to ſtanv amazed at the ſtrange accident, 
but pet inf:nving not to returne, like Cowards d. unted with 
a puffe of winde, they alighted from tyctr Warltke Stœds, 
and delivered them into we old Shephards hands, to bee 
fedupon tye fragzant auo gane Gzalle, till tyep had perfozm- 
ed the Adventure of the Caſtle, the which they bowed et⸗ 
ther to accompliſh , oz never to returne : ſo locking downg 
kheir Weavers, and d2awing fozth their keene-cdged Fau: 
chions, tycy entred the Gates, and being ſafe withþtn, the 
Champtons looked rand about them to \ if tpep could 
eſpig any bodp, bat thep ſaw nofhing but a paire of wind- 
ing @taires , whereat thep aſcended, but they had not gone 
many ſteps there, when as there was ſo gzeat a dark: 
nelle, that ſcarſe they could (& any light, ſo that it rather 
ſeemed the ſtmilitude of Hell, fpan any other wozldlip place, pet 
gzoping by fhe Mals, they kept weir going downe fhoſe 
narrow aud turning Staires, which were verp dark, and 
of ſuch length, that they thought they deſcended into the mid⸗ 
dis of the Earth. 

They ſpent a great time in deſcending fboſe Staires 
buf tn the end they came into a very faire and large Court 
all compaſſed with Iron Gates like unto a Pziſon, oz a 
place p20vided to keep untamed Lyons, wherein caſting 
their spes up to the top of the Caſtle , they beheld the wicked 
Knight walking with the Neg2omancer upon a large Gal⸗ 
lerp ſuppozted with huge Pillars of Bꝛaſſe: likewiſe there 
were attending upon them ſeben Gpauts cloathed tn mtghtp 
Iron Cots, holding in tyetr hands Bats of Stæle: to whom 
we bold and venturons Champion of England ſake with 
= — Courage and lowd Usopce in this mauner , 
aping: | 

: Come downe cheu wicked Lnight , chou ſpople of Utr- 
ginity , thou that art tnbkoned with theſe monſtrous 
L Gyants, 
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Spants, fþcle the Wondzing works of Nature, whoſe dar ing 
las ſeeme to ſcale ge Clonds, much like unte the pꝛide 
of Nimrod, When hee offered to Build np Babels confaſed 
Lower. 

Come downe J lap, from fhp Bꝛzazen Gallerp, and take 
to thee thp Armour, chou that haſt a heart to commit a Utr⸗ 
eins Uape, foz whoſe revenge we come, now likewiſe habe 
courage in thy defence: foz we vow never to depart out of 
typ Cattle, till wee habe confountsd thee, oz by thy fezce be 
dilcomfited. : 

At which woꝛds hee held his peace, ex-efing an anſwer. 
Ahereat the wicked Knight when hee heard pele Yeropcatl 
Speches of Samt George, began to fret and kume Ike to fye 
farved Lyon , famniſhes with hunger, oz fhe crueil Ty- 
ner mul ing in hum me blood, wichagzeat defire to ſati die 
his thirſt: oz like che w2ath ol dogged Cerberus when as 
bee fraſted with Alcides Fleth ; even ſo raged Leoger the 
Lnight of the lack Ciftle, chzeatning fozty fury frotx his 
ſparkling ep£5 : ane m this vile manner hee re au[wered the 
4:ob{e Champion ol England: 

4330ud nig t (ſaid bs) oz Beaſant, whatſoec ver thou art I 
paſte not tye lmalieſt haire of my bead , foz thy upbꝛaiding mee 
with ſhy unruly tongue, J will reti n thy Speches on why felfe, 
fo; the Pavements of imp Cattle ſhali be ſpztnkled wich tþy 
2ccurfed bled , au the bones of thoſe thy unhappy Followers 
ſhall bee burred in the Sinks of mp Channets, If thou hadſt 
b2ounht the Armp oi tnbmcible Cæſar, that made all Lands to 
tremble where hee came, pet were they but as a blaſt of winde 
unto mp Fozces. Steſt thou not mp pants which ſtand 
line Dakes upon our 15283en Galierp  fhey at mp Com⸗ 
mandement ſhati take you from the places where you ſtand: 
aud thzow you over the Mals of this mp Cattle, in ſud 
ſozt, that they ſhall make pou flee into the Apge , moze than 
nne fathomes high. And foz that thou haſt upbzatded mer 
:vith tue diſg2ace dene unto a Uimgin, J tell thee, if J had 
1p Bother here, of whom thou tœkeſt firff the apze of life, 
up hand ſhould ſplit her Wombe, that thou mighteſt ſ& the 
'Scdol ſhy Conception, às Nero did in Rome: oz if thy Wife 

15 Sthüdzen were here pzeſent befoze thy face, 4 would 
- =22idne fpcir lives, fpat thy accur ſed epes might be . 
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of their blody Purfhers : ſo much wzalh aud hate nos raged 
— my heart, chat all the blod in thy Body cannot waſh it 
* thence. 

At which wozds the Gpants which hee had hyzed to de- 
fend him from his Foes, came unto him very ronglp ar- 
med with ſturdy Weapons in their hauds, and requeſted him 
to bee quiet, and to abate his ſo incenſed auger, and they 
would fetch unto his pzeſence, ali ſhoſe b2zaving Linights that 
were the occaſton of his diſquie tneſſe and anger: and fo with» 
ont tarrping fo any anſwer, they departed downe into the 
Court, and left the Knight of the Caſtle with the Pagictan, 
— ſtill upon the Gallery to behold the Following En: 
counters. 

Baut when the Gpants a — the Champions pꝛe 
ſencs, aud ſaw them ſo well p2opoztioned and furniſhed, 
and Hnights of ſo gatiant ffatures, they flouriſhed about 
their knotty Chubs, aud purpoſed not to ſpend the time tn 
wozds but in blowes. 

Then on of the fierceſt and cruelleſt Gyants of them all 
(which was called Brandamond) ſeeing Saint George to bit 
the fozwardelt tn ths Enterpzſe, and judging him to be the 
Anight that had ſo bꝛabed his Lozd, he began with a ſterne 
countenance to [peak unto him in this manner: Art thou 
chat bold Knight (ſatd the Gpant) that with thy witleſſe 
wozds halt lo angzed the mighty Leoger the Lozd of this 
Caſtle? If thou be, J adviſe thee by ſubmiiſton to ſœk to ap- 
peaſe his furious wu befoze revengement be taken upon 


{ſo J doe charge hee ( that if ſhou wilt rematne with 
thy life) that thou dot leave thy Armour, and peeld th 
ſeife , with all theſe thy Followers, wich thetr hands faſt 
bound behind them, ans goe and aslie fozgitenclle at his fœt: 
To which alnt George with aſmilmg comtenance anſwered: 
Gpant (ſaid hee) fyp counſell J doe not like, no thp adbice 
will J receive, but rather doe we hope to ſend the and all thy 
Followers, witheut tongue, to the infernall King of flerp 
Phlcgeton 3 and fm that you Wali not have any moze time to 
ſpeak ſuch folly aud foliſhneſſe eicher refurn your wapes from 
whence you came, am repent pou of thts which you have ſaid, 
02 Liſle pzepare vour lelves to * Battell. 
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The Gpants weg fhep beard the Champions reſolu⸗ 
klang, and how llightip thep regarzcd their p2offers , 
without any longer tarrping they ſtraight wap kell upen 
Samt George and his Company, inkending wilh their knetty 
Bats of Steele to beat them as (mall as Fleſh unto fhe Pot, 
hut the Queens ol Ch ice ſo ſmiled upon the Chꝛiſti in £ham- 
vtons, that the Gpants ſmallp pzevatled , foz betwixt wem 
Was kought a long ano terrible Battell, m ſu< danger that 
rye Tiitozy hung wavering on bofh ſidos, not knowing 
to whom it would fall: the Bats and Fauchions made ſuch 
a nople upon ons auothers Armour, chat they ſounded like 
to he blowes of ſhe Cyclops wozking upon fut ir Anviles : 
and at everp blow thep gave, fire lew from fhetr Oteled 
Cozſlets , like ſparkles from the flaming Furnaces in Hell, 
the Skies reſounded back the Ecchoes of (heir ſtrokes, ano 
te g2ound ſhook as though it had b&ne oppzeſſed wilh an 
Carth:quake : the Pabement of the Court tas over-ſp2ead 
with an entermixed colour of blood aud ſweat, and the Mals 
of the Caſtle were mightily battered with the Gpauts Clubs: 
by the time that gliſter ing Sol the Dapes bztght Candle, be- 


gan to decline from the top of Heaven, the Gpants (wea- 
ried in fight) bean to faint : whereat the Chziſttan Knights 
with moꝛe Coarage , begau to encreaſs in ffrength, and with 
ſuch rigour alſapled the — that befoze the golden 


Sunne had dived to the Weſfern Wozld, ali the Gpants 
were quite diſcomfozted anoſlatne : ſome lay with their heads 
diſmembzcd from their Bodies, welfring in purple goze: 
ſome had their 152aines [pzinkled againft the Mals: ſome 
{ay in Channels wier their Jntrales trailing down tn kreancs 
of Blood: and ſome jopntleſſe, with their Bodies cut in pieces: 
lo that there was not one left alive to wich ſtand the Chziſtim 
Champions. 

Whereat Saint George with the other ix Anights fell np: 
on tyetr knees, and thanked the tmmoztall Reitoz of al! good 
Chances fon their Untozy, 

But when the Knight of the Black Caſtle which ſtod up⸗ 
un the Gallery during all the time of the Encounter, ano ſaw 
ow atl fhe Gpants were late by ce P3zoweſe of chole 
ſtrauge Knights, be raged tn gzeat wzafh , wiſhing that the 
Sz ound might gape and wallow him, befoze he were delivered 


into 
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into the hands of his Enemies, aud pꝛeſentlp would habe 
caſt himſelfe beadlong from tye top of the G alierp, thereby to 
habe daſht ont his Bꝛames againſt fþe Pavement, had not the 
Neg2omancer , who likewiſe beheld the Event of be En. 
counter, tntercepted him in his intended dzikt, pzomiling to 
perfozme by Art, what the Gyants could not doe by fozce. 

So fhe Neg2amance fell to his Pagick Spels and 
Charmes, bp which the Chziſttan Champions were mightily 
troubled aud moleſted, and bzought in danger of their lies, 
oP — fearefull and ſtrange manner, as ſhall be bereafter 

obone. 

Foz as they ſtod after their lang Encounters, unbuckling 
their Armoꝛs to take the freſh Apze, and to walh their blodp 
wounds received m their laſt conflict: the Magician cau- 
led by his Art a Spirit in the likeneſle of a Lady of a mar⸗ 
beilous and faire Beauty, to took thzough an Iren Gzate, 
who ſœmed to leane her faire Face upon her white Yano 
very penfively, and diſtilled from ber Chziſtall Epes gꝛeat 
abundance of teares. When the Champions ſaw this bean: 
tifull Creature, they rematned in gzeat admiration, fhtnking 
with themſelves , that by ſome hard misfoztune ſh& was im⸗ 
p2iſoned tn thoſs Iron G2xtes : at which this Lady did ſeeme 
to open her fatre and Chzyſtalitne Eyes, looking earneſtl 
upon Samt Gcorge , aito giving a gziebous and ſozrowfull 
ſigh, thee with-dzew her ſelfe from the Gate; which ſudden 
departure cauſed the Chziſtian Knights to have a o2eat de- 
ſire to know who it ſhould bee, ſuſpeTing fhat by the fozce of 
ſome enchantment, they ſhould be overtþzowne : but caſting 
up their epes agatne to ſc tf fhey could ſe her, they could 

not, but they ſaw in the verp ſame place, a Woman of 
a gzeat and P2incely ſtature, who was all Armed tn Silber 
lates, with a Swozd girded at her Mate, ſheathed in a 
golden Scarberd, and had hanging at her Neck an Jvoz2 Bow 
and a guilt Nunver : fþts Lady was ol ſo g2eat Beauty, ſhat 
ſhee ſeemed almoſt to exce&d the ofyer, but in fhe ſams ſozt 
as the other did, upon a ſudden ſhee dantſhed away, lea bmg 
tbe Champions no leſle froubled in their fhoughts than betoꝛe 
the w8re- : | : 
The Chziſtian Knights had not lang kime bewailed the 
L 2 abſence 
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abſence of the two Ladies, but bat without ſeeing any body 
wep were ſtricken with ſuch furtons blowes upen fþcir 
backs , that they were confrained to ſtoop with one kng 
upon the gzound, pet with a trice they roſe agame, ano 
loking upon them to ſee who they were that ſtruck them, 
they perſwaded themſelves to bee the likeneſſe of certaine 
nights which in gzeat haſte ſ@med to runne in at a Dooze 
that was at one of the cozncrs of the Court, and wich the 
g2eat anger that tye Champions received, ſeeing themſelves 
ſo hardip entreated, they followed with their accuſfomed 
lightneſle after the Linights , tn at the ſame Doe: where- 
tn fþcp had not entred thaw ſteps , but fhat fþey fell downe 
into a deep Cave which was covered over in ſuch ſubtill 
ſozt , that whoſoever did tread on it, ſtraight wap fell in⸗ 
to the Cave, except hee was advertized thereof befoze, 
Mithin the Cave it was as dark as the ülent night, ano no 
light at all appeared: but when the Champions ſal ſhem⸗ 
ſelves treacher oully betraped in the Trap, tyep g2eatly fear- 
ed ſome farther milchiefe would follow , to thetr utter over: 
th2owes, fo with their Sands d2awne, thep ſtood ready char. 
ged to make their defence, againſt whatſoever ſhould after 
happen: but by reaſon of the g2zat darkneſle that thep could 
not ſce any thing, neither diſcover wherein thep were fallen, 
they determmed to ſettle themſclves againft ſome thing, et⸗ 
ther Poſt,Pliller, oz Wall , and gzoping about the Cave, they 
ſearched in everp place fvz ſome other Daze that might bzing 
_ A ＋ ee of the darkſome Den, which they compared to 
And as they went gzoping and feling up and downs , 
tyey found that oy tros upon no other things but dead 
meng bones, which cauſed them to ſtand ſtill: and not 
long after, p eſpysd a ſecret Window , at tbe which en- 
tres a little clearnefſe, and gabe (oms light mto the Den 
where tyey were, by which they eſpyed a Bes mot ri 
furniſhed with Curtaines ol: Silk, and golden Pendants, wht 
{od tn a ſecret Name of a Cave, behung wich rich Tapeſtrp 
of & ſable colour: which Bed when the Champions bebeld, 
aud being ſomewhat weary ol their long fight which ſdey 
had with the Gyants im the Court of the Caftle, they required 
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fome ref , aud deſired to fp upan the Bed: but not all at 
one miſtant: fo they feared ſome danger to be at hand, and 
therefoze Batnt George as ane molt willing to be their 


Match man, aid keep Hentin.ll in ſo dangerous a place , 
canſed the other C S to fake their repoſes upon the 
*, and bee would bee as wakefullas the Cock agatut all 
dangerous Accidents : ſo we fix Chaiftian ixnights ropay;- 
ed to the Bed, whereon fyep were no ſoner laid but pꝛe⸗ 
lentiy they fell fats a heavie aud enchanted ſleep, in ſuch 
ſozt that they could not lee awaked by any manner of bio: 
lente, not ali the Marlike D2ums in Europe if they were 
lounded in their care :, no the ratling Dhander-claps of Bes- 
ven were ſufficient to cecau them from their leevs : foz (n+ 
ded the Bed was enchanted by the Neg2 omancers Charmes 
m ſuch manner that wholoever but [ate upon the ſides, v2 
but toucht te Furniture of the Bed, were p:eſently taſt into 
as heavie a beep, as if they had d2unk the Juyce of Dwaile, 
oz tye ſeed of L 0ppy : where we will leave them fon 4 time 
like men caſt into a Lrance , and ſpeak of the ferrible Ad⸗ 
ventare that hapncd to Samt George in the Cave, who lit. 
tle miſtrulting of their Enchankments, food like a carefull 
Guard, keeping the furious Wolfe from the ſpeple of the filly 
Sheep: but upon a ſudden hs heart began to thzob, and his 
haire to ffano upzight upon his head, pet having a bearf 
fraught with wvanctble courage, dee pur noed not to awake 
the otyer Knights, but of himiſeife to w whatſoever 
hapned : ſo being in this Pzincely cogitation, ſpere appeared 
to him, as he thought, the ſhape of A Mag ici u, with a Utſage 
loane, pale, ano full of w3mckies, with locks of black 
hanging dowre to his Shoulders , like to'wzeathes of in- 
venomed uses, aud his Body ſæmed to have nothing 
upon it but skm and bones, who ſpake unte Saint George 
in tyis deſpightfull manner: In an evill heure (ſatdfhe Ma- 
gictan) cameT thou hither , ang ſo ſhallfþy Lodging bes, and 
thy entertamment wazſe : foz now thou art in a where 
as thou ſhaltlok foz no oſher fþing but tobe meat unto ſome fu: 
rious Baaſt, and thy ſarmounting ſtrength ſhaft not be able to 


make anp e. N 
Tye Enguch Champion whole heart was oppꝛeſſed 
with extreame wah, Anſtwered, O falſe — 
ner 
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The ſecond part of the 
Charmer (ſaid hee) whom ill Chance confound fon thy con⸗ 


- bemn:d Arts, and foz whom the Ftends have digged an ever⸗ 


laſting Tombs in Beli, what Fury hath incenſt ther, chat with 
thy falſe aud Devilliſß Charmes thou doſt pꝛactiſe ſo much 
evell againſt travelling and adventurous Knights? J bope 
to obtaine my Liberty in deſpight of ali thy miſchiefe and 
with the ſtrengeh ol this Arme to bzeak all thy Bonds in 
ſunder. 

All that thou doff and wilt doe will J ſuffer at thy hands, 
replyed the Negzomancer : onelp fo the revengement fhat 3 
will take of the foz the Nloughter of my Paſters Gpmts , 
which as pet lie Purthered in the Court, and that verp 
quickly : and there wir dall be went in viſibly out of the Cave. 
Do not long after at his back her heard a ſudden nopſe, aua 
beheld as it were a Window gpenmg by little ans little where 
as were appeared a clears light, by the which Saint George 
platnely perceived chat be Malis of the Cabe were dacht 
wfth blood, auo like wiſe laty that the Bones whereon they 
did tread at there ficſt enfry mts the Den were of humane 
Bodies, which appeared not to be very long ſince weir Fleih 
was tozne off with hard ano cruell Tegth, But this conſidera⸗ 
tion could not long ieure wich him, foz that bee beird a 
gzeat ruſhing, aus looking what if ſhouldbe, he ſaw comming 
fozth of ariogyer Den, a unghty Serpent with Wings,as gꝛeat 
in Bodp as an Clephant, hee had onelp two Fet which ap⸗ 
pearid out of that monſtrous Bodp but of a (panne length , 
and each Foot hao thꝛæ Clawes of thee ſpans in length, ſhe 
came wth yer Mou open, of ſo monſfrous and hugh a big⸗ 
neſſe, aus ſo defozmed , that a whole Armed Knight, Vaſe 
aus all, might enter in tyereat : the had upon her Jawes two 
Tusks, which ſeemed to be as ſharp as Needles, aus all her 
Body was 1 overed wich ſharp Scales of divers colours, aud 
wich gzeat fury ſhe came with ber Wings ali abzoad. Saint 
Gco: ge although be had a baliant aud an undaunted minde, pet 
co.ild — not ch. lc but bee troubled at the ſight of ſo monſtrous 
d 15Call. 

But conſidering wilh himſelfe, chat it was then time 
and gzeat ned to hie Courage, and to be expert aud va- 
liaut foz to make his defence, hee took his good cutting 
Sbwoꝛd in his hand , and ſhzended humſelfe under his hard 

and 
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— 2 ſhield, and tarried the comming of (hat ugly 
onſter. 
But when dhe furious Beaſt (aw that there was a pzey 
whereon thee might employ yer ſharp f@fþ , ſhes ſtruck 
wich ber invenemous UWings, aud with her piercing Clawes 
ſhe gziped, and laid faſt hold upon Samt George's hard Shield, 
pzetenbing to habe [wallowed whole this co2agions Mar- 
riour, and falkning ber ſharp Tuskes upon his Melmet, 
which ſhe found {o hard, that (he let goe ber hold, ang furt- 
oullp pulled at his — A with ſuch a ſtrengech that ſhe pzew it 
from his Arm: Mich that the Engliſh knight truck at her 
head a moſt mighty and Trong blow with his Swozd, but in 
nos wiſe it could hurt her, by reaſon of the hard ſcales where 
with it was covered , and though be gave her no woumd, pet 
fog all. chat ſhee felt the blow in ſuchſozt, what it made her to 
recops to (he g20umd , and to fall upon ber long anthideons 
Taile: then fhis-valtant Knight made g2eat haſt to te double 
his fozce to ſex ike her another blow , but all was in vaine, 
foz that upon a ſudden, ſhe ſtretched her ſelfe ſo high, that bee 
could not reach her head: but pet kinde Foztune ſo favoured his 
hand, chat hee ſtruck ber upon the belly, whereas ſhe had no 
defence with [cales, noz arp other thing but feathers, where- 
out iſſued ſuch abundance of black blod , that it beſpzinkled 
all the Don about. 
his terrible and furious Serpent, when the felt her 
ſelfe ſo ſoz8 wounded , ſtruck at Saint George ſuch a ter- 
rible blow with her Taile, that if hes had not ſcene it camming 
it had bene ſufficient to havs parted his Bedy in pieces: 
The night to cleare himſelfe from the blow , fell flat upon 
the gzound, fo bee had no time to make any other defence: 
But that terrible blow was no ſooner paſſed over bum, but 
ſereight wapes bee recovered bis feet, at ſuch time as the 
furious Serpent came towards him. Here Samt Geotge ha- 
ving a gzeat confidence in his ſtrength, .perfozmed luch a 
valiant Explopt, that ail fozmer Adventures fhat have bene 
ever done by anp Knight, map be put tn oblivion , and this 
kept in perpefuail memozp : foz that hee fh2ew his Swozd ont 
of his hand, and ran unto fhe Serpent , and imbzaced her 
betwirt his Armes, and did ſo ſqueeze her, that the furtoug 
15caft could not help her ſelfe with * Warp Clawes, but wnly 


With 
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ib der wings ſhe beat him on ebery ſide. This valiant Cham 
Mn noble Marriour would never let her looſe , but 
{till rematned holding yer betwirt his armes continuing this 
perillous aud dangerous fight, till all his bzight Armour was 
{mb2ued with ber beſttail blood, by which occafton thee 
{oft a gꝛeat part of her ſtrength , and was not able long to 
continue. 

Long indurcd fhis g2eat and dangerous Encounter, and 
the mkernall Serpent remained kaſt unto the noble ano 
valiant bꝛeaſt of the Engliſh Linight , till ſud time as her 
plainly perceived that the Monſter began to wax faint, 
and to loſe her ſtrength. Likewiſe it could not be other- 
wile , but Saint George wared ſomewhat weary , conſt: 
dering the fozmer fight hee had ſo lately with the Gpants. 
NotwithCtanding , when be felt the gzeat weakineſſe of the 
Serpent, bee did animate htmſelfe with Courage, and ha- 
ving oppoztunity by reaſon of the quantitte of blood chat 
illued from her wounds, be took his truſty @wozd ano th znſt 
it into her heart with ſuch violence, that hes clove it in two 
pieces: ſo this infernat{ Ponſter fell downe dead to the 
g20und , and carryed the Chziftian Champton-with her, foz 
that they were faſt cloſed together, but by reaſon fhat the 
Serpent lacked {frength , bee quickly cleared himſelfe out of 
ber Clawes and recobercd his Swozd. But when hee ſaw 
certainly that bee was cleare from the Ponſter, ano that 
thee had peclded up her deteſted bzcafh into fhe bzittle Apꝛe, 
bee kneled downe and gave thanks to the happy Quene of 
Chance tm his delivery. The venome was lo gzeat that the 

erpent chzew out to med the knight , that if his Armour 
d — bene of a pꝛecious vertue, hee had bene impopſed 
to death. 

After the Tictoꝛp was obtained and the Ponſter dead, 
he gzew berp weary and unquiet, and was conſtrained 
to fit and coole himſelfe by a Mell which was full of wa: 
ter, ſtanding by tn a cozner of the Cave , from whence the 
monſtrous Serpent firſf appeared and came fozth. And 
when hee found himſelfe refreſhed, hee repetred to the en⸗ 
chanted Bed whereupon fhe other fir Champions lap 
lleeping , and dzeamed of no ſuch range accidentthat had 


bapned to him: to whom her purpofed to reveale the true 


Diſcourſe 
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— ol all the dangers that had befaln him in ſhat Ac 
cident. 

But no ſooner appzoached he unto that enchanted Bed, and 
had ſet himſelfe downe upon the one end theres, auo fbinking to 
begin his Diſcourſe , but hee pzeſently fell into a heabie and 
dead mnber. | 

There will wee leave them Neping aud dzeaming upon 
fe enchanted Bed, not to be wakened bp auy meanes, ans 
returne to fhe Negzomancer , fhat was buſted all the time 
of the Serpents Encounter, with Leoger in burping of the 
dead Gpants , but now hee knew by his Art, chat tye Ser-

Where 8 1 De villiſh Arts be cauſed ſeben Lamps 
to burns continually befoze the entry of the Cave, the pꝛo⸗ 
perties whereof were ſo ſtrange that ſo long as the Lamps 
continued burning, the Champtons ſhould never be waked, 
aud the fires ſhould never bee quenched but by the water of an 
ench mted Fountaine , the which hee likewiſe by Pagick Art 
had erefed in the middle of the Court, gaurded mo Trongly 
whth fearfull @p2ights : ano fye water ſhouldneber be obtained 
but by a Tirgin which at her Birth ſhould have the fozme of 
a Roſe lively pictured upon her Bꝛeaſt. 

Theſe fpings being perfozmed by the ſecrets of fhe Pa 
giciaus skill, added ſuch a plsaſure to Leogers heart, fhat 
be thought himſellke elevates higher than the Towers of his 
dwelling : foz hes accounted no jop ſopleaſing unto his ſoule , 
as to ſes his moztall Enemies captivated in his power, and 
that the Pagictan had done moze by his Art, than all the 
Knights in Aſia could perfozm by P2oweſſe. Mee will not 
now onelp leave the Champtons in their leeps , dzeaming 
of no miſhap, but aiſo the Pagician wich Leoger in the 
Black Caſtle , ſpending their time ſecurelp, careleſſe of all 
tnſying danger, aud ſpeak now of the old Shepheard whom 
the Champions at their firſt cntring in at the Gates of ths 
Caſtle, left to look unto their warlike Palfries, as they fed 


upon the gꝛœne gꝛaſſe: which old man , when hee could heare

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no newes of the Champions returne, he azeatly miſtruſted 
their confulion , ano that by ſome freachery they were inter⸗ 
ccpted in hett vowed rebengement , therefoze hee pꝛoteſted 
— — bis owne ſouſe , in that foz his ſake ſo mmy 


b2zave Champions had loft their lives, never to depart ont 


of fhoſe Fields, but to ſpend his dapes tn ſuch ſozrow as did 
ſhat hapleſſs King of Babylon, fhat fog ſeven parching &um- 
mers, and ag many freezing Winters was conffrained to 
f&d upon the Flowers of the Fields, and to d2zmrk the dew of 


aben , tilt the haires of his Headgzetv as ftiffe as Cagles 
eatyers , and fys Nailes of his Fingers like unto Birds 
Clawes: the likeertreamity he vowed to endure nntill hes et: 
ther re · obtained a wiſhed ſight of theſe mbincible Knights (the 
Flowers of Chivalry ) oz elſe were conffratned by courſe of 
Nature to pteld up his loathed life to fhe furp of thoſe fatall 
Sifters : Ig this deep diſtreſſe will my weary Puſe like- 
wiſe leabe fyts old Sbepheard morning foz the long abſence 
of the Cnglith Champion, and the other Ch2iſffan Knights, 
and farne unto Saint George's baltant Sonnes, whom we left 
travelling from the Qutene of armcnias Gzabe with her im⸗ 
happy Daughter Roſana, to take rebengement of her diſloy, 
all Lord being the Knight of this Black Cattle, of whoſe vil” 
lantes pou have beard ſo much befoze- 


feyen Champions of Chriſterdon,

How Saint George's three Sonnes after their depar- 
ture from the Queene of Armenias Sepulchre, in 
company of her Daughter Roſans,met with a wilde 
mans with whom there bapned a ſtrange Ad- 
venture: and after how they entred the Black

awaked the ſeven ampions of Chriſtendome, 


after they had ſlept ſeven dayes upon an Enchant- 
ed Bed, with other things that chanced in the

e budding Flowers of Chivalry ſhe 
valiant Sonnes of Saint George to 
— their Knightly pꝛomiſos, and to 
accompliſh what ſpey had pzotefted to 
Roſana, at the Nucene her Pochers 
Gzave, which was te bzing her ſafeÞy 


unto the Bla where per un- 
e Father eh Ss where hor 


ind 
| Qey p 20bided her a Palfrey, o Jennet, 
bzed upon the Boꝛders — which was furniſhed with 


black Tapa ſons, tn ganz of yer heabte diſcontented 
4 Kescher TAL foze-head beantified with a (pa pangled Plume 
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UWverewifh in her company travelled fhey day aud night 
from the Confines of Armenia, with ſuccuſſefull foztune, till 
they happily arrived upon the Jland of the Black Caſfle : 
where thep were conſtrained to reſt themſelves many nights 
under the ſhadows of g2een l:aved Tres, where the melodie 
of ſilber tuned Birds bzought to them ſweet llerps:and in ſtead 
of delicate Fare, they were fozced to ſattsfie their hungers with 
ſ wert Ozanges and ripe Pomegranets, that grew very plenti⸗ 
fully in that Jland. 

But at laſt, upon a mozning, when the Skies appeared in 
their fights very cleare ano pleaſant, and at ſuch time as 
when the Sunne began to ſpzead his gliſtr ing Beames 
upon the lofty Pountatnes and ſtately Cedars , they ſet faz- 
ward on their journey, hoping befovze the cloſing in of the 
dayes bꝛight countenance , to arrive at fhe Black Caſtle, bs. 
ing their long wiſht foz Maven aud dellred Post. But en:

Ind: upon a ſudden (not knowing the occaſion) their Pozſes 
ſtarted and roſe up with fhetr foze-feet , aud turned backward 
into the Ay2e in ſuch loꝛt, that they had almoft unſadled 
weir Paſters : whereat the baltant Knights upon a ſudden 
looked round about them to ſg who oz what it was that cau⸗ 
ſed ſo much feare : but when they perceived noching, noz 
could conjedure what ſhould bee the occaſion of ſuch terrour, 
ſyey gzew wonderfully troubled tn minde. Then one began 
to encourage the reſt, ſaping: Belæbe me Bzetbzen, J muſe - 
what ſhould bee the cauſe of this alteration in our Hoſes : hath 
ſome Sptrit glided by us : oz remapnefþ ſome Debtll among 
theſe Buſhes - Whatſoever it be, let us by the power and fa 
boar of ali good luck attempt to know, and with our Warlike 
weapons revenge the frighting of our Mozſes, foz dur minds 
are not daunted by the pzoweſle of men,noz are we afraid of ſpe 
fary of Devils. 

Typele wozds being ſpoken with great Courage aud 
Majeſtie, cauſed Roſana to ſmile wifh a chearefull counte- 

nance, 
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nance, and to fmbolden her heart againft all enſuing acct; 
dents : ſo pzeſcntly thep came unto a Riber which was bol 
clear and dep, the which they judged to run quite thozow the 
middle of the Aland: and ſo travelling along by tye Rider ſide, 
where within a little while their Bozſes began againe to 
ſtartle, and to be wonderfully afraid: whereupon the Knights 
caſting about the ir vigilant eyes, to ſe if they could perceive 
what it ſhould be that made their Yozſes ſo timerous, they 
eſpyed a terrible Monſter in the ſhape ana fozme of a Satp2s 
oz & wilde man, which did cr oſſe overthwart the Jland, of 
& wonderful! gzeat and ſtrange making, who was as bigge aud 

b30ad as any Gpant, foz hee was almoſt foure ſquare : his face 
was the fot tm lengfh , and had but one eye, aud that was in 
his foze-head, which gliſtred like unto a blazing Comet oz a fiery 
Planet: his body was cobered ali over wirh long and ſhagged

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blowes on boch ſides, auo dangerous the encounter, without 
ſigne of victozy inclintng to either party. | 

During tye Battell, Roſana (thzough ſhe g2icfe aud fears 

that the receibed ) [wounded upon her 1. aud had kalen 
r 


belide his back, ik ſhe had not firſt cloſed hands about 
fye pummell of the Saddle: and being come a little unto her 
ſelfe , thee made humble Supplication unto Lady Chance, 
ſoliciting yer that ſhe might rather bee buried tn the Pon: 
ſters bowels , thereby to fatisſte his wzafh , than to ſ& ſud 
Noble Knights loſe the leaſt B2op of blod, oz to have the 
ſmalleſthatirsupon the ir beads diminiſhed : ſuch was the love 
and true zeale Ge boze unto thoſe hz Knights. 

But Saint George's Sonnes [9 mankullp behaved them⸗ 
ſelves in the Encsunter, bearing the Pzowelle of their 
Fathers minde, that they made very dep wounds in the 
Ponſters Fleſh, and ſa terrible gaſhes in his Body, fþat 
all the g2&ene Gzaſſe was covered with his black blod, ano 
the — all to beſmeared and ſtrewed with his maugled

When the Devilliſh Ponſter felt himſelfe wounded , and 
ſaw how his blood Mood upon the Earth like congealed goze, 
bee fled from them maze lwifter than a whitle-winde , oz like 
to an Arrow fozced from & Pusket, and ran in gzeat haſte to 
we ocks that Kood there by, where p2eſently be tbaew him 
ſelfe mto a Cave, pulling down after him a Rock of Stone, 
which dtd cloſe up the Entry, the which was done with ſo gzeat 
ligtztne lle, that the Knights had ns time to ſtrike him, but after 
a while wond2ing with themſelves to ſ& ſuch a ſtrange and ſud: 
den ching, fpey aſſayed by ſtrength to remobe the Stone, and to 
_ o= _ of the Cave, the which they did, not wid out 
gꝛeat difficulty. 

Pat foz all that they could not finde which way hep might 
enter in thereat, but Itke unto Lyons fraught with anger,

Long had 
refreſhing their weary Bodies with a gold: | 
they awakned and mounted upon fhefr Sf@ds, and the next 
mozning by bzeak of day, fhcp appzoached fhe ſight of the 
Black Caſtle: befoz2 whoſe Malls they found ſeven poztly 
Steeds, feeding within a g2xne Paſture, and by them an 
ancient man, bearing in his face the true picurs of ſozrow, 
and carbing in the Barks of Tres the true ſubject of ali his 
paſſed g2tefs: this man was the old Shepheard which the ſeven 
Champions of Chziſtendome (befoze fheir enchanted fleeps in 
the Caſtle) left witho.1t the Gates to over:ſ(& their Yozſes, as 
pov heard befoze in the laſt Chapter.

Theſe woꝛds ffrook fuch a ferro to their hearts , fbat for a 
time they Food ſpœchleſſe, imaginung that thoſe ſeven lantghts 
were the (even Champions of Chaiſtendom, in whole purſuits 
wep have traveiled ſo mwp Countreps. But at laſt, when 
Satnt Geo ge's Sonnes had recavered their foꝛmer ſpeches, 
ane of Mm ( c<<6ugh nat tending to reveale what thep tmagi- 
ned) (aid to the ald Shepheard: that likewiſe tþey-came ts bi 
revenged upon that accarſed Lntght, foz the ſpople of a beaute- 
55 Ig Suene, done by the ſamie luſt. mflamed

pen the K ay aud the dz nights alighted from their 
Pqzles and Reine committed them to the keeping of the old 
Sbepbeard: ink taurteouſiy receibed them, ans earneſtly 
pꝛaped pzoſper sus pꝛoceedings. Do the thꝛæ Knights 
buckleaclolg thair Armours, laced on thetr Helmets, and put 
their Shlelds upon their Arms, and in company of Roſana thep 
went to fve Caſſle⸗ Ona, the which gliſtered againft the Sim 
Icke bur niht Gold: where hung a mighty Copper Ring, 
wherewith they beat ſo bebemently againft the Gate that it

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but Roſana being ſingular well conceited , aud of a quick un- 
derſtanding, pꝛelently knew that by ber de Adventures ſhould 
bs finiſhed, and fherefozs ſhee encouraged fhem to a fozward: 
n ſſe, aud to ſœk out the Enchanted Fountaine, that by the 
water therscme the Lamps might bequenched, aud the leben 
Champions delivered out of Captibity. | 

This tmpoztunate deſire of Roſana, cauſed the he porng 
Lnights nat te loſe any time, but to ſearch in every cozner 
of the Caſtle, tiil they had found the place wheretn the Foun: 
tatne was: foz as thep went towards fhe Noth ſive of the 
Court, they eſpyed another [tle Doꝛe ſtanding tn the Wall, 
and when they came to it, they ſaw that it was made all of 
very ſtrong Jron, wifh a Poztail of Steele, and in the kep:hole 
thereof there was a bzazen key, with the which they did open 
it, whereat p2eſently (unto their wonderfull amazements ) 


thep beard a verp (ad and ſozrowfull Uopce bzeath fozth theſe 
wozds following; | 


Let no man be ſo fooliſh hardy; as to enter here, for it is 
a place of terrour and confuſion, 


Pet faz all fhis they enfred tn fhereat , and would not 
ber daunted with any ceremonteus feare , but like Knights 
of an Meroicall eſtimation thep went fozward : wherein 
they were no ſooner enfred, but they ſaw that it was won- 
derfull dark, and it ſcemed unto them chat it ſhould ber a 
bery large Mall, aud therein fhep heard very tearefull how- 
lings, as though there had bene a Legion of Hell-hounds, oz 
that Pluto's Dogge had beene bice-gerent of that place. Pet 
foz all this theſe valtant Lnights did not loſe any of their ac- 
cuſtomed Courage, noz would the Lady leave thetr compa- 
nies foz any danger at all: but thep enfred in farther , and 
took off their Gauntlets frem their left hands, whereon 
they woze marvellohs gzeat and fine Diamonds, which 
were ſet in Rings, fhat gave ſo much light, that thep might 
plainly ſe all fhings that were in the Pali, the which was 
very g2eat aud wide, and upon the Malls were painted 
the Figures of manp furious Ftends, ans Devils, with other 
frange Uiffons frawed by Magick Art, onelp to terri- 


fe the Beholders. But lwking very circumſpenly _

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em on everp ſide, thep eſpped the Enchanted 
— direckly in fhe middle of the Pall, — 


they went with their Shields bzaced on fhcir left Arms, 
and khetr good Swoads charged in their right hands, ready 
to wilhſtand any dangerous Accident whatſoeber ſhould 


en. 
But comming to the Fountains, ans offering to fill their 
Helmets with water, there appeared teme them a ſtrange 
and terrible Gztphon , which ſeemed to be all of flaming fire, 
who ſtruck all the fa Knights one after another in ſuch ſozt, 
hat they were fozced to recoyle back a gzeat wap: pet 
notwithſtanding wich g2eat diſcretion they kept fhemſeves 
up2ight, aud with a wonderfull lightneſe , accompanied with 
no lee anger, tbep fþzew their Shields at their backs, and 
taking there Swords in both their hands, thep began moſt

In this terrible ſozt toz⸗ 
mented thep theſe th2& valiant Knights whoſe peares al- 
fpongh they were but young, pet with gzeat wzath aud re⸗ 
doubled fozce adbentured they themſelves amongſt this Vel- 
leſh Crew, fkriking ſuch terrible blowes , chat in ſpight of 
fpem they came unto the Fouutaine, aus pꝛoffered to take of 
the water : but ali in vame, fa they were not only put from it 
by 28 debilliſh Companp, but the water it ſelfe glided from 
eir hands. 
bs Dh tn what gzeat travell and perplerity theſe Knights 
remained amongſt fþis wicked and devilliſh Generation,

But during fhe time of all theſe dangerous Encounters, 
Roſana ſtod like one bereft of ſenſe, fb2ongh the terrour 
e ſame : but at laſt remembzing her ſelfe of the Superſcrip⸗ 
tian wzitten in the ſilver Tablet, ſhe which lhe Knights peru. 
ſed by the enchanted Kamps: fbe ſign on of was 
that fhe quenching of fye Lights ſhould bee accompliſhed

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rallp pitred upon her 15zeafk, all the which Roſana knew m oft 
certainly to bee compzchenved in her ſelfe , fhercſaze Whiteft 
fyey continued in thetr dangerons fight, the tokup a Helmet 
that was pulled fro: one of the Knights Heads by the fut ious 
fozce of the Gziphon, and ran unto the Fountatne, ano filled it 
with water, wherewith thee quenched the Enchanted Lamps, 
wich as mich eaſe as fhough one had dipped a waren Toꝛch in 
a mighty Riber of water. 

This was no ſoner dene and finiſhed, to Roſana's chiefeſt 
contentment , but then the Skies began to war Lark, and tm? 
aeviately to bes over-ſp2ead with a black and thick Cloud, and 
it came wilh gzeat Thundzings aud Lightnings, ano ſuch a ter⸗

By this ſudden alteration of fhe Heavens, the Knight of the 
Cattle knew fhat ſhe Lamps were extinguiſhed, the Champi⸗ 
ens redeemed from their "enchanted leeps, the Caffle peldev 
to the pleaſure of the ſhꝛe᷑ nights, and his own life co the fury 
vi their D wozds, except hee pzeſerved it by ſudden flight , ſs 
v2eſcntip bee departed the Caſtle and ſecretly fled out of pe 


ſe after Foztnnes, ui 
feries and death, you ſhall heare moze hereafter in the contfs of 
ſhe Pifſtozp following. 

Tbe Negzomancer by his Art likewiſe knew hat the Caffle 
was p&eldedunto his Enemies Power, and ſhat his Charmes 
and Magick Spels nokhing p2evatled : fherefoze he cauſed two 
Apzie Spirits in tye likeneſſe of two D2agons to carrp him 
ſwiftly thzongh the Apze tn an E bon Chartot. 

Mere we likewiſe will beate him in his wicked and De⸗ 
billilh Atiempts, and Danmed Enterpziſes, which ſhau bar 
Diſcourſed hcreafter moe at large: becauſs it appertaitech 
to out 333 now to ſpeak of the (even renowned Cham: 
ptons of Chaiſtendom, chat by the quenching of tbe 8, 
wers awakened from fhefr Enchantments, wherety they 
bad laine in obſcurity foz the ſpace of ſeven dapes. Fe

Foz whea they had — opened ſhe integzity of 
thcir Soules each to other, and had at large erplatned how 
many dangers cberp Knight and Champion had paſſed 
ſince their departure from England, when as fhep 
firſt tyetr intended Pilgztmage to Ieruſalem as pou heard 
tn the beginning of this Bok, they determined to ſearch 
the Caſtle, and to finde ont Leoger with his Aſſociate the 
wicked Enchanter , chat they might receive dus puniſhments 
foz their committed offences., but thep like wily Fores were 
fled from the Hunters Traps, ano had left the empty Caſtle 
ts the parte of the Chꝛiſtian Champions: but when Roſana

Tyercfo2e they condeſcended to her deſires , and not only 
gave her leave to depart , but furniſhed her with all things 
belonging to a Ladp of ſo bzabe a minde. 

Ficft, they found wifhin the Caſfle an Armour fit n a 
woman, tye which the Enchanter had cauſed to be ma 


magick 
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magick Art, of ſuch a ſingular nature, that no weapon could 
pterce it, and ſo light in weartng,that it waped no heabier than 
a TpgersSkin : it was contrived after fheamazonian faſhion, 


plated befoze with ſilber plates, like the Scales of a Dolphtt, 
aud riveted together wich golden Nailes : ſo that when ſhe 
had it upon ber back, ſhe ſcemed like to Diana, hunting in the 
Foꝛzreſts of transfozmed Acteon. 

Likewiſe they found ſtanding in the Stable at the Eaſt ſide 
of the Caſtle, a luſtp limbed Steed , big of ſtature, and of a 
verp good haire, fox the halfe parts fozwards was of thecolour 
of a Wolfe, and the other halfe was all black, ſaving that here 
aud fhere it was ſpotted with little white ſpots : his fet were

Alſo the ten Chziſttan Knights gabe her 
at her departure ten Diamonds Rings , continuall to weare 
upon her Fingers, in perpetual! remembzance of fhcir 
cour teſies.

This done, Without any longer farrpance, but only fhink:

O thou invincible Knigtt of England, thou that art not 
ghd with this ſorrowefulldwellug, herein thou cauſt {cc 
nothing but torments, riſe up I ſay , from thy ſluggiſh Bed, 
and with thy unduunted courage and ſtrong arm, break the 
Charm cf my Enchantment. 


And therewthall he ſeemed to gibe a moſt terrible gꝛoan and 
io ceaſed. This unexpected nopſe cauſed Satnt Geor ge (withs 
out the knowledge of any of the other Champions) to ariſe 
from his Bed, and to buckle on his Armour, and ro fearch 
about the Caſtle to ſæ if he might finde the place that harboured 
che Unight that made ſuch ſozrowfull Lamentat tion. 

So going up and down by:cozrers in the Caſtle, all the latter 
part of the night, without finding the adventure of this ſtrange 
Aopce, oz diſturbance by any other mcanes but fþat he was 
hindzed from his nafuratl aud quiet ſleeps, by the bzeak ol day, 
when the dark night began to with-dzaw ber ſable curtatnes, 
and to gibe Aurora liberty to explatne her purple b2ightneſſe, 
bee entred into a foure ſquare Parlſoz, hung round about with 
black Cloath , and other mournfull Babiliments, whers on 
the one ſide of the ſame hee ſaiy a Tombe all coveredlikewiſe 
with black, and upon it there lap a man with a pale colour, 
who at cettaine times, gave moſt mar vellous and g2icbous

Jam fhe King of Babylon (anſwered he) which without 
all conſideration > with my cruell hand did pierce thozow the 
white and delicate hzeaſt of mp bclobed Daughter: woe ber 
to me, and woe unto mp Soule thercfoze : foz ſhee at once did 
pap her offence by deaſh, but Ja molk miſerable w2etch with 
mauy Tozments doe die living. 

When this wozthy Champion Saint George was about to 
anſwer him, her law come fozth from under fhe Tombe a 
Damlell who had her hatre of a yellow aud wan colour, hang- 
ingdown about ber ſhoulders, ano by der Face ſhe ſeemed that 
the ſhould be very ſtrangely afflifted with toꝛments, and with a 
ſozrowfull vopce ſhe ſaid: ,

certifping them that hee intended a Uopage to the @epulchze 
at Memphis, thereby to qualifie the fury ot his Daughters 
Ghoſt, whom hee dꝛeamed to be dzowned in the @eas,and fhat 
except bee ſought by true Submiſſion to appeaſe the angzy 
Fates, whom hee had effended, hee ſhould be Depoſed from 
his Kingdom.

Oh mp Puſe! chat J had but learned Eloquence roz uw cec 
out aud declare the noble Encounters of theſe two gatiant 
Marriours: Roſana tho.1gh ſhee was but a Feminine by na- 
ture, yet was ſhe ag bold in hex otcali Adventures as any night 
in the wozld, except the invincible Chꝛiſttan Champions. 

But now return we to our Hitozpy. The valian Amazonian 
when her Enemy came unto ber, the ſtruck him ſo terrible a 
blow upon the viſour of his Helmet, fyat with the fury thereof 
ſhe made ſparkles of fire to iſſue out with g2eat abundance, 
aud fozced him to bow his Head unto his bzeatt. 

The Magician did return unto her his ſadutation, àud truck 
her ſuch ablow upon ber Helmet, that with the gzeat nopſe 
thereof it made a ſound in all the Pountaines. And ſo began 
betw&n them a marvellous and fecrefull Battell. Foztuns 
not willing ts uſe ber molt extremity, inclined the fopls te

With his fiptng Dzagons in a readineſſe, wherein he layd thc 
murthered Body of Lcoger upon a Pillow of Pitkle⸗ toe, 
aud likewiſe placed ſhemlelves therein, wherein they were 
no ſoener enfred, with Necelfaries belonging ro fyeir 
Travels, but they fled thozow the Apze moze ſwifter chan 
A — pos o 4 Ship ſapling on the Seas tn a ſfo2my 
tempel.

Wut tobe ſhozt, when Roſana was deſirous to cat, and that 
ber hunger encreaſcd,bp his Charms he would pzocure Birds

All wwe time chat the Pagician was pcrfozining che Cere- 
moneous Funerail, Roſana watered the Garth with ber 
teares, never Wwithdzawtng her epes from looking upon the 
Gzave ; aud when it was finiſhcd, thee fell into this ſozrowfull 
lamentatton following. | 

Dhcruell Deffintes ( (ayd ſhee ) ſith your rigours have 
bereaved mee of both iny warents, and left me to the wozld , 
a comfoztlele Ozphan, receive the ſacrifice to mp chaſti⸗ 
tp, in payment of pour vengeance : aud let mp blood here 
thed upon this G2ave , ſhe w the ſingleneſſe of my heart. And 
with the like ſolemnitp map all tyctr hearts be bzoken in 
peces, that ſeek the downfall and diſhonour of Ladies. 

As thee was uttcring theſe aus the like ſozrowes , ſhee 
took fozth a naked Sword which ſhe had ready foz the ſame 
eff: >, and putting the Pummell ro the gzound, caſt her bꝛeaſt 
upon the point, Tpe which Wee did with ſuch furious vio⸗ 
ſence and exceeding haſte, that the Pagicion although her was 
there pzeſent, could not ſuccour her, noz pzebent her from 
committing on her ſeife ſo bloodp a fat, 

This ſudden miſchance ſo amazed him, aud lo gie bed his 
Soule, that his heart (faz a time) would not conſent that his 
tongue ſhould ſpeak one wozd to erpzeſſe his paſſion. But at 
tar (habing taken fruce with (ozxrow , ano recovering 
bis foʒmer ſpech) he took up the dead body of Roſana , bathed 
all in blood, end likewiſe burted ber in her Parents Gzave :

ſtately Combe, which was tn this ozdcr framed: Firft,tyere 
were fixed foure Pillars, ererp one of a bery fine Ruble: up- 
on which was placed a Sepulchze of Chapſtall : within the 
Sepulchꝛe there ſeemed to ve two faire Ladies; the one habing 
her bꝛeaſt pierced thozow with a lwozd, and the other with a 
dtrobon of Gold upon yer Head, and ſo leane of Bodp that ſhe 


ſckmed to pine awap: and upon fye Sepulchze there lap a

And near unto the Sepulchze there lap a terrible gzeat Beaſt, 
headed like a L pon, his bꝛeaſt and bodp like a Molfe, and his 
taile like a @co2pion : which ſcemed to ſpit continualip flames 
of fire. The Sepulchze was compaſſed about wifß a Mali of 
Aron, Wifþ foure Gates foz to enter in thereat: the Gates 
were affer the manner and colour of fine Diamonds: aus df- 
reſtly over fbe 1 the chiefeſt Gate ſtod a Parble Pillar, 
whereon hung a Table wzitten wich red Letters, ſpe Con;

haling tpe Uſurpers pꝛeſentip to death, they re inſtaſied ft 
— Ancient Dignity, their true, lawfnll, and long lookt fo; 

ing. 

@The King being thus Keffozed , marrped Fidelia fog her 
faifhfulnefle : and after te Naptiali Feaſts, che Cham⸗ 
pions (at the eatneſt requeſt of Samt Anthony) departed 
towards Italy: where m Rome ſhe Emperour ſpared no 
cot honourably and moft ſumptuouſlp to entertaine fhoſe 
— daunted Knights, the famous Wonders of Chzi⸗ 

zndome. 

At that time of the yeare when fhe Summers Queen had 
beautified the Earfh with interchangeable Oznaments, Samt 
George (in company of ſhe @mperour ) with the ref of the 
Champions, <anced to walk along by the ſids of fhe River 
Tybur , to delight themſelves wiſh dye pleaſant Peavs, ano 
beautifull pʒoſpeſt of the Cormfrey. — 

elde 
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Befoze fpep had walked halfe a mile from the Citp, 
they appꝛoached unto an ancient Punnery , which was very 
faire aud of » {frtelp butlding , and likewiſe encompaſſed 
about wich chzpſtau ſtreames and maup g2&n Pedowes, 
1 _— with all manner of beautifull Træs and fragzant 
310 ers. 

This Nunnerp was confecrated to Diana the Quene 
of Chaffity , aud none were ſuffered to live therein, but 
ſuch chaſte Ladies aud Utrgins as had bowed themſelves 
+ — 2 life, and to kep their Uirginittes foz ever un- 
pottes. . 

In this place the Emperors only Daughter lived ag a 
pꝛołeſſed Nunne , and erempted her ſelfe from all compa: 
np We it were the fellowſhip of chaſte and religious 

Airgms. 

Thts vertuons Lucina (fo ſo was the called) having tn- 
telligence befoze, by fhe Dverſeers of the Punnerp, how 
that the Emperour her Father with manp other Knights, 
were comming to vifik their Religfous Yabitation, agamſt 
their appꝛoach ſhe attyzed her ſelfe in a Gown of white 
Satten, all lapd ober with Geld Lace, having alſo her golden 
Locks ol Haite ſome what layd fozth : and upon her Head was 
knit a Garland of (weet ſmelling Flowers, which made her 
ſeme like ſome celeftiali oz dibme creature. 

mw Beauty was ſo excellent, that it might have quailed 
the heart of Cupid and her bzaberp erceded the Paphyan 
Nuegns. Neber could Nature wilh all ber cunning frame 
moze Beauty in any one creature, fhan was upon her Face: 
noz neber could the flatterimg Spzens mae beguile the Tra- 
vellers, than did her b2tght counfenancs enchant che Engliſh 
Champion: foz at his firſt entrance into ſhe Nunnerp , bee 
was lo raviched with her ſight, that bee was not able to with- 
d;aiv his epes from ber Beautp, but od gazing upon ber 
roſte coloured Cheeks, like one bewitched with Mcduſacs 
hadowes. And to be ſhozt, ber Beauty ſemediſo Angelicall, 
aud the burning flames of love ſo fired his heart, that der 
muſt eicher enjop her compaup , oz gibe end to his life by ſome 
untimelp meanes- 

Saint George being wounded thus with fhe Dart of 
Love , diffembled hts gatefe > and revealed it not to any =; 
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buf departed wich the Tmpersur back agame to the Ci 
leaving his beart behmde him cloſed in the Stony Portage 
with his lo velp Lucina. 

All that enſuing night hee could not enjop the benefit ot 
ſleep, but did contemplate upon the Divine Beauty of his 
Lady , aud fraughted his winde with a thouſand ſeberall 
cogitations how bee might attaine to her lobe, being a chaſte 
Utgm and a pꝛokeſſed Nunne. | 

In this manner ſpent bee away the night, and no (ooncr 
appeared the meanings bꝛightneſſe m at we Chamber Win» 
dow, but dee aroſe from his reſtleſſe Bed, and Attyzed him⸗ 
ſelfe m watchtt Velbet, to ſigniſie his true lobe, and wandzed 
all alone unto the Ponaſterp, were hee revealed his deep 
affection unto fhe Lady, who was as farre from gzauting to 
his Requeſts, as the Skies from fhe Earth, oz the depsſt 
Seas from the bigheſt Elements: foz thee pꝛoteſted while 
life remapned wichin der Bodp, never to peld her love m 
tye wap of marriage to any one, but to remame a pure Utr- 
gm, and one of Diana's Traine. 

No other reſolution could Saint George get of the chaſte 
Nurne, which cauſed him to depart in gyzeat diſcontent, tn- 
fending to ſeek by ſome other meanes to obtame her lobe; 
lo comming to the reit of the Chꝛiſtian Champtons, bee re- 
vealed to them fhe fruth of all tpings that had hapned: who 
tn this manner counſelled dim, that hee ſhould pꝛobide a 
multitude of Armed Lintghts, eberp ons bearing tn weir 
bands a Sword ready d2a\vne, ano to enter the Bonafterp 
at ſuch time as ſhce little miſf:uſted , aud firſt with faire 
pꝛomiles ano kinde Specdes to lerk ber love, but if ſhæ peeſved 
not, to fil her cares with cruellthzeatnings, p2otefting (hat 
if ſh& will not gzant to requite his love with like affection , 
he would not leave one Stone of that Ponaſtery ſtanding upon 
anotyer,aud likelolſe to make her a blody offermg up to Diana. 

This policy liked well Samt George, fhongh her intended 
not to pzoſecnte ſuch cruelty: ſ@ the next mozning by bzeak 
of dap be went unto the Punnerp in company of no other but 
wwe Chꝛiſtim Champions, Armed in bziaht Armour with 
tyeir gliſtring Swozds ready dzawn, which thep carried under 
fheir üde Cloaks to p2obent — 5 

1. 
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But when ſhey came to the Ponaffery, and had entred tn- 
to the Chamber of Lucina ( whom fþey found kneling up 
on the bare gzoumd at her Ceremoncous Oziſons) Satnt 
George firſt pzoffered her ktndnefle by faire pꝛomiſes, but 
finding that therebp bee nothing pꝛebailed, bee then made 
knowne his pzetended unmerctfull purpoſe , and thereupon 
all of them ſhaking ficir b2iaht Swords agamſt her vertuous 
Beaſt, thep pzoteſted (though confrarp to fhetr mtents) 
that except thee would pelo to Samt George ber uncon» 
1 Love, thep would Cape cir Meapons in her deareſt 
Blood. 

At which words the diſtrelſed Tirgin being overcharged 
ivtih feare, ſunck downe pzeſcntly to the gꝛeund, aud ſay 
to2 a time in a dead agony, bt in the end recovering ber 
ſelfe , ſhe likted uꝝ her Angelicall Face, ſhꝛo wded under a 
cloud of pale ſom ow, aud mim fþts manner declared her 


Pot renohned, and well appꝛobed Lintght ( (aid ſhee ) 
;£ {s 47 ditkicult to mer to climb up to the higheſt top of 
graben, as to perſwade mp minds to peld te che fulfilltng 
v{ rour requeſts. The pure aud chaſte Goddeſſe Diana fhat 
ats now crowned among! be golden Stars, will revenge 
wy per jured pzomile if J pelo to pour deſires , foz J have 
long lince deeply vowed to ſperv my dapes tn fhis religions 
Monſe, tn hondur of her Deitp, and rot to petd fþe lower 
of my Uirgmitp to any ene, Which vow JF will not infringe 
foz all the Wealth of Rome: pou knov baave Champions, 
fpat in time the watrp d2ops will molliſte the hardeſk Dta- 
mond, and time may ro2t this reſolution out of mp heart. 
Thperetoze J requeſt pon by Honour of true Anight hood, 
aud by the loves pou beare to pour native Cruntreps , to 
g2ant mee the liberty of leben dapes, that J may at full 
conſider with my heart befoze J give an Anſwer to your De⸗ 
mands, and to the intent hat 3 may make ſome publick Sacri⸗ 
fices, as well to appeaſe the bath which the chaſte Goddeſſe 
Dinamap conceibe agatnſt me, as roſatiefie my own Soule 
to; not fulfilling my Tow, 
hele wazds were no ſoner ended, but the Champions 
ente th ot anp ingze delap jopkully conſented > 
a and 
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aud mozeaber p2offered themiclues to hæ all pzelent at (he 
ſame ſacrifice, and ſo departed from the Ponaſterpy with 
cxceding gzeat camtozt. 

Lye Champions being gone, Lucina catiedtegetbcr all fhe 
reſt of the Nunnes, ano declared to thew the whole diſcourſe of 
ber allaplmont, where after amongſt thts Religious Company, 
with the help of ſome other of the ir app2oved friends, they 
deviled a molt ſtrange Sacrifice, which hath ſince been the oc- 
caſion fhat ſo many tnhumane aud bloody Sacrifices have ben 
- Committed. | | | 

The next mozning after fix dapes were finiſhed, no 
ſooner did bzight Phœbus ſhew his golden beames abzoad, 
but the Nunnes began to pꝛepate all things in readineſſe foz 
the Sacrifice : to diceduly befoe the dooze of the Panaſterp, 
they hyꝛed cunning Wo2k-men to erect a Scaffold, all very 
richly covered with Cloth of Gold, aud upon the Scaffold 
(about the middle thercof ) was placed a faire Table, covered 
alſo with a Carpet of Cloth of Gold, ano upon it a Chafing» 
dich of Coales burning: all this being ſet in good ozder, the 
Cmperour wich the Chaiſtim Champtens, and many other 
Noman Knights being pꝛeſent to behold the Ceremoneous 
Sacrifice, little miſtruſted the dolefull Tragedy that after 
hapned. 

: The Alemblp being itlent, there was Ctrait-wayes heard 
a (wat and harmoneous ſound of Clarions and Trumpets, 
and ſyndzy other kinds of Inſtruments : fbeſe entred firſt 
upon the Scaffold, ano next unto them were bzeught ſeben 
Uams, all adozned with fine white Mall moze ſoft in feeling 
tyan Arabian Silk, with huge and mighty cragged Homes 
ound abont with Garlands of Flowers: affer them followed 
a certain number of Nunnes atty2ed in black Aeſtures, ſing 
ing their accuſtomed Songs in theYonour of Diana : after then 
followed an ancient Patron d2awn m a Chariot by four come- 
lp Uirgins, bzinging in their hinds the Amage of Diana: and 
on either ide ol yer two ancient Nunnss ol gꝛeat eſtimation, 
each of them bearing in their hanos rich Veſſels of Gols full 
of moſt pꝛecious and wert Wines: fhen after all this came 
the beautifull Lucina apparcelled with a rich Kobe of effate,bs- 


ing of a 22eat and tneſtimable value. 
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Thus ceremoneauſlp thep aſcended the Scaffold, whcre 
be Patron placed "the Amage of Diana behmd the Cha- 
fingdiſh of Coales that was there burning : and the reit of 
we Nunnes continued ftill ſinging cheir Songs and dzinking 
of the pzecious Wines that were bzought tn ſhe golden 
cicflels. This being done, they all at once b2onght low the 
necks of the Rams bp cutting the ir fhzoats , whoſe blood 
tyep ſpzinkled round about the Scaffold, and opencd tycir 
2 1 and burned the ir mward parts in the Chafingdith of 
Coales, | 

Thus, with the laughter, they made Sacrifice to fhe Queen 
of Chaſtity: at tye ſight whereof was pzeſent the ſurfetting 
Lover Satnt Gcorge, with the other ſir Chꝛiſtian Knight g 
Armed all tn bzight Armour, ano were all very; attentive to 
fhts that J have here told pou. 

Tbe Sacrifice ended, this Lucina commanded ſilence to be 
made, and when all the cempany were ſtill, he rayſed her ſelſe 
upon her fœt, and with a heavie vopce, diſtilling manp ſalt 
teares, lhe laid: 

O moſt excellent and chaſte Dima, in whoſe bleſſed bo⸗ 
(uw wee undefiled irgma doe recreate our ſelves: unto 
thp moſt Dibine exccilency doe % now commend this mp 
laff Sacrifice, calling to reco;d all e Gods, that J have done 
mp beſt to continue a ſpotleſle Paiden of thy moſt beautifull 
Traine. 

O Veavbens! ſhall J conſent to deliber mp Uirginitp wil 
ungly to him, whoſe ſoule deſires to have (he uſe of it: nz shall 
J mp ſelfe commit mp utter ruine and ſozrowfull deſtruction, 
which P2oceedefh only by the meanea of mp flouriſhing Beau⸗ 
ty: the which J would it had bern as black as the nightly Ka- 
vens, on like to ths fawny tanned Poozes tn fþe furtheſt 
Pountames of India. 

D ſacredDiana ! thou bleſfed Queen of Chaſtity, is it 
poſſible fyat fhou doſt conſent that a Utrgtn deſcended from 
{o ropali a Race as J am, ſhould ſuffer the wozthinclle of yer

So, tn finiſhing this ſozrowfull pech, ſhe dzetww out a 
faire and bzight ſhining Dwozd, which ſhe had hidden ſe- 
cretlp under her Gowne , and letting the Hilt againſt type 
Scaffold (little ſoked foz of her Father aud thoſe that were 
paeſent) the ſuddenly thz8w her ſelfe upon the point of that 
SWwozd , in ſich furious manner, ſhat if parted her bloody 
heart tn ſunder, and ſo rendzed her Boule to fþs tuttion 
Uo — whom ſhes offered her moſt bloody aud refhfull 
acrifice. 

Mhat ſhall 4 bere declare ſhe lamentable ſozrowes aus 
pittifull Lamentation hat was there made by her Father 
and ofher Roman Knights that were pzeſent at this un- 
happy miſchauce - ſo gꝛeat it was that the Malls of the Po- 
2 ry Ecchoed , aud their pittitull ſhzteks aſcended to the 
Clouds, | 

But none was moze g2ievsd in minds than the afflicted 
Cngliſh Champion, who (like a man diffraught of ſenſs) 
in gzeat fury raſhed amongſt the people, (bzowtng chem 
downe on every ſide, till bee aſcended upon che Scaffold: 
and appzoaching the dead body of Luc ina, bee took ber up in 


bis Armes, and with a NE and palſlonate boyce bes 
3 ald: 
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ald: O mp beloved jop, and late mp onlp hearts delight, 
this tye ſacrifice wheretn chzough thy deſperatnelle) 
thou half deceived mer, who loved the moze than thy ſelfe - 
is thts thy reſptt that thou requiredſt to; ſeben dayes , 
{nherein thou haff concluded fhy owne death aud my utter 
confuſgon z 

Oh noble Lucina, and my beloved Lady , if fþis were 
typ mtent, whp didft hon not frft ſacrifice me thy Scr- 
vant and Love, whollp ſubjected unto fþp dibtne beauty - 
Uo? bee unto me, and woe be unto mp unhappy Enterpzile: 
— by it is the lolt, who was made ſoberaigne Lady of my 

eark. 

Oh Diana, accurſed by this chance, becauſe thou haſt 
conſentcd to ſo bloody a Tragedp : foz 4 doe here pꝛoteſt, 
that never moze ſhalt thou bee wozſhipped , but in thy ſtead 
in every Land aud 22 where the Engliſh Cham: 
pion commeth, ſhall Lucina bee adozed. Foz from hence- 
fozth will J ſerk to diminich thp name, and blot it from the 
godzoll of the Firmament, pea, and utte rip extinguiſh it fo: 
ever, ſo fhat there ſhall never moꝛe memozy remame of the , 
fo; — fhy bloody tyranny , in ſuffering ſa lamentable a 
Cacrifice. 

No ſooner had he delivered theſe Speeches, but incenſed 
with fury hee dzew ont his [word, and parked the Image 
of Diana mto two pieces, pzoteſfing to ruinate ſhe Pona⸗ 
{tery within whoſe Malls toe device of this bloody ſacrifice 
was concluded. 

The ſozroly and extream gziete of the Roman Empe⸗ 
rour ſo erceded foz the murfher of his Daughter, that bee 
fell to the Earth tn a ſenflefſe wound, and was carrted by 
certame of his Linfghts , Falfe dead wich gziefe home to 
his Wallace , where bee rematned ſpechleſle by the ſpace of 
thirty dapes. ; 

; Obe Emperour dd Sonne, as valiant in Armes as any 
Vene lcalian except Baint anthony. This poung Pzince 
hole name was Lucius, ſ&tng his Siſters timeleſſe death, 
d by what meanes it was committed, bee pꝛeſentiy inten- 
ded with a trame of an hundzed Armed Knights which 
continually aftenved upon his Perſon , to allaple _ 


ſeven Champions of Chriſtendom. 


dilcontented Champions, aud by fozce of Armes to tobenge 
his Siſters deafh. | 

This reſolution lo encouraged the Roman Lnights , but 
cſpeciatiy the Cmpergurs Sanne, that betivixt theſe two 
companies began as terrible a Battell as ever was foug|;t 
by any nights; the ſterceneſſe of their blowes ſo excæded 
the one ſide againſt fhe other, that ſhep did reſound Ec 
_ which pelded a terrible noyſe tm the neighbouring 
Woods. J 

This Battell did continue betwixt fem bolh ſharp and 
fierce foz fhe ſpace of two heures, by which time pe valour 
of the tncenſed Champions ſo pzevatled, that moſt of the 
Roman Knights were diſcomfited aud Laine: ſome had 
weir Heads parted from their Shoulders, ſome had their 
Arms and Legs lopped off, aud ſome lay bzeathlefle, wel- 
tring in their own bloeds, in which Encounter many a No- 
man Lady loſt her husband, many a Widdow was bereaved 
of her Sonne, and ajany a Child left fatherleſſe, to the g2eat 
fozraw of the whole Tountrep. 

But when dhe baltaut poung P2ztuce of Rome ſaw his 
nights diſcomfifed , and be left alons to withſtand ſo ma. 
ny noble Champions, bee pꝛeſently ſet ſpurres to his Moꝛſe, 
aud fled from them like a heap of duſt fozced by a Whirle 
wind. 

After whom the Champions would not purſue , aceaun⸗ 
ting it noglozy to fhetr names to tr pumph in the obertþzow 
of a ſingle Knight, but remained ſtill by the Staffold, where 
they buried thc ſacrificed Uirgin, under a Parble Sfonecloſe 
by * Ponaſterp Wall. The which being done to their con- 
tentmonts, Samt George engzabed this Epitaph upon the 
ſame Stone with the point of his Dagger, which was in this 
wiſe following :

Bo, when bee had witten fhis Epitaph, the Chzifttan 
Thampions mounted upon thetr ſwift:foofed St&ds , and 
bade adus to fhe unhappy Confines of Italy, hoping to 
finde better Foztunss in other Countreps. Jn which Travel! 
wir will leave them foz a time, and (peak of fhe Pzince of 
Rome: whe after the diſcomfifure of che Roman Knights, 
fied in ſuch haſte from the furtes of the Marlike Champions. 
After which, bee like a raging Lyon traverſed along by thc 
River : of Tybris , filling alf places wich his melancholy pal⸗ 
lions, untlli ſuch time as bee enfred into a fþick Gzove , 
whercin be purpoſed to reff his weary Limbs, and lament 
his mil-foztunes. After hee had in chis ſolitat p place unla: 
ced his Helmet, and hurled it ſcoanfully agamſt ſhe azound , 
the infernall Furies began to biſit him, and to ſting his Bꝛeaſt 
wifh mottons of fiery rebenge. In ſpe end bee caſt up his 
wzetched eyes unto the @ktes and ſaid: 

Oh pou katall Zozhes of ſhe Elements, why are pou not 
clad in mournfull Yabilfments, to cloak my wandzing ſteps 
in eter nall darknefle 2 oz ſhaſl J bee made a ſcoʒn in Rome fog 
1p cowardtſe 2 oz ſhall J refurne and accompany my Roman 
friends in death, whoſe blood mee fhinks J ſe; ſp2inkled 
about the Fields of Italy? Me thinks J beare their bledtng 
Soules fill each cozner of the Earth with my baſe flight: there- 
foze will J not live to bes termed a fearefull Coward, but dte 
couragionlly by mme owne hands, whereby thoſe accurſed 
Champions ſhall not obtaing the conqueſt ol my death, nag try⸗

This charges of the Grecian Emperour (as he commau- 
ded) was ſpeedily perfozmed » wich ſuch diligence, chat in 
a ſhozt time it came to the eares of the Chziſttan knights, 
as thep travelled betwirt the P2ovinces of Aſia aud Atrica, 
who at the time appointed, came in gzeat Pomp and Pa- 
jeſkp to e to furniſh foz'h the Bonon 
Triumphs. 

At the Name whereof likewiſe reſazted_thither a g28a7 
number of Knights of gzeat valour and ffrength : among 
whom was fhe Pꝛince of Argier with a gadlp company of No» 
ble Werſans : aud the P3tnce of Feſſe with many wel pꝛopoꝛ⸗ 
tioned nights. Likewiſe came ſhicher ſde Ming of Arabia 
tm gzeat tate: and with no leſſe Majeſty came the n ing of 
Sicilia, and a 1Bzofher of his, iuho were both Gpants. Many 
other bzave and valtint Knights (whole names J here 
omit) came fhither to honour the Gzecian Emperour , fo 
that bes was very well eſtæmed of by them all. And as they 
came to honour the Triumphs: ſo likewiſe thepcaime to b 
weir Fatitudes, aud to get Fame ano Name , and tbe 
pzaiſe that, Lelongefy to adventurous At wing ſup⸗ 
poſed of all the company that the Ktng Sicilia wauld game 
by his P3oweſſe the Dignity from the reff, fo that hæ was 
a Gpant of verp hig Limvs, although his 1Szother was taken 
to be the mage furious Knight : who not to Juſt ,

Palace, ſhew- 
ing yon the Ladies g2eat friendſhip and cout teſie as the

Which being done, hee beheld the Uing of Arabia tarrp⸗ 
ing to receive him at the Juſt: and the Trumpets began 
to ſoimnd , giving them to under ſtand that they mutt p2c:

The Arabian Bing being thus ovei thzowne, there en

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Steele before his Bzeaſt; his pomp and pzide excæded all the 
Knights chat were hen pzeſent , but pet to ſmall purpoſe 
his pꝛide and arrogancic ſerved : foꝛ at the firſt Encounter he 
was ovcrth2o0wn to the g2ound : in like ſozt did this Pagan 
uſe fifteere other nights of fiftenc ſeberal Pꝛobinces, to the 
gzeat wonder and amazemezt of he Cinperonr and all thc

During all theſe valiant Encounters, Saint George with 


fhe ofyer Chʒiſtian Champions ſtod a farre off upon a high 
— bcholdtng them , intending not as pet to be ſcene in 
t. 


But now fþis vali mt Pagan after bee had rode ſome ſir 
Courſes up and down the place, and ſeœing none entt ing fe 
Etlt pard, be thought to beare all the Fame and Honour away 
foʒ that dap. 

But at the ſame inſtant there entred the noble minded 
Pꝛince of Feſſe, being foz Courage ths onely Pz ide of his 
Counti ey, hee was a marvellous well pzopozttoned Knight, 
and was ar med all m white Armour, w2ought with excellent 
knots ol Gold, aud hes bzougbt in his Compmy a hundzed 
nights, all attpzed in white Batten, and riding about 
the place, bee ſhewed his obedience unto ſhe Emperour, ana 
— ati the Ladies, and thcreupon the Trumpets began to 
ound, 

At the noyſe whereof the two Knights ſputred their Cour: 
ſers,and made their Encounters ſo ſtrong, and ſuch gzeat furp, 
fhat the pꝛoud Pagan was call to the gzound, and fo departed 
the Liſts with g2eat diſhononr. . 

Straight way entred the b2ave King of Sicilia, who was

At the ſecond courſe the poung Pz2tince of Feſſe was cars 
ryed over his Mae buttocks, aus ſhe Saddle wifh him be- 
twixt his Legs, which was a gzeat gziefe unto the Empe⸗ 
rour, and ali the companp fhat did ſce him, fo that bee was 
well beloved of them all, and held foz a Knight of gzeat 
eſtimation.

there was no queſtion among either Nobles oz the Multitude,

But being tn fþis arrogant pzide, be heard a gzeat noiſe 
tn fbe manner of a Tumult dzawing neare , which was os 
ang acci⸗ 
dent, aud loking about what it ſhould ber, hr bebeld Satnt 
George entring the Liffs , as then come from the Gallerp, 
who was Armed with his rich and ſtrong Armour, all of pur: 
ple, fall of golden ſtarres, and befdze htm rode the Champt. 
ons of France, Italy, Spaine and Scotland, ali on ſtately Conr- 
ſers, bearing in their hands foure Silken Streamers of four 
ſeberaf colours. And there followed him tde Champion of 
Wales, carrping his Shield, whereon was poztraped a gol- 
den Lyon in Sable Field, ano the Champion of Ireland 
like wile carryed his Speare being of knotty Aſhe, ſtrongly 
bound about with Plates of Stele, all which thewed the high - 
_ — his diſcent,tn that ſo many bzave Knights attended up⸗ 
on him. | 

So when Saint George had paſſed by the Ropall Seat 
whereon the Emperour late Jnveſted , tn whoſe company 
were many Pzmces of gzeat Power, hee rode along by

Mhich 
words of fhe lobely Pztncefſe atfhough Samt George beard 
— well, pet paſſed hee on as though hee had heard 
nothing. 

HS when hee was come befoze fhe Face of his Adberſary, 
be tk his Shield aud his Speare, aud pzepared himſelfe in 
readineſſe to Juſt, aud ſo being both pzovided, the Trumpets 
began to ſound , whereat with gent furp theſe two UWar- 
like Knights met together, and neither of them miſſed their 
blowes at heir Encounter: but pet by reaſon that Saint 
George had a delire to extoll his Fame, aud to make his 
name rel ound chzough the TWozld , hee ffrok the Gyant ſuc 
a mighty blow upon his 152eaft , that her pzeſentip over⸗ 
bew him to the gzound, and ſo with gzeat State ane Pa⸗ 
jeſty he paſſed along without any ſhew of diſdatne, wherear fhe 
{People gave ſo gzeat a Shout, fhat it reſounded like an Eccho 
mw the Ap2e ; and tn this manner (atd: The gzeat and furious 
Donner — overfhzown, and his mighty ſtrength hath little 
A . 

After this many l ziaces pꝛobed their Adventures againſt 
fpe Engliſh Champion, and every Knight that was of any 
eſtimation Juſted with him, but with g2eat eaſe be obertame 
them ali tn leſſe then the ſpace of two honres. So at ſuch 
time as bzight Phœbus began to make an end of his long 
journep , and fhe dap tod2aw to an end, there appeared to 
enter ito the Lifts the bzave aus mighty Gyant, bemg 1520: 
fþer te the Sic.lian King, with a mighty e Speare tn his 

aud, whoſe gitmmermg point of Steele glffered though all 

e Court, hee b3ought with him but onely one Squtre, at- 
tyzed in ſilver Patlobzinging tn his hau answer Lance. 

So this furious Spant, without any care of courteſte 
due unto fhe Emperour m any of his Knights ſpere —

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entred the place, which being done, the Squire fbat bzought

ſatd : Sir Knight, ponder bzabe and valiant z mp 
Lozdano Paſter , doth ſend unto ther this Warlike Speare, 
aud fycrewityall hee willelh ther to defend thy ſelfe to the ut⸗ 
termoſt of thy power and ſfrength , foz bee hath bow'd be: 
foze Sunne ſet, to bee otther Lozdof fhy Foztunes oz a Ual:

tall Battell. 

Lhts bzaving Pellage cauſed Samt George to [mile and 
2:d fnhis Bꝛeaſt anew deſire of Honour, and ſo returned him 
this Anſwer: Friend, goe thy wapes and tell the Gyant that 
ſcent tber, that Jdoe accept his Demand, although it doch gzieve 
my very ſaute to heare his arrogant Defiance, to the gzeat di⸗ 
{turbance of this Nopal Company, and in the pꝛeſence of ſo 
mighty an Emperour: but ſ&ing his ſtomack is goꝛged with ſo 
much Pꝛide, tell him that George of England is ready to make 
his Defence, and alſo that ſhoztly hee ſhall repent him by the 
pledge of mp Knight had. 

In ſaping tyeſe wozds, he tok the Speare from fhe Squire 
and delivered him his Gantlet from his hand to carry to his 
Maſter, and ſo put himſelfe to the ſtanding, awaiting foz the

The Pzince of Conſtantipople (truck the Engliſh Knight 
ſuch a fut ious blow , that hee made him to decline his head 
to his bacaſt , ano fozced him to recople backwards two oz 
thz& ſteps, but hee came quickly agame to himſelfe, and re» 
turned him lo mightp a blow upon his Pelmet , that hes

Then began betwixt them a marvellous and well fought 
bat tell, that ali that beheld them gꝛeatly admited: with gert 
pollicp and ffrength thep endur ed the bickering all day, and 
when thep ſaw the bak ana ͤtenebzous night come upon 
yew 15er ſtrobe with moe courage ans ſtrengih to fintlh their 

ttell. 

The Pꝛzinte of Conſtantinople, puffing awd blowing like 
an enraged Bull, lift up his Sword with bolh his hends, ano 
diſcharged it ſe Krongip upon his Enemp, that perfozce 
bee made him to fall to the ga ound, and fherewithati offered to 
pull his Helmet from his Bead. But when the Engliſh Knight 
ſaw himlelke in chat ſont hee thꝛew his Shield from him, and 
verp ſtrongip caught kþe ofyer about fbe neck, and held him 
faſt, ſo that botwwixt hem began a mighty aud terrible w2eft- 
ling, tumbling and wallowing up and downe the Gally,

At this time the night began to be ber y dark, wherefoze hey 
called foz Lights, which pꝛeſently were bzonght them by tyc 
Marriners; in the meane time theſe nights did ſomewhat 
bzcathe themſelbes , alfhongh it was not much.

10ſt courte ous nights pou muſt pardon me, foz that J doe 
regueſt pou to retuin again, and pꝛocæd no furtyer if you doe 
eſteem of pour lives; fog in going this wap there is nothing to 
be had but death. ; 

Foz fþat the Load of fzis Countrep is a furious Ponſter, 
calico the two Beaded Liilght, ano hee is ſo furtous in his 
tyꝛanny, that never any ſtranger could as pet eſcape out of 
his hand alive. And foz pꝛofe of his crueity, no longer than 
peftervay hee bzought hither a Lady pꝛiſoner, who at ber firſt 
commug ou Shoar, hee all to bewhipt and beat her in ſuch 
ſoꝛt hat it would make we moft ty2aunous Tpzant that is, 
to relent aud pitty ber diſtreſle, (wearing chat every dap 
hee would ſo to2ment her, till her life and body did make heit 
leparatton. 5 ; 

Pollemus the Paince of Conſtantinople , was berp atten- 
tive to the old maus wozds , thinking the Lady to te his 
Dulcippa after whom bee lo long travelled : the gziefe hee 
received at fhis repozt ſtruck luch a terrour to his peart, 
fhat he fell into a wound, aud was not able ts goe any further. 
But Samt Georges Sonnes, who knew him to bee a Knight 
of much valonr, cncouraged htm, aue pzotefted by the Wonour 
of their ntght-hods, never to foſake his company, till they 
ſaw his Ladp deltbered from ber tozments, and he (aſely con: 
duced home mto his own Countrey. 

So travelling with this reſolution , fhe night came on, 
and it was ſo dark, fpat they were conſtrained to ſ@k 
ſome convenient place to take their reſts, and laping them⸗ 
ſelves downe under a bzoad-bzanched Oak Tre, tpep paſſed 
the Night, pondcring in their minds a chouſand imagt- 
nat ions.

Theſe warlike nights laced on their Helmets, and came 
unto fhe place where thee was; but when the Pzince of 
Conſtantinople ſaw her, dee pzeſentlp knew ber to be his 
Lady and lovelp Piſtreſſe. Foz, by reaſon of the coldneſſe 
of the night, and with ber gzeat Lamentation and wepings, 
ſha was ſo full of ſozrow and affliction, that ſhe could ſcarce 
ſpeak. Likewiſe fþe P2tnces heard ſo perned at the ſight of

But pet at laſt , with a ſozrowſiull ſigh be aid: Dh cruell 
hinds ! is if poſſibls that there ſhould rematn in you ſo much 
miſchiefe, that whereas there is ſuc gzeat Beauty and faire

This wofull Pzince wich much ſozrow did behold her 
white skin and back all to beſpotted wilh her red blod, and 
taking a Cloak from ane of the Marriners, bee thzewit upon 
her , aud covered her body, and tok her in his Armes whilſt 
we other Knights unbound her. 

Dyis unhappy Lady never felt noz knew what was done 
unto her, fill ſa time as ſhee was leoſed from ſpoſe hands, 
and in fe Armes of her Lover. — her thought that - 
ſher had ben in the Armes of the monttrous a 
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Knight , and therefoze ſha gave a terrible ſigh , ſaying ; Dh 

Pollemus, my true betrothed Pusvand , wers art thou now, 

—— commeſt nat to ſuct eur mee: aus fherewifhall ceaſed 
er es. 

This Pzince bearing fyeſe wozds , would have anſwered 
her, but he was diſturbsd by bearing of a gzeat nopſe of 
a YHozſs, which ſesmed to bee in the Woods among it the 
<LI. 

The reſt of the Knights intending to ſ&@ what it ſhould 
be, left the Lady lying upon ſde gen g2aſfſe in the kœping 
of Pʒince Pollemus and the Parriners, aus [8 Saint Georges 
Donnes went towards that place whereas they heard that 
ruſhing nopſe, and as ſhep diltgently lookt about fheur , thep 
beheld the two-beaded Ponſter mounted upon a furious ano 
gzeat Palfrey, who returned to ſee if the Lady were alive, fo; 
to tozment ber anew. 

But when hee came to fhe Pillar and ſaw not he Lady, 
with an trefull look hee caſt his eyes, looking round about 
im on every ide, and at laſt hee ſaw the ther Knights com: 
ning towards him with a flow ano qutet pace, and how 
the Lady was untyed from the Pillar where hee left ber, 
and N — Arms of anofþer Knight , making ber (ozrowfyll 
complaint. ; 

The two headed Knight ſeeing them tn this ozder , with 
gzeat wzalh bes came riding upon his furious Poꝛſe towards 
them: and when he was neare them, he ſapd : Fond Knights, 
what wzetched folly aud madneſſe hach bewitched pou, that 
without any leave pou habe adventured to untie the Lady 
from the Pillar where J left her, oz come you to offer up 
your bioods tn ſacrifice upon my Fauchion:? To whom one 
of the fhzc& valiant Bzothers anſwered ,; and ſapd : We bee 
nights of a ſtrange Countrep, that at the ſozrowfull com⸗ 
plamt of this Lady arrived at chts place, aud ſeeing ber to 
vg a faire aus beautifull woman, and without anp deſert 
to be thus cvill.tntreated, it moved us to put our perſons 
m adventure agamſt chem that will ſeme farther te miſ⸗uſe 
ver. | 

In the meane time chat the: Knight was (peaking fbeſe 
wozds , ye ugly defmed Ponſter beheld him verp pze⸗ 
ciſely , kettting his bꝛows with the gzeat anger hee received

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his manſtraus dealt , dee made him to give ſo might 
leap » fhat hee had almoſt fellen un the Euglich 2 
who wilh g2eat lightnefſe did deliver himſelfe, and ſo dzaw⸗ 
ing out his woe, hee would habe ffracken him, but the 
— 2 by with lo gaeat ſwiftneſſe, that dee conÞd not 
reach him. 1 
Here began as terrible a battle between ſhe t loo · headed 
Linight aud Saint Georges Sonnes, as eber was fought by 
any nights; their mighty blowes ſeemed to rattle in the Cle. 
ments like to a terrible fhunder, and their Swords to ffrike 
ſparkling fire in ſuch abundance, as fhough it had been from a 
Smiths Anvill. | 
During this confivt , ſbe EngliſhKnights were ſo gzie⸗ 
voullp wounded , that all weir baight Armour was ſtained 
with a bloody goze , and their Hetmets bzuiſed with the ter 
ritle ſtrokes of the Monſters Fanchion, whereat they gzew 
moze inraged, and fyeir trength began to encreaſe in ſuch (ot,

that one of them firnck an overchwart blow wich his t 
Swoꝛd upon his knee, and by reaſon chat his Armour was not 
very god, he cut it cleane aſunder, ſo fhat leg and all fell to the 
g20und, ano che two⸗ headed night fell on the other ſide to the 
garfh, and wiib gzeat roaring hee began to rage and tate like a 
bens, aus to blaſpheme againſt pe Fates foz this his ſudden 
Unthap. 

The other two Bꝛeſhzen ſeeing this, p2eſen(ty cut off his

Tpere was another Linight that came with the Monſter, 
who when hee law all that had paſſed, wrh gzeat fears re- 
turned the way from whence he came. | 

Theſe Uidztous Conquerours, when thep ſaw fhat wild 
ſo g2eat eals thep were delivered from ſhe Tyꝛants cruelty , 
vith jopkull bearts they departed, wilh conqueff, to the 
9 1 — » where they left him comfozting 
hi Lady.

So at fhe end of fþ2& dayes, when tbe Pzincelp Lady 
had recovered health, fyey left the Countrep of Armenia, 
aud departed back to the Seas, whereas they had left their 
@hips lying at roade , that tarried there untill their com 
ming. 

Mbereinto they had ns ſogner entred, but fye Parriners 
hopſed Saple, and tek their way towards Conſtantinople , as 
the Knights commanded. The Minds ſerved fhem ſo pꝛoſpe- 
roully that wifhin a (mall time fey arrived in Greece, and 
landed within two dapes journey ol the Court, which lay fhen 
at Paru about a mile from Conſtantinople. 

15eing aland, the Pzince Pollemus conſulted wich Saint 
Georges (h2e Donnes, what courſe were belt to bæ taken 
foz thetr pzoceding tn the Court. Foz, ſaifþ bee, unlee 
J may wich the Emperour my Fathers conſent, enjoy 
imp deareft Dulcippa, J will live unknowne in her com- 
pany , rather than delight in the Yeritage of tenne luch 
Impires. 

At laſt, wer concluded that he Lady thould bee cobered 
in a black vaile foz bemg knowne, and Pollemus in black 
Armes, and fhe ofher Knights all ſutable ſhould ride toge⸗ 
ther: which accozdingly they did, and about tenne in the 
mozntng entred fye Palace: where they found he Em⸗ 
perour, the ſeven Champions, with many other Painces 
in he gzeat Hall: to whom one ol Samt Georges Sonne s 
hug ſpake : : 

Gzeat Cmperour aud noble Knights, ibis knight fhat 
leadefp the Ladp hath long lobed her; in fþetr births there is 
gzeat difference, ſo that their Parents .croGle thetr affections:

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The Emperour condeſcended, and en ſhe Gz&n'befoze

| pions entred the Liffs, aud ran fh violent Courſes againſt 
1 tbe Black nights, without moving them : who never ſuffered 
the paints of the Speares to tcuch the Armour of the Champi⸗ 
ons: which the Emperour perceiving , guefſed them to ber of 
acquaintance: wherefoze giving judgement , that the night 
ſhould —— his Lady, at his requeſf fhep all diſcovered 
emſelbes. 
Y To deſcribe fhe delightfull comfozt that che Engliſh 
Champion tak tn the pzeſence of his Childzen , aud the 
jop fhat ſpe Emperour received at the returne of his loſt Son, 
requires moze Art and Cloquence ſhan mp tyzed ſenſes can 
affozd. J am therefoze bere fozced to leave che Flowers of 
Chivalrp tn the City of Conſtantinople. Of whoſe follow 
ing adbentures J will at large Diſcourſe hereafter : and how 
all tyeſe Famous Champions came to their Deafhs, and 
= what cauſe fhey were called the Heben Saints of Chzt- 
endome- 
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Of the renowned and prayſe-worthy death of Saint 
Patrick , how hee buryed his owne ſelfe : and for 
what cauſe the /riſh-mez to this day, doe weare 
their red Croſſe upon Saint Patricks day.

peace; a life moze delightfall to his aged heart, than all his 
kozmer accompliſhments.

Thus being changed flom a libelp ſubſtance to a dead 
Picture , his Attenders, as their auſuatt cuſtome was, came 
with Fad to relieve him, aus calling at the hole where hee had 
wont to receive it, they bcard nothing but emptp apze blow- 
ing in and out, which made them conjeſfyre pzelſently ſhat 
Death bad pzevailed, aud the fatall Siſters finiſhed up their 
1. abours : ſo calling together moꝛe company, they made an cn- 
trance theretnto , and finding what had hapned , how hee had 
hurped his own ſelfe, they repozted it foz a wonder up and 
town the Countrep , being an Accident of much ſtrangnelle: 
foz befoze that time fhe like neber chanced. 

Whereupon, by a common conſent of the whole King 
dome, they pulled downe fhe afozeſatd Houſe oz Tower, 
and tn the ſame place, builded in pꝛoceſſe of time a moſt ſump⸗ 
tusus Chappeil, calling it Saint Patricks Chappell , ano 
in che place where this holy Father had bur ped himſelfe , 
they likewiſe erected a Ponument of much richneſte, fra: 
med upon Pillars of pure Gold, beantifled with many arti: 
ficlall fights, moſt pleaſant to behold : whereunto ton

De till fired wifh Fame, fhirlſted even to his dying 
dap foz honourable Atchiebements,ano although Age and Thme 
had almoſt wearied him away, yet would hee once moze make 
his adventure tn the Fields of Mars, and ſeale up his Yo» 
ours in the Reco2ds of Fame with a noble farewell. 

Do upon a mozning framing himſelfe foz a nightly En⸗ 
terpꝛize, bee took his leabe of the awer Champions, and all 
alone well mounted upon a fuſfy Courler, farniſhed with 
[nfficient 15abiliments, foz ſo bzave an Cnterp213e, he began 
2 Jour nepzome towards his owne Countrey , accounting 
that his be lk jop, and the ſole of his moſt comfozt, But long 
had he not travelled, ere bee heard ol the diſtrelles ereol: 
how wales was beſet with a people of à ſavage nature, 
kpirſting koz blood, and the rutns of (hat bzave Uingdome: 
and how that many Battels had been fought to the * 
: men

ment of Chziffian Knight-hood. Whereupon arming him⸗ 
ſelfe with true reſolutton , bee wont fo; ward with a couragi⸗ 
ous minde either to redem the ſame, oz to loſe his beſt blob 
tn the Honour of the Adventure. 

— UWhereupon all the way as hee fravelled, hee dzew into 
bis Apd and Aſſiſtance, ali the beſt Knights bee could finde of 
any Nation whatſagber , gibing them pꝛomiſes of noble re- 
wards, and ſuch entertamments as befitted ſo wozfhy a 
fellowſhip. But this meanes befoze he came upon the 2502 - 
ders of Wales, bee had gathered together the number of fite 
hundzed Knights , of ſuch noble reſoluttons, chat all Ch2t- 
ſtendame could not affozd better, the ſeben Champions 
excepted. And fhcſe all well furniſhed foz Battell, entred tye 
Countrep, where they found many Zowns unpeopled, gatiant 

ouſes lubverted, Monaſteries defaced, Cities ruinated, 
ficlds of Coꝛne conſumed with Fire: yea,every hing ſo out 
of ozder, as if the Countrep had never been inhabited. Mhere⸗ 
upon with a gie ved minde toſe& fhe Regton of his Birth place 
fo confounded , and nofhing but up2ozes of murder and death 
ſounding in his eares, hee ſummoned his Jinigh*'s togckher, 
placing them in Battell Arrap, to travell high up tnto the 
Countrep,.foz the perfozmance of his deſired hopes. But as 
they marched along with an eaſie pace to pzevent dangers, 
there reſozted to them People of ati Ages, both poung and old, 
bitterlp complapning of fhe w2ongs fhis done unto thetr 
Countrep. Where when they knew him to be ſhe Champion 
of Wales, whom ſe long they had defired to l, their joyes (0 
exceeded, that all fozmer woes were aboltſhed, ano thep em- 
bolaned to nothing but r2venge. The teſt of the nights that 
came wifh Samt David, perceiving their Fozces and Nunbers 
ts encreaſe, purpoſed a pꝛeſent on:ſef, aud to ſhew themſelves 
befozs thetrr Cnemies, which lay incamped atnangſt the Poun⸗ 
taines, with ſuth ſtrength ano policy, that hard it was to make 
an Alſaphnent. | 
Whereupon fhe Noble Champion, being then their Ge- 
ner ali aud Leader, called his Captames together, aud with a 
bold courage ſaid as followech: 
w is the time, b2ave Partialiſts, oz neber to bo Ca- 


nontzed the Sonnes of Fame : chis ts ſhe dap of digrity oz 
diſhonour , an Tntervzize to make us ever live, va to end our 
names 
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names in obſcurity: let got chill feare > he Cowards com: 
panton , pull us back from the golden Zhzone where the Ad⸗ 
venturous Souldier its in glozy deſervedly : wee are to 
trample tn a Field of death and dead mens bones, and to 
buckle with an Enemy of gzeat ſfrength, a Pagan power that 
ſeks to over-run all Chziſtian Ltingdomes , and to waſhour 
Cambrian Fields with tnnocent bled: To Armes, J ſap , 
bzave Followers, J will bee the firſt to gibe death the on ſet, 
aud foz mp Colours v3 Enſigne doe J weare upon m 

Burgontt (pou ſ&) a g2&ne Lek beſet with Gold, wht 

fhall (if wee win the Qutozp) hereafter be an Ponoar unto 
Wales, and on this day, being fe firff of March, be foz ever 
wozne by the Welſh-men m remembzance hereof , which 
wozds were no ſ@ner-ſpoken by the Champton, but all tpe 
Ropall Army of everp degze and calling got themſeſbes the 
hike Recognizance , which was each of them a gz&ens Lek 
upon their * o Beabers, which they woze all the time 
ol the Battell, and by fhat meanes the Champions Followers 
were known from the others. This was not long adoing 
hefozs Samt David aud his Companies beheld deſcending 
from the Pounfaines , an Armp of Pagans, as it ſæmed 
numberlege, People of (ſuch mighty ſtatures, whoſs fights 
might even have daunted their noble reſolutions, had not the 
bzabe Champion ſtill animated them ward with Pzince⸗ 
ly mcouragements. Time taped not long ere the 15atte(s 
jopned, ano the Pagans wich ſbeir Aron Clubs ano Bats of 
Stele, ſo lapd about them, that had not sur Chziſtian Army 


ben pzeſerbed by miracle, ſuch a laughter had bern made of fye 
Champton and his Knights , that well might have cauſed the 
whole TWozld to wonder at. 


But fye Queen of Chance ſo favoured Saint David and 
his Followers, that what wich the ir nimble Lances, kene

Oh unhappy fate, to cut 
off hts Bonour that was the _y Dartmg of Honour 
me Melpomene to bewaple his loſſe:, that having wonne all, 
loſt his dearelife , a life fhat' the whols Wold might welt 
have miſſe of, Oh fatali chance! foz comming from the 
battell, over⸗deated in blood, a ſudden cold congealed in all 
bis lifes members, that without recovery hee was fozced to 
yeld unto death, to the gzeat griefe of all his Knights and 
Followers, who foz the ſpace of fozty dayes mautned tos him 
tn gzeat heavineſſe,and after attended him unto his Gzave joith 
much ſozrow. 

Which being done , in the Honour of his Name they oz. 
dapned a cuſtome, that the day of his Uinozp ſhould be cans: 
nized, and called i all after Ages Saint Davids dap, being

well-fare of Knight hood: ano ſo parting, fhey to fhetr 
J2tucely Pavillions, ano hee to his reſtleſle Journep, as 
well mounted, and as richly furniſhed with Habiliments of 
Anight⸗hood, as any Partialiſt in all Arabia, tn which 
Cuuntrep bee was then : but leaving chat place, and to ſa- 
tisfie his deſires , hee trabe lled day bp day toward the Ktng- 
dome of France, without any Adventure wozth repozting , 
till hee art ived upon the Boꝛders of that faire Countrey that 
bee had ſo long wiſhed to behold. But now ſ& how Fate 
frowned :' the welcome hee cxrpccted was ſuddenly converted 
into a deadly hatred; foz there was remayning tn the 
Frckich Lings favour a Knight ot Samt Michaels Dader, 
who tn fozmer times hearing of fhe hononrable Adventures

Law (without any further Tryatl) to receiove 
the lame. 

The gad Champion Satnt Denis, eben tn death having a 
moſt noble reſolution , nofhing at ali diſmayed, ano knowing 
his cauſe to bee good, aud that bee ſhonld ſaffer foz the Pane 
of his [wet Kedemer , hee moſt willingly accepted of fe 
ſame judgement, ſaping : Þolk mighty, but = crueil King, 
think not but this thy exceeding Ty2annp will ber requited in 
a ſtrange manner ::kthy cenſure J teke with much jop, in that 
die foz him whoſe Colours J habe wozne from mine In⸗ 
fancy, and fhts mp death ſeales up the obligation of ali my com- 
tozt?. And thou ſwat Countrey where J firff took life, re- 
ceibo it againe as a Legacy due unto th&: fog this my blood 
Which here J offer up into thy boſome , is the beit gift J can 
beſtow upon thee. Farewell Knight-)ad , farewell honour - 
able Adventures and Þ2tncely Atchievements. Never map

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pfon dped. Thus reccived France the true Faith, in which

Atchievements, that not Greece, Conſtantinople, Rome, noz 
Jeruſalem could equall them in the leaſt regard : but @atnt A 
drew bemg now gzown Qgged, and unapt foz (ah j2incely 
Encounters, ſate as a Beholder,cenſurmng of ſhe belt deſerver, 
aud gave ſuch due commendations as befitted ſo gatiant a 
Company : and foz a fare-well of ſuch time-henoured Pa⸗ 
ſtimes, dee deſired leader of the Ktng to depart, and to ſpend 
fhe remnaut of his life in p2ibate contemplattons, foz the 
good of his Sone, and to wach atoay with the water of true 
penitence , all the blood bee had ſpilt in his Travell about the 
Wozld, in the maintenance of Knig\t-hsod : a requeſt ſo rea- 
ſonabls , that the Litng could net refufe but give his conſent. 
Os faking leave of his Pajeſtp, and the reſt ol the Nobility 
aud knights there pzcſent, bee departed up to a Pountame 
farro remote from the Kings Court, undey which by Nature 
was ereſted a Cavs on hollow Uault , whereta he remamed 
foz fhe ſpace of a peare, ſtudping Divinity, ans the com 
mands of his Redeemer , Scotland being then a rude aus 
PMeatheniſh Conntrep, where fhe common ſozt of people 
inhabited, by whlch meanes hee was much admired, aus 
ſuppoſed to bee ſent from ſome place mnknown, as a Þeſſen- 
ger to bzing ſbem evill tidmgs. UWhereupon--fhoſs mtsbe« 
liebing people by a common conſent (tahing him fvz ſome 
ſubtle Conſpfrer agamſt their Pagan Gods, which as then 
thep a is Heat ) put him ſecretly to deafh , ano after cut: 


ting off his Head tn hope of Reward, bozo it to the Ring, 
derming d done a Derd of much deſerved commenda- 
tions. tnhumane cruelty when ſhe King ſas , wih 
much g3ztefs bee lamentetythe loſle of fþis good man, aud | 
ali ſped in revenge of his death, rayſeda power ol his de 
reſolved Knights of Warre, putting 8verp one co the Swozd, 
both woman, man, aud childe, that in Mp Manner conſented 
to the Champtons Party3dome : and aftet᷑ in pꝛoteſſe of time, 
appotnted a P to be built in the ſame place wnhere bee 
died, cauſing the whole Kinidome to be'b;ought in ſubjection 
to a qutet Sobernment, and Chziſtcned in the right Bellefe of 
fhis holy Father. This was the laſf Ded of Saint Andrew, 
'by whole death Scotland received the true Faith, tn which it 
now remaineth.

how they had won the chiefeſt goale of Ponour, little neding 
bis Lightly ſerbice aud allſiſta ce: lometimes one thing, 
ſometimes ancfyer ſo moleſted him, wat ve muſt needs make 
his adventure to follow them.
